Maastricht, in South Limburg, seasoned 





with hills, valleys, medievalism— 
a change from the sea-washed and Rembrandtesque 


Once upon a time, before Hilton, I arrived, parentally supervised, e 
at the Hook of Holland, chewing the elastic chin strap of my el 
hat. In the short time allotted by Messrs. Thomas Cook & Son before 
we dashed on to France, Italy, Switzerland, Germany, etc., we did 
the following: floated through the canals of Amsterdam, skimmed the 
harbor of Rotterdam, visited Vollendam where the whole population 
clumped out in wooden shoes and batwing caps to have their pictures 
taken, ferried to the isle of Marken, ditto, bathed modestly from 

a closed wagon pulled into the sea from the beach at Scheveningen’s 
Hotel Kurhaus, ate immeasurable quantities of hopjes and Dutch 
chocolate, whirled past countless windmills and marshy-looking fields 
of what were probably tulips, and were generally enthralled by a land 
that had no horizons but the sea and the silhouettes of ships.

Everything we did seemed to have been done in conjunction with 
water. Forever after, Holland to me has always called up an aqueous 
picture of pancake-flat beaches and windmills against a blue-gray ocean 
sky. Naturally | am not alone in this notion, because it is the | 
flat and watery Holland that is the most heavily touristed, 
remembered, and talked about. 

But this year I discovered that there is another kind 
of Holland—the rolling, hilly, wooded land of South Limburg, 

a tiny wedge to the southeast slithering into the map 
between Belgium and Germany. (Continued on facing page)

Even before Holland was Hol- 
land, South Limburg was the seat 
of the Frankish kings and part of 
the Duchy of Burgundy and so, 
besides being a smiling vacation 
land where the inhabitants in- 
herit a fine bec for good wine, it 
is rich in the Romanesque and 
Gothic architecture of medieval 
days—fortresses. churches. cas- 
tles. and towers that lend a ro- 
mantic flavor to towns and land- 
scape. Add, of course, as every- 
where in Holland. the gabled 
Dutch baroque patrician houses. 
and a good complement of onion- 
turreted Dutch Renaissance cas- 
tles. South Limburg has a hun- 
dred castles, many of which have 
become hotels or restaurants. and 
the 1,000-year-old Genhoes water 
castle in Oud Valkenburg is now 
a museum devoted to the contem- 
porary painting of William Hale- 
wijn. Clearly, it is full of oppor- 
tunity to see how the other half 
used to live. 

Long before all this, the Ro- 
mans had arrived and quarried 
out subterranean labyrinths from 
the chalky limestone that under- 
lies Limburg’s green hills, where 
fossil remains indicate the pri- 
mordial residence of prehistoric 
denizens. Fascinating, and unlike 
any caves you ve ever seen before. 
these are still visitable. specifi- 
cally at St. Pietersberg near 
Maastricht and at Valkenburg. 
Many grottoes today are dedi- 
cated to the culture of the deli- 
cate mushroom. for which gastro- 
nomes haunt this region. 


Good-humored place 


Valkenburg is Holland’s major 
resort town—a surprise if you 
think the Dutch insist upon sea- 
side vacations—and the whole 
area suggests easygoing holidays, 
with little excursions by foot, car, 
or riverboat. Give or take the 
caves and a few imposing cathe- 
drals, it is all man-size. unspec- 
tacular, on the 
side. like the Limburgers them- 
selves. These South Hollanders 
are given to music (the South 
Limburg orchestras and singing 
groups are famous). sidewalk 
cafés, an aromatic local genever 
or gin called els, and to the lei- 
surely consumption of what has 
to be the best coffee in the world. 
and the luscious Limburger tart, 
a matter of crisp pastry and local 


good-humored 


fruits. For four days before Lent, 
the region, with a _ curiously 
Latin fervor, celebrates Carneval, 
masked and exuberant, with street 
parades and floats and continual 
partying. 

Maastricht, capital of Limburg 
and Holland’s oldest city, puts on 
a carnival that might make Rio 
look to its laurels. Its medieval 
streets and modern boulevards 
are gaudily dressed in balloons 


and banners, as the hard-working 
Limburgers prepare to forget 
their troubles for a few days. All 
who can, jam into the 17th- 
century Town Hall for the cere- 
monial investiture of the Prince 
of Carneval and his train of merry 
men. Here the mayor and council 
and all local sacred cows take a 
public spoofing (in a local patois 
incomprehensible to outlanders, 
but you laugh at the jokes any- 
way). There is an elaborate pa- 
rade, Dull Care is banished with 
a mock funeral, there is dancing 
in the streets, unceasing music, 
and every bistro. bar, restaurant, 
coffee shop, and hotel is crowded 
with the usual masquerade cast 
of Pierrots, bedouins. cowboys. 
Spanish ladies, et al. The crowds 
swing from one place to another 
on the chance of meeting Prince 
Carneval who roves about, too, in 
cap and bells. to encourage the 
fun. The tradition is that you 
must celebrate in at least eleven 
different places. It is boisterous, 
jam-packed. even rough at times. 
but it’s a fiesta for young and old 
and a pretty wholesome blowing 
off of steam. Quite clearly, this 
is one carnival that can’t be 
stopped. Last February Maas- 
trichters celebrated in an eight- 
inch blizzard, no spirits damp2d. 

Normally, Maastricht is a city 
of gray-stone dignity, bastioned 
by a wall and fortress towers that 
were built in the 13th, 14th. and 
15th Centuries—reminders that 
the city has had a long history of 
sieges and invasions. For a good 
view of the town you can stroll 
these ramparts, through the dour 
twin towers of the Helpoort, the 
Gateway of Hell, built in the 13th 
Century. You'll see how the city 
straddles the River Maas, which 
flows through France and Bel- 
gium as the Meuse and changes 
its name in Holland. The look of 
the town, its stone sternness re- 
lieved by the flowing river and a 
belt of wooded park where swans 
swim and deer roam, recalls the 
illuminations in a medieval book 
of hours. It is not all medievalism 
by any means—all architectural 
eras are present, including Dutch 
modern—but it is an unsung bo- 
nanza for buffs of the Middle 
Ages. 

The Romanesque Church of St. 
Servaas, dating from 1000, is a 
repository of choice 12th-century 
ecclesiastical jewels. exhibited in 
the crypt treasury. The Church 
of Our Lady, on a square flicker- 
ing with lime trees, is noted for 
its sculpted stone capitals. The 
Burgundian dukes of the 15th and 
16th Century built the Gothic 
Church of St. Matthias, slightly 
tip-tilted now, but a place to see 
the excellent wood sculpture of 
those pious days. In the Bonne-

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THE MIND-BLOWING BARN 


Something of a love story

The barn. in late February 1968, as it looked when we first discovered it—and a few of its previous tenants. 





ut barns are for horses, lady. How about a nice 


little split level? We could have it up for you in 
a couple of weeks. This old thing is a mess!” 

“No, no, it’s a barn we want—this barn.” 

The 100-year-old structure stood. dilapidated. on a 
winding dirt road in Columbia County, New York. its 
siding negligible, its battered tin roof bent back to re- 
veal the old rafters. 

[t was a cold, bleak February day in 1968. The five 
horses, the barn’s tenants for 15 years, looked reproach- 
ful as we climbed around, jumping from the magnificent 
pegged beams into the fragrant hay below. 

My husband Alan and I had been aware for some 
lime of our strange fascination with old barns. but had 
only begun to look for the right one to turn into a year- 
round weekend home. It had to be close to good skiing, 
no more than two-and-a-half hours from Manhattan— 
and love at first sight. 

Well. this barn was, and all other requirements seemed 
to fall neatly into place, including price. The low cost 
of the 81% acres (the owner felt the barn hardly worth 
mentioning) made it possible to pay in cash. However, 
the renovation was a different story. 

We were sure we needed an architect, since this house 
had to fulfill all our special, offbeat dreams. and not 
be just a run-of-the-mill—or should I say run-of-the- 
barn?—house. But our first encounter with one of New 
York’s most popular, most published architects was 
pretty deflating. Our barn, he told us, besides not being 
his “hag,” couldn't be transformed for less than $50,000. 
What to do? 

Relatives are sometimes worth having. One of mine 


asked if we’d seen any of the brilliant things the Yale 





School of Architecture had been doing. She suggested 
calling to ask if there were graduate students interested 


in taking us on as a project. We dismissed this idea 
as being too nervy, but one day when things looked 
especially hopeless | made an impetuous grab for the 
phone and dialed New Haven. 

The Graduate School was astonishingly cordial. | was 
invited to type out our needs on a small file card and 
send it up to be posted on the bulletin board. So off 
went our request for some “mind-blowing” ideas from 
a “groovy young architect” who wanted “experience 
without pay.” The next Friday afternoon the phone rang. 

“My name is Tom Platt, and with me is Peter Woerner. 
We read your card on the bulletin board, and we'd like 
to have a talk. If we jump into the car now, we can be 
there in an hour and a half. Can we come?” 

Could they ever! They arrived: Tom—bespectacled, 
blond, clean-cut; Peter—curly-haired, gaunt, slightly 
Dylanesque: both warm, open, intelligent, charming. 
\nother student, Budge Upton, would work with them. 

While our small daughter Jennifer crawled over, un- 
der, and around our architects, | held forth on hopes 
and dreams, our boredom with conventional weekend 
houses, and our desire to live with exciting architecture 
that would still be functional and lastingly beautiful. 
When [ got to our unfortunate budget, the mere mention 
of money elicited embarrassed blushes from Tom and 
Peter. Money, they said. was no concern. What mattered 
was the chance to build a house of their own design so 
that their ideas and experiments could become three- 
dimensional reality instead of drawings on paper. They’d 
settle for expenses——gas. phone calls, éte.

The first thing the boys did was send us our “home- 
work”—a_ fantastically detailed questionnaire prying 
into every angle of our family life. We soon found our- 
selves seriously considering: Did we like a lot of com- 


pany ? Did we squabble over the bathroom in the morn-

ing? Did we mind smelling cabbage in the living room? 

Tom, Peter, and Budge made several trips to the barn 
to get the feeling of what they refer to as “the space.” 
The beams are massive, beautifully pegged without a nail 
in the whole structure and the main reason why we loved 
the barn to start with. So from the outset it was agreed 
that every beam had to remain in its original place and 
be exposed, 


fter several brainstormings—during one we lis- 

lened to a tape recording of one of the boys’ own 

sessions about the barn they decided it would 
be wrong for them to come to an immediate agreement 
on one design. They went off separately, each to design 
a plan, we to wait almost sleepless with excitement for 
the results. 

\ few weeks later they reappeared, each bearing a 
set of the most carefully detailed drawings. But we were 
not to choose one of the three then and there. Instead 
we were to discuss what we liked or disliked in each. 
Many hours and arguments later, off they went again. 
This was the final trial. 

Two breathless weeks later. Tom Peter. and Budee 


al- 


rived with a large, mysterious box. As the outside shell 


of cardboard Was pee led away the re appeared a meticu- 
lously constructed. balsawood Ss ale model ol the most 
“mind-blowing” house we’d ever seen. And it was ours! 

I spare the grueling details of our search for a con- 


tractor, except to say that my fingers walked all availabl

yellow pages, that quoted prices blasted our estimated 
shoestring budget of $20,000, and that reactions were 
generally negative. The barn had no foundation, and it 
was considered a major feat to put one under it. 







hen we finally found Walter Frick, who is not 
only a local contractor but himself a connoisseur 
of old barns. “Hell.” said Mr. Frick when he looked 
at our barn, “it’s a snap! You just jack up the frame at 
ihe corners, dig your foundation, pour your concrete. 
and lower her down again.” He didn’t think we were 
crazy, but neither did he think he could do the job for 
420.000. 

“But who can we get to build it for less?” 

The boys, standing by, looked at each other, “Us.” 
they replied. The arrangement: Frick to do the heavy 
work—foundation, concrete slabs. siding, windows. 
doors, heating; the boys to build the whole interior, with 
a crew of paid-by-the-hour college boys who needed 
summer jobs. These stalwarts turned out to be Dave 
Rutherford, an architecture student at Harvard, who 
brought along a pet owl to summer in the rafters; Pete’s 
brother Chris, plus an assortment of young men wo 
came and went. One, named Jhett. worked harder than 
anyone I’ve ever seen but rarely spoke. He stayed two 
weeks, then silently disappeared. 

Our application for a mortgage at the local bank in 
Hudson was another tenterhooks affair, but we made it. 
thanks to Harvey Young, the banker, who had the imag- 
ination to realize that we were not just a bunch of kooks 
with an impossibly crazy dream. 

By now spring was upon us; the apple-growing coun- 
try-side around our property was a pink and fragrant 
cloud of blossom. We crawled in the grass, delighting in 
every new green blade, every tiny wildflower, telling each 
other happily, “This is ours . . . this is ours.” 

To celebrate ownership on mortgage-closing day, Alan 
and | bought a $60 tent to house us and our three-year- 
old comfortably for the summer while the barn was being 
built—and because we were determined to live on our 
own land, We set up camp about 100 yards from the 
barn. Alan built a marvelous double stone fireplace and 
a somewhat less than perfect table under an apple tree. 
Here we took our meals whenever our food supplies 
werent completely raided by the raccoons, who came by 
night, unscrewed peanut-butter jars, and left chocolately 
paw-prints over everything. Every day we went to the 
well of a kindly neighbor and lugged back our water in 
ten-gallon cans. The boys put up in a huge mobile trailer 
donated by the contractor. 

The barn was piled 14 feet high with hay and sur- 
rounded by a 15-year accumulation of manure. all of 
which had to be removed before Frick could raise the 
barn. dig the foundation, and pour the cement. Our at- 
tempt to clean this up ourselves was a dismal failure. 
Minally it took a hired bulldozer eight hours to remove 
the stuff to what is now probably the largest compost 
heap in the state, 

Frick knew our hand-pegged barn was sturdy as Gi- 
braltar, but he wouldn't let us watch him jack it up for 
lear we'd: panic at the creaking and groaning of the 
beams. We saw it when it had already been raised, rest- 
ing on automobile jacks and (Continued on page 84)

To accommodate bedrooms, the gabled 
barn was given two upper galleries, 
joined by a bridge across the house. The 
center of the house is a great well visible 
Jrom above through arched openings, the : 
circles counterpointing the strong, 
straight lines of the barn. The result— 
marvelously exciting, kaleidoscopic visu- 
al impacts that change with every change 
in daylight, left. Our theatrical lighting 
system works on mood-changing dimmers.

On Canada’s Georgian Bay, 
a young architect’s 
camp-out pavilion

Half hidden on “Island B-650” in Georgian Bay. Ontario. be- 
low. the house is protected by a sheltering arm of the main- 
land. Designer/owner, Architect George Robb of Toronto. 
Arriving by boat, one moors at the extended dock (space for 
four small craft), walks inland and up the stairs, upper 
right photograph, across a deck and into the dining area. 
Like the spread wings of a gull settling on the water, cedar 
roof decking glows with light from high-intensity lamps 
mounted on exterior columns, above. These light interiors at 
night without objectionable reflections on the glass walls. 
Kitchen, centered in the house, lies behind laminated teak 
strip panel, center left, opposite page. which matches the 
custom-built settees.

There are irises that flower as early as 
April and as late as October, but only 
the Kaempferi or Japanese varieties 
reach peak bloom in July. For a warm 
season. the timing is perfect. Not only 
do the elegant flowers come in cooling 
colors of blue. pink, purple. mauve. and 
white. but they are carried lightly on 
slender stems above grassy fountains of 
leaves. The planis thrive at the edge of 
a pool or stream so that the total effect 
is as refreshing as a shower on a hot 
afternoon. 

Japanese iris grow from a rhizome so 


slender that by comparison with the 


-thick, fleshy root of common bearded or 


German iris. they may seem to be more a 
fibrous root system than a rhizome. 
Dutch iris grow from a bulb. In the 
bloomtime scheme. dwarf-beardeds come 
first: these bloom along with daffodils 
and primroses. The last of the dwarfs 
join the earliest tall-beardeds and Dutch 
varieties. The late-blooming tall-beardeds 
overlap the early Japanese iris season, 
along with the Siberians and spurias. 
The last of the Japanese iris finish in 
August at the beginning of vesper iris 
(1. dichotoma) season. Finally. there are 
certain tall-beardeds ‘that rebloom. 


Today’s hybrid Japanese iris are de- 


5? 


pendable hardy perennials that can be 
grown in any garden, provided the soil 
is moist and on the acid side. They will 
actually do well in a situation where the 
roots are wet for long periods of time, 
but some dryness. especially late in the 
season after flowering, is not harmful. 
Alkaline soil is the only real curse of 
Japanese iris. They cannot tolerate a 
limy situation. Keep bone meal away. 

Unlike most other irises that have 
one definite planting season. the Japa- 
nese varieties can be planted in either 
spring or fall. There will be some bloom 
the first summer, even from rhizomes 
set out the same spring. The flower crop 
one year later, in the second season, will 
be abundant. The clumps will need divi- 
sion once every three to five years. Japa- 
nese iris do well in full sun, except in 
very hot climates where shade at midday 
or in the afternoon will help blooms last 
longer and leaves stay fresher. After au- 
tumn frost. when the foliage turns 
brown, cut it back to an inch or two 
above the soll. 

Plant the crowns of Japanese iris two 
inches below the soil surface. Mulch 
fall plantings with straw or oak leaves 
after the ground freezes. This helps new

I have a friend who claims that she can tell a man 
by his mug. No vulgarity intended, she quickly ex- 
plains. What she means is that the people she | kes 
tend to use and collect mugs, the drinking vessels 
with handles. 

Perhaps she has a point. Mugs usually hold a 
generous amount of whatever you put in them, sug- 
gesting open-handedness and enjoyment in large mea- 
sure. (The ancient Greeks and Persians apparently 
didn’t use them. Their drinking cups and jars had 
either two handles or none, generally requiring two 
hands to lift and steady them.) It was the northern 
Europeans who gave us the mug—“mug” is close to 
the Swedish and Norwegian word for it—a cup you 
can manage with one hand. leaving the other free to 
defend yourself, to wave in song, or to embrace your 
lady-love. 


A mug by any other name 


German mugs, made of earthenware and called Steins. 
rapidly grew to gargantuan size, often beyond the 
practicalities of drinking. They were and still are 
very fancifully decorated, usually covered by a hinged 
cap of either pewter or silver. Steins are nearly 
always used for beer. In England the silver tankard 
came to serve the same purpose, while silver mugs of 
a considerably smaller size became a favorite christen- 
ing present. 

In the 18th Century the English began to make mugs 
decorated to resemble grotesque human faces—wheth- 
er depicting men in dire need of drink or ruined by 
it we don’t know. In the Puritan austerity of Colo- 
nial America our choice was the plain metal tankard 
or can, with a scroll handle as the maximum tolerable 
frivolity. Paul Revere’s “hooped cann” was a mug 
with straight tapering sides and bands of applied 
moldings. 

The tyg (or mug with double handles) dates from 
17th-century England, where the vessel was sometimes 
used for actual brewing of the liquor—much as the 
Chinese steep tea in a covered cup. The two handles 
enabled it to be passed from one person to another 
without taking hold of the shaft or base, a clumsy 
operation that might require two hands. The double- 
or triple-looped handle somewhat resembling brass 
knuckles enables you to take a more exact hold, the 
way the fingers of a glove give you more precision 
than a mitten. 

Private clubs popped up in 18th-century London 
like mushrooms after a summer rain. ostensibly for 
every sort of gentleman and purpose. but practically 
for a single purpose: drinking. Various Mug House 
clubs had to be repeatedly suppressed for disorderly 
conduct. Today an English pub or alehouse is still 


sometimes called a mug-house, and any man who or- 


ders less than the pint of ale or beer served in a glass 
mug is considered somewhat effete. (Ordinary glasses 
holding eight or ten ounces are available but meant 
mainly for ladies.) The glass mug is also common in 
German restaurants, where it sometimes goes by the 
familiar name of Stein but is more correctly called a 
Seidel. A very elegant glass-bottomed mug is used 
by the Anglo-French gastronome André Simon for 
drinking Like Winston Churchill. 


M. Simon sensibly takes his champagne by the pint 


champagne. 


instead of the skimpy three-ounce saucer. Stars etched 
in the bottom of his mug keep a steady stream of 
bubbles rising as long as the wine holds its effer- 
vescence. 

Which of us has not known a child who weuldn't 
drink his milk—or something else we grownups said 
was good for him—but who could be persuaded to 
drink it from a decorated mug? Children also lke 
to mug up with hot soup and virtually anything else 
drinkable. So do many adults, the generous-natured 
ones my friend says she can spot. 

Anything that’s smooth and easy to drink is su't- 
able to serve in a mug. (You may feel like putting 
foods you eat with a spoon in this vessel too—for 
ice cream—but then 
you're really using it as a bowl.) A favorite of both 
children and adults is hot chocolate, eminently suit- 


instance. chili con carne or 


able to drink from a mug because the handle protects 
one’s fingers from the heat. The Danish explorer 
and writer. Peter Freuchen, who was a collector of 
mugs. made a lifelong practice of drinking a mugful 
of hot chocolate on his birthday, the way children 
do in Denmark, as well as on the birthdays of every- 
one he knew. His Danish chocolate was similar to 
ours. but one that’s a bit different is the special hot 
chocolate of Mexico.

variation—gazpacho—in your own? There are so 
many good recipes for gazpacho that you don’t need 
another.

A tasting of savory Italian dishes 


On a rolling estate about an hour out of 
New York, the Edward Giobbis and their 
three youngsters live in a rambling turn- 
of-the-century house to which they have 
recently added a kitchen that is as splen- 
did as it is practical. Mrs. Giobbi, a 
Southern charmer, can now cook her 
own specialties while her husband cooks 
in Italian. 

Artist, gardener, wine grower, canner, 
sausagemaker, budding author, and ama- 
teur cook of the first rank, Edward 
Giobbi has talents to burn. Most artists 
love to eat and, almost as a consequence, 
like to cook, but they don’t necessarily 
have a mother who is a beautiful cook 
and also a willing teacher for an eager 
little boy. Nor does it follow that they 
have for a father a farmer who’d tuck a 
sprig of sweet basil behind one ear so 
he could take an occasional spicy sniff 


while he ploughed a field, and who 
taught his son to be a sower of seeds. 

Mr. Giobbi chose his parents with 
rare good judgment, for it was those 
same down-to-earth parents who recog- 
nized the artist in their son and “found” 
the money to send him home to study art. 
He was a student in Italy for six years 
doing “all my own cooking, out of dire 
necessity.” But what better way to learn 
to make the savory, earthy dishes of the 
Italian peasant than right on the spot? 
These dishes are the nucleus of a cook- 
book, currently on the fire. 

In addition to the garden where the 
Giobbis grow most of their own vege- 
tables, they have a small vineyard and 
last autumn bottled 150 gallons of their 
own wine. Meanwhile Giobbi, the paint- 
er, spends a working day, every day, in 
the quiet of his big, airy studio. 
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Lisa gives Fanny a look at the base 
for her father’s brodetto, while 
telling you one of Fanny’s most 
endearing qualities ts that “she 

will purr if you tickle her stomach.”

A Sunday lunch with Swedish overtones 


Ewa Blomberg’s Smorgasar 


Like every well-trained Scandi- 
navian, Ewa Blomberg makes 
sandwiches that are a creative de- 
light, and we think they merit a 
more elegant name, perhaps can- 
apés. 

1. Butter thinly sliced bread, 
cover with a leaf of crisp let- 
tuce and a cornucopia of ham 
filled with this Mimosa Salad: 

Combine drained petit pois, 
pineapple chunks, diced raw ap- 
ple, and mayonnaise diluted with 
heavy cream. Garnish the whole 
with a quarter of a tomato and a 
sprig of parsley. 

2. Have ready hard-cooked eggs, 
one per person. Butter thinly 
sliced white bread, add a leaf of 
lettuce, arrange sliced, hard- 
cooked eggs on top, and make a 
cross with two whole anchovies 
on top of the eggs. Add a little 
bouquet of dill feathers. 

3. Butter pumpernickel bread. 
Add a leaf of lettuce, a slice of 
liver paste paté, a dill pickle, 
sliced, and a garnish of cucumber 
twists. 

4. Butter pumpernickel bread, 
add several very thin slices of 
Monterey Jack cheese and a gar- 
nish of radish roses. 

5. Butter rounds of French 
bread, add a frill of lettuce, top 
this with the tiny Danish shrimp 
(available canned), place a little 
mound of crabmeat in the center, 
a garland of mayonnaise all 
around, and finish with a lemon 
twist and a feather of dill. 

6. Butter thinly sliced white 
bread, cover with a leaf of lettuce, 
add folds of smoked salmon on 
top. Finish with finely chopped 
onion and dill feathers. 

7. Cover thin rounds of white 
bread with caviar, place a single 
onion ring on top, and drop the 
yolk of a raw egg in the center 
of the onion ring. 


Krustader med Svampstuvning

114 cups all-purpose flour 

| teaspoon salt

Mix dry ingredients together in 
a deep bowl, preferably with a 


flat bottom; stir in milk gradual- 
ly, then the eggs; finally the olive 
oil. Stir is the word. Do not over- 
beat. Allow to mellow for at least 
30 minutes. 

In a small, deep saucepan heat 
the vegetable oil to 375° on ther- 
mometer. Screw handle into patty 
mold (also known as rosette iron) 
and place mold in the hot fat. 
When thermometer again reaches 
375°, lift mold out of fat, shake 
off any surplus, and dip the mold 
into the batter almost to the top, 
taking care not to allow batter 
to go over the top of the mold. 
Place back in the hot fat and fry 
for about 20 seconds or until gold- 
en brown. When cooked properly 
the timbales will slip off the mold. 
If they don’t, cook in the hot fat 
a few more seconds. When lifting 
mold with timbale from the fat, 
hold it upside down to allow the 
fat to drain back into the sauce- 
pan. Drain the cooked timbales on 
paper towels. 

This quantity will make several 
dozen that will keep in an air- 
tight container for months. To 
serve, reheat in a moderate oven.

Then stir 
in the flour until smooth. Next, 
gradually stir in the cream. Place 
back over a medium heat just 
long enough to allow the sauce 
to thicken lightly and the mush- 
rooms to heat through. Stir in the 
sherry, and serve over timbales.

Push the tomatoes through a fine 
sieve or a mouli to purée.

Have ready a big pot (no less 
than seven quarts) of boiling wa- 
ter.

Boil 
briskly until the pasta is al dente. 
In other words, firm to the tooth. 

After the first 5 minutes start 
testing by taste, taking into con- 
sideration the fact the pasta will 
cook another minute or two after 
draining.

tethered by a web of ropes, while 
the foundation was dug and made 
ready for the cement.

Soup with Dill in her recent Cook- 
book of the Seven Seas. 


Cream of Cucumber Soup 


4 medium cucumbers 

4 cups chicken bouillon 

1 tablespoon cornstarch 

1 cup cream or half-and-half 

Pinch of cayenne pepper 

4 tablespoons chopped fresh 
dill, or 2 tablespoons dried dill 


Peel cucumbers, cut in_ half 
lengthwise, and remove seeds. 
Chop coarsely and cook in bouil- 
lon until soft. Pour into blender 
and blend until smooth. Pour 
back into pan and bring to boil. 
Dissolve cornstarch in 2. table- 
spoons cold water, add to pan, 
reduce heat and simmer a few 
minutes, stirring frequently. Al- 
low to cool. Add cream, cayenne 
pepper, and dill, then chill well. 
Serve cold in chilled mugs to 6. 


Many mugs for many drinks 


I was introduced to tea in the 
British army, where everyone had 
his mug, either tin army-issue or 
something a bit better, such as 
enamel. Early morning and late 
afternoon meant mugs of steam- 
ing Sergeant-Major’s tea, sweet 
with sugar and condensed milk, 
thick with tea leaves—enough to 
strain the wildest gypsy imagi- 
nation. It was so strong I be- 
lieve you might remove paint with 
it. For me it was what tea should 
be, and J still like to drink strong 
tea from a mug. 

For beer, I think a glass mug 
is best because it lets you see the 
color and sparkle. The same 
holds true for the shandy or 
shandygaff, that. so surprisingly 
good combination of beer and 
ginger beer. A shandy is a nice 
thirst quencher or luncheon drink. 

Mulled wine is another good 
mug drink, mild enough so that 
you can take a quantity of it, 
and very comforting on a damp, 
cold day. Dissolve three table- 
spoons of sugar in one-half cup 
of water, add a small cinnamon 
stick and two cloves. and boil for 
a few minutes. Add one-half lem- 
on sliced thin, cover, and let 
stand for at least ten minutes. 
Add one cup of red wine, heat to 
just below point, and 
strain into a large mug. If you 
like, add the cinnamon stick with 
a slice of lemon as decoration. 

A cold-weather drink you make 
right in the mug is hot buttered 
rum. Combine one jigger of Ja- 
maica rum with three or four jig- 
gers of boiling-hot water, add a 
small pat of butter sprinkled with 
nutmeg, and stir with a cinnamon 


boiling 


stick. As you see, this drink is 
unsweetened. So is the simpler 
grog, named for the British Ad- 
miral “Old Grog” Vernon, which 
is nothing but rum well diluted 
with water. The admiral thought 
this libation better for the health 
of his men than neat spirits. 

If you want a fancier long 
drink made of rum, perhaps it 
could be Planter’s Punch. For a 
moment I thought of suggesting a 
Zombie, but this drink seems to 
have gone the way of the dodo 
bird. It was really a sort of Plant- 
er’s Punch, anyway, carried to the 
extreme with three or four kinds 
of rum and a liqueur. For the 
true Planter’s Punch, 
two teaspoons of sugar in a jig- 
ger of fresh lime juice. add two 
jiggers of Jamaica rum with a 
little crushed ice, and shake well. 
Pour this mixture over a_half- 
mugful of cracked ice and deco- 
rate with any fruit you like, pref- 
erably something tropical like 
spears of pineapple and papaya. 
Mint is sometimes included. 

But of course mint has a more 
important mission in life, as any 
of Kentucky’s innumerable colo- 
nels would be quick to proclaim: 
the immortal julep. Frost a glass 
or metal mug by packing it with 
crushed ice or leaving it in the 
freezer. Dissolve one teaspoon of 
sugar in a few drops of water, 
add this to a mugful of crushed 
ice, and pour on bourbon to fill 
the mug. Stir until 
more frost accumulates, and dec- 
orate with mint sprigs. 

Another very appealing and not 
too common hot-weather mug fill- 
er is Pimm’s Cup. This is actual- 
ly a name for four different bot- 
tled drinks: No. 1 with a gin 
base; No. 2, whiskey; No. 3, 
brandy; and No. 4, rum and bran- 
dy. But it’s mainly Pimm’s No. 1 
that people know. If you can’t 
find it, make your own gin sling 
(for that’s what it is) with gin, 
simple syrup, lemon soda, and a 
slice of fresh lemon 
cubes in a glass mug. Place a 
long, thick slice of cucumber rind 
down the side of the mug, inside.

iris are the Marhigo hybrids. the 
first of which were introduced in 
1953 by Oregon nurseryman and 
plant breeder Walter Marx. One 
of these, Great White Heron, is 
still among the largest of all. It 
bears semi-double flowers eleven 
inches across on stems five feet 
tall from early to midseason. 
Since 1953 there have been 
some 50 other Marhigo hybrids 
introduced. They are all beauti- 
ful, but certain varieties stand 
out as exceptional. Several of 
these are described here, each 
selected because of one or more 
traits that make it unusually de- 
sirable. 
e August Emperor blooms late 
with huge flowers to ten inches 
across on stems up to five feet 
tall.

The so-called sectional home has come of age. Like similar 
houses reported in House BEAUTIFUL during the past two 
years, this leisure house jis completely factory-built, then 
shipped to the site in parts and placed over a prebuilt foun- 
dation. In another 24 hours, the owners could move in. But 
there’s an important difference, The earlier sectionals con- 
sisted of two house halves fastened at the center line to form 
the usual ranch house. The designer of this model, Architect 
Herman H. York, saw each portion as a distinct entity. Once 
that concept was accepted, nearly endless variations opened 
up, using anywhere from one to five sections in a single 
house. Architect York executed ten such variations for the 
manufacturer, Designaire Home Corp. Models start at one 
bedroom and one bath, and go up to four bedrooms and 214 
baths. Delivery is within a 400-mile radius of the company’s 
plant, 25 miles west of Philadelphia. 


First-rate products are used in all models. For example, 
windows and gliding doors are Andersen’s Perma-Shield 
units. DuPont nylon carpeting and \rmstrong’s Cushion 
Vinyl flooring is specified, along with inyl-clad wallpaneling 
from Georgia-Pacific. A 16-page brochure describing the

What exactly is yogurt? 

|Also spelled yoghurt. yoghourt. and yohourt. In this coun- 
‘try, it is made from low-fat milk to which lactic cultures are 
‘added, turning the milk from a liquid to a custardlike con- 
sistency with a smooth texture and a refreshing mildly acid 
flavor, faintly reminiscent of walnuts. In Bulgaria, where it 
is extremely popular, it is made from goats’ and water buf- 
faloes’ milk, making a mixture that is twice as rich in butter 
fat as cows milk. Bulgarians, reputedly long-lived, eat 
yogurt from the cradle to the grave, at all meals. You can 
buy plain yogurt (Belgians mix it with grenadine syrup). or 
yogurt flavored with vanilla, coffee, strawberry. raspberry, 
boysenberry, blueberry, mandarin orange. pear. peach, 
spiced apple, pineapple orange, prune, apricot, or Dutch 
apple. Weight watchers, take note: 1 cup plain yogurt aver- 
ages only 130 to 140 calories. 





Are London Broil and flank steak the same thing? 


Not necessarily. London Broil (the name is said to have 
originated in a New York or, possibly, a Philadelphia restau- 
rant at least 40 years ago) is prepared from several beef 
cuts, including flank, the National Live Stock and Meat 
Board informs us. Beef cut from the clod (shoulder or 
chuck) or from the top round or from the sirloin tip, (cut 
lengthwise with the grain) or even from the muscle, once 
referred to as the “tail” of the porterhouse (now removed 
by butchers), are all used. 


Are shish kebab and shashlik the same thing? 


Yes. Both shish and shash, from the Turkish, mean skewer: 
kebab or kabob (once spelled cabob), from the Arab, means 
meat roasted (grilled) in small pieces on skewers. Thus we 
have shish kebab in the Near East, shashlik in Russia, and 
en brochette (meaning on a skewer) in France. 


What are roasting hens? 


When chickens (hens or roosters) are raised to an eviscer- 
ated weight of 3 to 4 pounds they are known and sold as 
broiler-fryers. But when the females (hens) are raised to 
At pounds, which means 3 to 4 weeks longer, they are 
called roasting hens. 


How can you tell if frozen beef products are tender? 


You can’t. Labels do not give the grade of the cut from 
which the meat came. Cornell University’s Consumer Educa- 
tion Program (N.Y.C.) tells us that in one store surveyed, 
they found that frozen beef steaks are described “as 
chopped and shaped, ranging in price from 87 cents to $1.07 
a pound; frozen minute steaks, as wafer-sliced, ranging in 
price from $1.36 to $1.64 a pound.” They advise consumers 
that currently the only way to judge products is by trying 
them. We suggest this could be rather expensive. ®

Refinishing parquet floors 


After reading “How to Preserve 
the Glow of Wood” in May 
Houser BEAUTIFUL, one subscrib- 
er wrote asking how in the world 
she could sand a wood parquet 
floor “with the grain” as the ar- 
ticle advised. An alert reader! I 
had neglected to mention that 
when parquet is sanded, floormen 
use a circular machine fitted with 
fine paper to take off the old 
finish; very fine paper to handle 
the final and intermediate sand- 
ings (i.e., the sandings in between 
new coats of finish). Hf slight 
scratches are left behind by the 
machines (and it takes a real 
professional to avoid scratching 
the wood), these must be re- 
moved by hand sanding, with the 
grain on the particular piece of 
parquetry scratched. This infor- 
mation from one of the finest 
wood-flooring craftsmen in the 
country, William J. Erbe & Sons 
of New York City. 


Easy-to-assemble shed 


After seeing the handsome—but 
custom-designed and _ patiently 
built—storage sheds in July 1969 
House BrautiruL, a friend of 
mine asked, “Where in the world 
can I buy a no-frills, small shed I 
can put up in a day?” “Sears,” 
I told him. And it’s true. Sears- 
Roebuck sells, among other sheds, 
a six-foot-wide, three-foot-deep 







storage enclosure it calls a Lawn 
Locker. Zinc-treated and painted 
steel covers the roof and sides; 
pressed wood makes up the floor. 
Inside: about 77 cu. ft., and there 
are two wide swing-out doors. As 
for assembly, you could pick up 
the panels in the morning and 
have it together by lunchtime. The 
cost is under $70. 


Delight for children 


Outdoor-group game equipment 
that is genuinely new comes along 
rarely.

For Miss Nightingale, the life 
of a lady was a crashing bore. 
She was happier tending the 
wounded in the Crimea than in 
arranging flowers and being read 
to by her sister. 

“Why write, read, or paint 
when nothing can come of it?” 
the young Florence asked her 
diary. Gifted as she was, the 
beautiful Miss Nightingale clear- 
ly had no concept of the creative 
impulse. “Nothing will come of 
it” indeed! One thinks of the 
great diaries of the past—Pepys, 
Evelyn, Kilvert—written because 
these men simply had to set 
down an account of their days. 
One thinks of the writers who 
went on writing even when des- 


perately ill: Cowper, Keats, 
Dostoevski, Elizabeth Barrett 
Browning, Chekhov, Katherine 


Mansfield, to name a few. And 
the writers who managed _ to 
write in prison, sometimes under 
vile conditions with all hope 
gone: Lenin, Oscar Wilde, Gan- 
dhi, Nehru. In earlier, more ro- 
mantic times: Cervantes, Boethi- 
us, Sir Walter Raleigh, John 
Bunyan.

Zurich is Europe’s Central City, hub of industry and 
finance, home of the numbered bank account and the 
gold trade (Zurchers call their bankers “Gnomes’’). and a major 
transfer point by plane and train for all of Switzerland and 
most of the world.

The quays along the lake are a 
linkage of gardens; there are 
public beaches. an arboretum, 
docks for lake-excursion steam- 
ers, and the inevitable little boys 
with rod and reel. Up on one of 
Zurich’s green hills, the Dolder 
Grand Hotel purveys citified luxe 
in a surround that few resorts can 
match—there’s riding, tennis, 
golf, a man-made Lido beach. a 
swimming pool with automatic 
waves, a forested terrain for hik- 
ers, and Zurich’s famous zoo not 
far away. All in clean, crystalline 
air that seems to have been laun- 
dered—a surprise in this indus- 
trial city where the railroad runs 
through town. until you learn that 
railroad and industry are electric- 
powered. 

A good place to get to know is 
the Bahnhof. or railroad station, 
a sort of check-in point for Zur- 
cher goings-on. Those eerily qui- 
et, speedy, prompt, clean Swiss 
trains come and go in here; Zu- 
rich’s extremely helpful tourist 
bureau is here; there’s an excel- 
lent station restaurant.

STANDS STILL 


Enchanted life on the rocky shore 
of the blue Caribbean 


By PHYLLIS ADAMS JENKINS 


equia, a tiny Caribbean island just five miles 

off the southern tip of St. Vincent, is the hap- 

py result of a voleano which, like an ancient 
sea monster, thrust itself up out of the ocean in an 
early geologic age. As it cooled off, the leeward side 
of the crater submerged, leaving an almost perfect 
harbor; a lava runoff trailed several miles south, 
forming a long tail. Near the end of that tail the wind 
and sea carved a beautiful arch. 

It is easy to see why, many years ago, local sailors, 
looking up at this circle of stone framing the sky, 
named it ““Moonhole.” In certain seasons the sky is 
yellow, and the opening itself seems to be the moon. 
In this opening Tom Johnston built his house. The 
sweeping arch of volcanic rock became a giant um- 
brella to shelter his home. 

Forty years ago, at the start of the depression, Tom 
Johnston, then a Princeton sophomore, took a year 
out and got a job on a freighter sailing to the West 
Indies. The freighter stopped at St. Vincent, then a 
British possession, a little-known Windward Island 
parent to tiny Bequia, the northernmost of the Grena- 
dines. People of Kingston, the colorful port and capi- 
tal, still remember the gangly boy. American visitors 
were few then, tourism decades away. 

Years and a world war later Tom made his second 
trip to St. Vincent, staying seven months to explore 
the caves, the beaches, the rain forests in the interior, 
and to climb the summit of Soufriére, an extinct vol- 
cano, to view the crater lake. He sailed the Grenadines 
and when he left, he knew he would someday return 
for good. He had found the part of the world in which 
he wished to live. 

Tom returned to Chicago, where he built a success- 
ful career in advertising and married Gladys Hinners, 
who had a thriving career of her own. They lived the 
full suburban life, so completely involved that most 
of their friends were unbelieving when in 1960 they 
suddenly quit their jobs, sold their house, and left for 
Bequia.

At a lower level is the “Whale” room, above. for guests. also 
fully open to wind and sea. Waves crash on the rocks just below 
the terrace. Headboard and night-table shelf are formed into the 
rock wall, as is the niche for the bookshelves. 

The rib of a whale is a natural railing for the steps leading 
up to the bath, right. which is shaped like a ship. with the sink 
set into a counter as the bow. The wall at the right is the un- 
touched side of the natural arch which curves overhead. Slanted 
bamboo roof is more psychological than functional since the stone 


arch itself keeps out the rain. More 
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n Port Elizabeth the Johnstons stayed at a small 
hotel, where, eventually, they were prevailed upon 
by absentee owners to remain as managers. Gladys 
brought to the job her natural talent for charming 
guests. She sparked up the bare rooms with pretty 
curtains and seat cushions that she herself made. Tom 
manned the boats, acted as general handyman, and 
spent a good deal of time lying in a hammock looking 
out to sea at the ridge of land concealing Moonhole. 

One day, when my husband and I were visiting Be- 
quia, Tom took us for a sail down the island to Moon- 
hole and said this was where he was going to build his 
house. He had purchased almost a mile of the six-mile 
island, stretching from the Atlantic to the Caribbean 
Sea. He owned a sweep of valley bordered by a white- 
sand beach on one side and a high plateau and the 
natural arch on the other. 

Looking up at the formidable rock, we wondered, 
as many would, how this could be home for any other 
than a Neanderthal family. What was a man without 
any architectural training, with no trained labor, to do 
with such a site? What would they do for friends? 
Other than by sea, the only connecting link to Paget 
Farms, the nearest village, is a rough trail giving way 
at one point to stepping-stones in the ocean. (This is 
still the way to go, and villagers who supply the work- 
ing crew at Moonhole take this strange “overland” 
path gracefully balancing laundry, supplies, and 
building materials on their heads.) No approach is 
easy. Although there is a landing platform now in the 
surf at the entrance under the arch, one stil! has to 
combat waves and rocks in reaching out to waiting 


arms. It is safer to take the boat around the point to 
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—WHERE TIME 
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the sandy eastern side, land on the beach, and cross 
over on foot. 

In 1962 Tom started to build at Moonhole without 
drawings or plans of any kind, using the rock at his 
feet, building step by step from the sea up the steep 
incline of rubble rock within the arch. As the steps 
progressed, he would arrive at various natural ter- 
races; these became outlines for the rooms, in the true 
Frank Lloyd Wright tradition of the house fitting the 
land. 

Though stone and labor came from Bequia, cement 
and lumber and steel had to be imported. Tom over- 
built, “using twice as much iron and twice as strong 
a mix, to make up for errors.’ He fashioned much free- 
form furniture from local stone, but brought in dark 
purple heartwood from Guiana to use for tables or 
wherever decorative wood was required. Highly pol- 
ished, it has a rich, beautiful finish. With unerring in- 
stinct, Tom picked out the essentials man needs in his 
home. 


oonhole is the Bequians’ pride as well as 

Tom’s. “The beauty of it down here is free- 

dom to use the natural talents of the people 
working for you. I give them responsibility. The best 
work is done when I’m away. I come back and they ve 
done something I hadn’t expected, and then you get 
the real challenge: What are you going to do with this 
thing you haven’t planned? And everyone gets crea- 
tive. . . .” Many of the workers bring relatives and 
friends to show the work they’ve done. 

When the kitchen and master bedroom were habit- 
able, Gladys joined Tom at Moonhole, brought her 
taste to decorating the interiors, and started her garden 
in the rocky, sandy soil on the beach side. Bequia is 
a dry island much of the year and though the climate 
is perfect, growth depends on constant cultivation and 
watering, which has to be done by hand. The: result 
seven years later is a tropical paradise. Orange, lime, 
lemon, tangerine, guava, mango, passion, plum, gold- 
en and sugar apple are a few of the more than 30 dif- 
ferent types of fruit trees; cactus and succulents, some 
nightblooming cereus (queen of night); flowering 
trees and vines with flowers in colors ranging from 
orange to mauve and names (Continued on page 87)

THE GARDENING HOUR

'A garden designed so that time saved by extensive 
low-maintenance plantings could be spent for plea- 
sure gardening in selected areas. This was the aim of 
Mr. and Mrs. Herbert Hoover, Jr. when they began 
nine years ago replanning a property overlooking 
Pasadena’s Arroyo Seco. Of the existing house and 
landscaping, only a few choice trees and shrubs were 
saved. Everything else gave way to the new house, 
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designed by Henry Eggers, and the new garden laid 
out by Thomas D. Church, with plants selected by 
Mrs. Hoover. From the entrance court (1) and little 
flower garden (2), through the rose-bordered side 
yard (3) and inner court with gazebo (4), to the 
swimming pool (5) and dining terrace (6), there 
are beds and pots of flowers that surround the living 
areas, indoors and out, with all-season color. More 
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Dining terrace (area 6 in plot plan), top photograph, 
has view north to the mountains, east to Pasadena. Movable 
color is provided by great earthenware pots of daisies—a 
variety of white marguerites and brilliant yellow gamolepis. 
On the slope below this terrace and the swimming pool 
(area 5), indigenous toyon, oaks, rhus, and agave grow.

TIME-SAVERS FOR THE HOST 


By NAN ICKERINGILL 


Pity the summer host. Caught between the bar and the bar- 
becue (or the sail and the galley), a request for something 
more than a gin and tonic might be too much to bear. To 
rescue him from the confusion of ingredients—juices, spices, 
sweeteners, spirits, mixers—there is a whole new world of 
premixed cocktails and mixes that need only spirits added. 
With measuring, squeezing, and slicing eliminated, this 
_ summer’s host may just sit and sip. 

Whiskey Sour? Just flip off the top of a can and drink 
one (a la beer), shake up a frozen mix, blend in a dry mix, 
or simply pour one from a bottle. 

Margarita perhaps? Or Daiquiri, Bloody Mary, Mai Tai, 
Screwdriver—the options are endless these days. 

Not so long ago it was hard to make whiskey and lemon 
behave properly together in a bottle. Tomato juice and al- 
cohol still can’t be married well for any length of time. 
Take that Whiskey Sour, currently the most popular mix. 
Even if, for a while, you gain an enviable reputation as a 
Whiskey Sour concocter, chances are your lemons will even- 
tually let you down. They'll be too big or too small, too 
sour or too sweet, too pulpy or not pulpy enough. How much 
easier to count on the mix—it'll be the same every time. 

Then there are those who were never born to be alchem- 
ists. Women particularly—but quite a few men too—are 
no great shakes at cocktail-making. And even if they have 
mastered the art of one or two, they are bound to receive 
requests for something else. Reach for the shelf of mixes. 
There it is—the exotic drink your friends discovered in 
Tahiti. 

There is no pleasanter way of reliving treasured travels 
than by sipping the drinks you found on those travels. The 
new mixes can stand up to requests for the delicious Banana 
Daiquiri you enjoyed at the mountaintop inn in the Carib- 
bean or the refreshing Mai Tai you sipped at the poolside 
in Hawaii. There may be many cocktails you've tasted that 


aren't in a mix or a bottle, but there probably are many mix- 


es for cocktails you haven’t yet tasted—or even heard of. 

Where do you buy them? The premixed drinks and the 
mixes come in a variety of sizes and shapes, some in single- 
drink containers convenient for storing in boat cabins, pic- 


nic hampers, or home bars. They are variously sold in liq-

uor stores, specialty food stores, or supermarkets, as the 


law of your state allows. New York State, for instance, will 
allow the sale of alcoholic beverages only in liquor stores, 
while many other states sell liquor and food side by side. If 
you don’t see the whole range of products mentioned below, 
check your state liquor laws. 

Here’s the lineup (a few of these are so new they are 


being sold only in limited areas) : 


Cocktails in a can 


The newest category of premixed drinks, introduced only 


last year, is the cocktail in a can. It’s light, chills quickly, 


and can go anywhere beer can, state laws permitting. Gen- - 


erally made in the eight-ounce size, it has been particularly 
popular on boats and picnics. What made it possible is the 
invention of a special liner for the cans. You'll certainly 
see more and more of these. 

Heublein, which came out with the first bottled premixed 
cocktail as long ago as 1892, was also one of the first in the 
can category with their Club Cocktails. The choice: Martini, 
Whiskey Sour, Mai Tai, Margarita, Daiquiri, Manhattan, 
Screwdriver, Vodka Martini, and Vodka Gimlet. 

The eight-ounce can—enough for two drinks for one 
thirsty person or one drink for two lovers with straws— 
inspired Holland House to call their cocktails “Duet.” These 
low-proof (25 to 48) drinks are: Apricot Sour, Martini, 
Whiskey Sour, Margarita, Daiquiri, Manhattan, Screwdriver, 
and Vodka Martini. 

Party-Tyme, a maker of bottled, frozen, and dry mixes, 
also puts up cocktails in cans. Without doubt, there'll be 


many others on the way. (Continued on page 86) 
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Once there was a man who said, “I have so much to do I 
think Ul go to bed.” 


He was a dull man, cribbed and confined in a narrow, dingy 


life. He labored; he rested from his labors. He lived 

with hurry, waste, fatigue, and terrible boredom. The con- 
cept of leisure was outside his ken. And so, all his 

life he remained a fugitive from himself. 

He was, of course, American. Leisure, in our git-up-and- 
git culture, has always been suspect. A man or woman with 
time left over from work must be falling down on the 
job. “Honor lies in honest toil,” Grover Cleveland liked 
to say. His mother probably had the words embroidered on a 
sampler in the parlor. And most Americans—save those grow 
ing up flabby and futile in our affluent, permissive society — 
have them graven on their souls. 

The old Puritan ethic, with its stress on hard work 
and self-denial, dies hard. Nobody ever needed to caution 
our fathers, “Work, for the night is coming!” They knew 
it and they worked. And they never forgot Satan, lurking 
ever close to find mischief for idle hands. Ladies of 
leisure used to embroider that thought on samplers, too. 
Small boys were not allowed to forget it. That’s why our so- 
ciety is chock full of successful businessmen, accustomed 
to no exertion more strenuous than lifting a paperweight. 
who secretly think of themselves as horny-handed sons 
of toil. It’s our Yankee heritage. And any able-bodied 
man who can fleet the golden hours with a book of verse and 
a jug of wine and not suffer pangs of cuilt can only be the 


product of a large fortune and a bad upbringing. 


Though work is a compulsion in our society, leisure 
Is gaining new status. Perhaps no nation ever had. in 
prosperous times, so many with so much time on their hands. 
Harriet Van Horne, the popular newspaper columnist. is at 
her perceptive best. in commenting on the American scene.

Automation, rapid transit, and laborsaving gadgets 
in the home have created a society frantically busy filling 
its empty hours. The 30-hour week, long the goal of labor 
unions, will soon become the 20-hour week. The age of 
retirement, once 65, is slipping to 62 and even 60. And 
one hears of millionaires who give up work to “enjoy life” at 
45 and 50. (For some reason they always seem to live in 


California or Florida. ) 


he quantity of leisure is no longer a problem. But the 
quality assuredly is. By that token, it appears we are 
suspended somewhere between barbarism and decadence. 

The intellectuals and the body-builders agree on one point: 
We are degenerating into a nation of spectators. We flock 
to films and ball games. We sit in saloons. We watch 
television at least three hours a day. (In some areas and with 
some age groups, it’s five hours.) We reach the nadir 
of passivity when we go to bed to watch. The broadcasters, 
waxing richer by the minute, are regularly—and rightly — 
chided by educators for dulling the minds of the masses with 
cheap tales of murder, lust, and romance. 

But does anybody ever pause to remember what people did 
for amusement before television became a lamp unto our 
feet back in 1946? Well, the most painstaking surveys have 
come up with this: People went to ball games and bowling 
alleys and sat in saloons. And they spent millions of 
dollars every year for admission to cinema palaces, lured 
by cheap tales of murder, lust, and romance. 

If the pattern of our leisure today is rutted and non- 
creative, the fault lies not with television and automation. 
Some of the responsibility rests with our educational system. 
A good system in certain respects, yes. But it has not 
made us a nation of bookworms, music lovers, scholarly 


dilettantes, or creative hobbyists. 








Generally speaking, we have a serious shortage of bird 
watchers and botanists, weavers and harpists, folklorists, 
antique finishers, and little old winemakers. I refer, of 
course, to people who pursue those activities purely for 
the joy of it, the escape of it, and the merry hell of it. 

“Life is too short to be small,” wrote Disraeli. But it’s 
a small life—and a sad one—that is without books and 
music and a place to work with one’s hands. A nation that 
_ has more bowling alleys than choral societies and more bridge 
_ players than artists is a society that has not yet discovered 
creative leisure. The great pity is, we have the means 
at hand—all of us—to make our leisure rich and wonderful. 

“Means” here does not mean money—not necessarily, anyway. 
Means is the philosophy, the technique, the inner hunger 
that ignites and fuels a wise man’s leisure. If there is a 
time to every purpose under the sun, a sensible man will 
find time to cultivate his most priceless gift—his mind. 

He can collect sea shells or play the sitar or build miniature 
castles out of matchboxes. He can compose verse that never 
scans. The point is—in Emerson’s phrase—he will be 
keeping an “active soul.” He does not choose to let the 
golden moments trickle through his fingers like sand. He 

_ knows that free time is a gift from God. And that wasting a 
gift is a sin. 

People who have never pursued an active hobby may have 
overlooked a guaranteed lift to the ego. William Hazlitt, 
the great essayist, noted 150 years ago: “To do anything—to 
dig a hole, to plant a cabbage, to move a shuttle, to work 
a pattern—in a word, to attempt to produce an effect 
and succeed, has something in it that gratifies our love 
of power. We must be doing something to be happy.” 

What we choose to do tells the world much about our heart 
and mind, our acceptance of the self, the world, the day 
of small things. Where is the true self to be found? “AI- 

_ ways in the deepest enchantment you have experienced,” said 





a German philosopher. Doubtless we'd be a greater nation 
were our true enchantments all to be found in art and litera- 
ture. How nice, one often thinks, if our ladies of quality 

_ beguiled the hours playing Bach on the harpsicord or em- 

broidering fine tapestries, as the mesdames of the French 

court used to do. 


| ell, we’re a nation that has only lately seen the wild 
| frontiers vanish. Culturally, we’re still unlicked cubs. 

We joyously proclaim a boy normal if he likes to tinker 

with old cars. But we call him an odd ’un if he finds delight 
in sketching landscapes or playing soft airs on the flute. 

There are, nevertheless, lovely portents in the air. The 

_ New York Times reported recently that college students are 
reading more books these days. They reject the “hard-work 
mystique,” however, and read as whim or fad dictates. But col- 
lege students are a minority group. Serious readers, in 
this land of free public libraries, are not so much a minority 
as a tiny, eccentric splinter group. The saddest statistic 
I know concerns our reading habits. 

“Although the U.S. has the highest level of formal education 
in the world,” the Gallup poll has reported. “fewer people 
here read books than in any other major democracy.” 


A survey that put the question, “Are you now in the 
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process of reading a book?” discovered that a mere 15 
percent of us were—and it’s not unlikely that some 
respondents were simply putting on airs. 

One can pity the tone-deaf, the lame, and the blind, but 
our saddest pity should go to the literate who do not know 
the joy of reading. Not to read is to come to the feast 
of life without appetite—doomed to starvation of the mind. 
Since in the early years man must make provision for the de- 
clining years, prudence, if nothing else, dictates that certain 
leisure activities be cultivated in adolescence, if not sooner. 
If one does not read books, how is the mind to cope with 
solitude? What sort of interior monologue can a nonreader 


conjure up on a gray day? 


ontaigne, that wise. earthy. glorious man, counsels 
us over. the span of four centuries: “We should all 
set apart for ourselves a little back shop, wholly free 
and our own, there to establish our true liberty, our solitude 
and retreat. There we must entertain ourselves with ourselves, 
to laugh and talk as if without family, goods, train, or 
attendants. So, if it comes to pass that we lose any or all 
of these, it will be no new thing to do without them.” 

We are all dimly aware that people put their leisure 
to better use in olden times. We overlook. of course, that 
the leisure class was always a tiny percentage of the whole 
society. Their leisure was. moreover, founded on the 
labor of slaves and serfs, servants and simple artisans, 
men living like dogs in order that their masters might live 
like gods. 

We may think with envy upon the man of the Renaissance, 
enjoying life in his classical villa, with scores of monks in 
his library, copying Greek and Latin manuscripts for his 
private use. We think of Lorenzo de’ Medici, who lived life 
to the hilt in love, politics, intrigue, art, and scholarship. 
Around him were gathered the most brilliant men in Europe— 
and the most beautiful and cultured women. He was the 
catalyst of the Renaissance and easily the most important 
man of his time. 

The Medicis were the Rothschilds of their day. No Medici 
gave more to the world—or got more out of life—than Lorenzo 
the Magnificent. Imagine this: He discovered Michelangelo, 
he was a friend of Botticelli, and he was Leonardo da Vinci’s 
first patron of any consequence. 

And what did Lorenzo, this great merchant prince, do in 
his spare time? He composed poetry, some of which is read 
and enjoyed today. He even turns up in English anthologies. 

We can’t all be Medicis, but we can sweeten our idle 
hours with something more meaningful than bowling or watching 
baseball. In the Middle Ages. squalid and brutish as they 
were, ladies were usually educated to the level that made 
them comrades, not inferiors, of men. Queen Elizabeth I 
spoke six languages with ease, including Latin. And when 
Milton lost his sight, his daughters took turns reading to 
him—in French. Italian, Spanish, Latin. Greek. and Hebrew! 

Music dominated the lives of l6th- and 17th-century 
England. For 200 years. one historian tells us, “the English 
sang like a company of birds.” Henry VIII was a fine 
musician and composer. Madrigals and masses were sung with 


equal joy. A lady of quality devoted (Continued on page 24) 











CLOCK WATCHING 
19TH- CENTURY STYLE 


“Work, bed, church, and chores.” said 
Kenneth Roberts, Curator of the Ameri- 
can Clock and Watch Museum in Bristol. 
Connecticut. “Time was more important 
in the 19th Century than it is now. Peo- 
ple had things to do, worked more. 
talked less.” 

Here, in this pleasant, privately owned, 
the finest collection of 
American clocks reminds visitors of an 


free museum, 
age when time was spent, if you can be- 
lieve it. prudently. A dour age of indus- 
try. thrift, and economy—by the revved- 
up standards of 1969. 

“Timepieces,” Mr. Roberts told us, 
“summoned people not to the pleasures 
of today, but to work or prayer.” Clocks 
began as public conveniences—and not 
without problems. In 1650 the Tower 
Clock of Boston’s North Church drew the 
dutiful, pious Bostonians to church. but 
the tired old man assigned to its daily 
winding (as well as the repairman) had 
to climb a steep flight of stairs. Bitter 
complaints. The clockmaker rebuilt the 
clock to allow a less arduous weekly 
winding. Within the church, an hour- 
glass, which had to be upturned manual- 
ly, was used to limit the sermon. 

American clockmakers were industri- 
ous, competitive. efficient craftsmen. 
They made their own tools, cut, polished, 
fitted, ground, filed, assembled, and im- 
proved the tiny parts of the mechanical 
clock. Despite the hard work of the clock- 
maker and his earnest apprentice (how 
different the young people were then), 
it might take as long as three months to 
make one clock. Since only the wealthy 
could afford a clock, the early clocks 
were made to order, and it was only 
when clockmaking turned to mass pro- 
duction in the late 19th Century—and 
Bristol became the center of the industry 

-that a clockmaker dared risk an “un- 
spoken” order of tens or hundreds. 

Who were the clockmakers? For one, 


Thomas Harland, an Englishman who

came over before the American Revolu- 
tion, designed the Tall Clock, left. Its 
accuracy depended on placing the pen- 
dulum high so that the weights would 
have a long fall. In 1875, many years 
later, the Tall Clock became known as 
the Grandfather Clock after Henry C. 
Work’s popular song: “My grandfather’s 
clock was too big for the shelf, so it stood” 
90 years on the floor.” 

The Grandmother Clock, an outgrowth 
of an 1801 timepiece design by Simon 
Willard, runs eight days with a shorter 
fall of weights. Its technical (and less 
becoming) name is “dwarfed tall clock.” 
Neither, alas, is portable. 

But, progress. Eli Terry developed and 
patented in 1816 a 30-hour wooden- 
geared “Pillar and Scroll” shelf clock. 
Then, a whole series of shelf clocks be- 
came fashionable—their cases reflecting 
the furniture styles of the day (examples 
are seen on the opposite page). 

Snags! The vagaries of the weather. 
Dampness caused the wooden movements 
to stop entirely, or the teeth of the gears 
to break. On then to metal. Joseph Ives 
made metal movements with mass-pro- 
duction machinery, and Chauncey Je- 
rome put together a successful one- 
day brass clock in 1839. Meanwhile. Seth 
Thomas, a joiner-apprentice fevered with 
Yankee ambition, bought the right (and 
a factory) to make clocks under Eli 
Terry's patent. By changing case styles 
only, his factory continued to make this 
basic clock for 20 years. Later, when 
springs replaced weights for power, de- 
signers, including Seth Thomas, could 
make

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HOW TO REDUCE 


POOL UPKEEP 


New, more automatic equipment is capable 


of cutting pool-cleaning duties 
to nearly zero. Here are data, 


costs, and some preconstruction tips.

Keeping a pool clean and ready for swim- 
mers has never been really hard work. A 
daily dose of chemicals in the water; a 
brush-down and vacuum perhaps once 
every two weeks or so is generally going 
to maintain sparkling clear water. But, 
of course, someone has to remember to 
do this. There have been poo! owners who 
looked on the need for such consistent 
care as a nuisance. Now, even they ought 
to be content. The good word today in 
pool circles is automation. There are au- 
tomatic chemical dispensers and automatic 
cleaners. While there’s still a need for 
some personal attention—explained be- 
low—one can afford to be considerably 
lazier than in years past. 

Nor has maintenance of a home pool 
ever been very expensive when it’s done 
by the owner. Compared to the cost of 
upkeep for a house or car, the sum paid 
for pool care annually is ridiculously 
low. A meticulous owner of a 16’-by-38’ 
pool in Maryland (about the average 
size) put aside $240 annually for day-in, 
day-out upkeep and equipment replace- 
ment. He has owned the pool for seven 
years, has never in any year spent more 
than $125, and during four of the seven 
years spent less than $70. Next summer, 


he expects to buy a new pool cover (about 


a $250 purchase), which will eat up some 
of his reserve surplus. Yet his average 
annual expenditure is still going to be 
less than $110, which, in this case, hap- 
pens to be not quite half the sum for 
one month’s mortgage payment on the 
house. A fair amount, nationwide. for 
annual mainiena ind depreciation 
would fall between $100 and $200, as- 
suming two basi : the pool was 
built with quality and there’s 


a program of regula 
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The no-care pool 

A growing number of pool owners, es- 
pecially on the West Coast, are taking 
advantage of the ultimate in pool main- 
tenance: a service contract. For a fee 
that runs somewhere in the neighborhood 
of $30 to $60 a month, a contractor will 
send around a pool specialist once a week 
to test the chemical balance, put in fresh 
chemicals, and, if needed, clean the pool. 
This all but eliminates any duties for the 
owners. 

In colder climates, owners are buying 
limited service, generally confined to 
opening the pool in the spring and clos- 
ing it down again in the fall. Assuming 
the pool is in good shape, the cost for 
these two visits may run around $100 to 
$175. (If a pool were left uncovered 
through the winter and collected dead 
leaves, sticks, seeds, and other debris, it 
could cost as much as $250 to put it back 
in swimming condition.) There are other 
variations on service contracts. For ex- 
ample, some contractors offer vacation 
care. You leave for three weeks or a 
month, knowing that when you return 
your pool water will still be crystal-clear. 
The charge: about $25 to $50. 


Built-in low maintenance 
The best time to think about cutting down 
on pool maintenance is before you con- 
tract to build your pool. Here are some of 
the things you can consider. 

Choose a sunny spot with shade nearby. 
Besides being comfortable swimming in 
the sun, youll benefit in two more ways. 
A portion of a pool constantly in shade 
may produce the perfect environment for 
alzae—one that even massive doses of 
chemicals may not clear up completely. 
And second, if the shade is provided by an 





overhanging tree, your skimmer and filter 
will have to work harder to get rid of 
buds, twigs, seeds, and leaves. 

Pick a reliable contractor. You’d do 
well to choose a member of NSPI, the Na- 
tional Swimming Pool Institute, a group 
that maintains exacting standards for 
membership. Otherwise, as with the choice 
of any contractor, check his reputation 
locally—with banks, past customers, the 
Better Business Bureau. Why is this im- 
portant? Think about a concrete pool im- 
properly reinforced. During the first win- 
ter, your pool may develop cracks that 
look more like chasms than hairlines—a 
fault that calls for costly repair. 

Don’t be too concerned about the choice 
of construction for your pool, if the cri- 
terion for comparison is either short- or 
long-term maintenance, A well-built vinyl- 
liner pool will, over a 15-year period, in 
all likelihood turn out to cost about the 
same as a poured concrete or even a plas- 
tered pool. During the first five years, the 
cost of maintenance will probably be the 
same for all types of pools. Measured by 
initial cost alone, vinyl-liner pools are 
generally the best buy. Gunite (sprayed 
concrete) or poured concrete pools fall in 
a higher price bracket, and plaster- or 
plaster-and-marble-dust-finished pools us- 
ually are highest in original cost. 

In a hypothetical example during a ten- 
year period (say, in an area around Chi- 
cago), the vinyl liner will have been re- 
placed once ($250 to $350). In the same 
time, the concrete pool will have been re- 
painted at least once (about $300). The 
plastered pool needed annual scrubbing to 
remove the powdery residue, but other- 
wise remains intact. However, the initial 
cost of plaster was at least $300 more. The 
answer: Choose the pool construction that 
fits your budget and best suits the design 
you've selected. 


Automatic cleaning equipment 


A half-dozen years ago, only commercial 
pools were fitted with automatic chemical 
dispensers. They were costly and tricky to 
use. Now such units are produced for 
home pools, and the cost is, in some cases, 
well below $100 for the dispenser. More- 
over, the new, smaller units are safe and 
not tricky to use. The rate of chemical re- 
lease is adjustable to the needs of the wa- 
ter, and the dispensing is programmed, as 
a rule, during a time when the pool is not 
in use (i.e., between 2 A.M. and 4 A.M.). 

Traditionally, a home pool is kept clean 
by the skimmer, with its lint and leaf bas- 
ket immediately below the outlet; by the 
filter, which strains out the smaller par- 





ticles; and by the owner. Handwork con- 
sists of picking up “the big stuff,” like 
large maple leaves, with a long-handled 
net called a leaf skimmer (not to be con- 
fused with the surface outlet valve men- 
tioned above). Then, perhaps once every 
week or ten days, the owner brushes down 
the pool walls and vacuums away the small 
amount of dirt and algae brushed onto the 
pool bottom. As noted earlier, this isn’t 
hard work. but it is time-consuming. 

On the principle that agitation of the 
water keeps these minute particles of dirt 
and algae from settling on the walls and 
floor of the pool, and thus they are swept 
easily into the filtering system, at least 
three new styles of automatic cleaning de- 
vices have come on the market recently. 

Two are built-in. One returns fresh water 
from the filter through a series of nozzles 
placed around the pool edge and on the 
pool bottom. Each nozzle is aimed at the 
pool drain in such a way that the water 
entering (a) sweeps down the pool walls: 
(b) directs tiny bits of dirt toward the 
drain; and (c) provides the necessary 
agitation of pool water to prevent dirt 
from sticking to the pool surfaces. 

The second system agitates the water 
with plastic “snakes” that extend into the 
pool from orifices around the perimeter; 
weave back and forth to set the water in 
motion; then, with a flick of a switch, re- 
tract. As one wag put it. the system is 
quite a cocktail conversation piece. These 
built-ins add from $800 to $1,000 to the 
total cost of the pool. 

A third system will work for an existing 
pool as well. It’s portable, and operates on 
water from a hose bib alongside your 
house. Its round center section, which 
floats on the water, and thin vinyl hoses 
extending from this in wagon-wheel style 
make it look like a large water spider, 
moving slowly around the pool. Water 
from a main hose attached to the center 
section forces water through the smaller 
hoses, making them weave and dip in the 
water. The result is the same: agitation of 
the water and continual suspension of dirt 
particles. When someone uses the pool. the 
spider meekly retreats to a corner of the 
pool; begins again when the pool surface 
is calm. The cost runs around $500. 


Some thoughts on filters 


The heart of any recirculating pool is 
its filter. This is the gadget that continues 
to screen out the bulk of dirt and algae in 
the water and return cleansed water to the 
pool. Oldest in use is the sand filter. Its 
operation is simple. Into what is no more

like old furniture because it’s nice to know 
that life has gone on after generations past, and 
will—though it sometimes seems unlikely—go on 
after ours.” 

This from Mary, the folk-singing, fashion-loving.

In a small apartment, one lovely solution to the space problem

Creating in a mid-city one-room apart- 


ment the feeling of ample space where 


two can live in comfort and entertain 
stylishly would seem to be a feat of 
magic. But the only magic invoked by 
Mr. and Mrs. William Spurgeon of 
Lakeville, Connecticut in creating their 
New York City pied-d-terre—winner 
of a Burlington House best-dressed- 
home award—was the use of large- 
seale, multipurpose furniture and un- 
broken perspective.

Buy a double rack of spring lamb. This 
may sound like a radical departure, but 
it makes good sense since you buy not 
only the rib chops but in addition about 
114 pounds of good solid meat. Have 
the butcher “French” the chops, separat- 
ing the remaining meat from the bones. 
fat, and gristle. Cut this meat into 
squares approximately 14 inch thick and 
1% to 2 inches square. Flatten slightly 
with a meat pounder. 


Marinade for Lamb en Brochette 


2 onions 

114 cups vegetable oil 

Good pinch thyme 

2 bay leaves 

14 cup parsley sprigs 

3 cloves garlic, crushed 

114 teaspoons salt 

14 teaspoon freshly ground pepper 
1 carrot, sliced thin 


First, quarter the onions by cutting down 


through the bud and root ends.,Pull off 
the skin, then separate into individual 
pieces. 

Combine the oil, herbs, seasonings. 
and carrot in a polyethylene bag along 
with the squares of meat. Place in a pan 
in case of leakage and marinate for 48 
hours, turning the bag occasionally so 
the meat is well soaked. 


To grill Lamb en Brochette: To prepare 
for grilling. lift the meat from the mari- 
nade and alternate with the onion pieces 
on skewers, pushing them tight together, 
beginning and ending with meat. Broil 
10 to 12 minutes, turning once. This 
amount of meat will serve 4. Serve with 
either saffron rice. or rice pilaff. 


To Grill Rib Chops: Place on the grill. 
Turning the chops once. allow about 5 
minutes, all told, for “pink,” 8 minutes 
for well-done. Serve with Risi Pisi (rice 
and peas). followed by an avocado-and- 
grapefruit salad.

The dry mixes 


The powder packet of drink in- 
gredients has been with us for 
some years, but the first really 
successful batch was the Bar- 
Tender group, made by Knox. 
These come in the usual flavors 
with a couple of unusual ones 
thrown in—Cranbreaker (cran- 
berry, of course, to be used with 
gin) and Half n’ Half (lemon and 
grapefruit) also to be used with 
gin. These sell for about 79 cents 
for a package containing 12 in- 
dividual drink envelopes.

There’s no question that the first 
reason anyone uses chemicals in 
pool water is to kill bacteria. 
Thus neither airborne nor peo- 
ple-borne germs can produce an 
unsanitary condition in the water. 


Function of chemicals 


Chemicals perform another job. 
They attack and kill algae. and 
to some extent oxidize small dirt 
particles, partially reducing the 
load on the filter, Consistent use 
of chemicals, as the manufactur- 
er and/or pool builder recom- 
mend, will prevent the water 
from reaching a_ state where 
cleaning is a major problem. 
Once the proper dose of chemi- 
cals has performed its first two 
tasks, much of it has been dis- 
sipated. But a residue remains, 
and it is this residue that contin- 
ues to keep the water fresh. 

Measuring for the amount of 
residue is what takes place when 
you test the water. Test kits 
(ranging from the simplest for 
around $2 up to reasonably so- 
phisticated, dual test kits at $15 
to $20) are readily available 
wherever you buy chemicals. 
You'll also need to test for pH, 
the acid/alkaline balance in the 
water. If this is off-balance, you'll 
need to introduce a measured 
amount of muriatic acid or soda, 
depending on which side of the 
balance the water falls. Why? 
Because the chemicals don’t react 
properly unless the balance is at 
a certain point (just a slight bit 
toward the alkaline side). And, 
obviously, when they don’t react, 
the pool begins to get dirty. 

Moreover, an excess of chemi- 
cals will tend to sting the eyes of 
swimmers. This condition usually 
prompts people to say, “Oh, too 
much chlorine.” Not exactly. It 
is much more often the pH im- 
balance, which, in turn, prevents 
the chlorine from doing its job. 

Sometimes even an overdose of 
chemicals (used as recommended 
by the maker) won’t eradicate a 
stubborn algae collection, In that 
case, you can turn to commercial 
algaecides, a compound made 
especially to fight algae.

Since the availability of fish 
varies all over the country, we 
give you here an edited list from 
The Fishery Council of the types 
that lend themselves to grilling. 
Fish steaks include: cod, sal- 
mon, swordfish, fresh tuna, hali- 
but, and striped bass: whole 
dressed fish include: bluefish, 
butterfish, carp (up to 3 pounds), 
croaker, flounder, mullet, pike, 
porgy; fish that can be split and 
grilled include: bluefish, croaker, 
hake, mackerel, pike, porgy, 
sea bass, weakfish, whitefish, 
whiting. Any fish that can be fil- 
leted can be grilled, and this in- 
cludes cod, flounder, fluke, gray 
sole, whitefish. 

Do remember in grilling fish 
that butter helps bring out all its 
naturally good flavor; remember, 
too, to baste often.

In Betty Crocker’s New Out- 
door Cookbook, the basics of bar- 
becuing are well and thoroughly 
covered, including cooking afloat, 
camp-outs, and pack trips. 


James Beard’s Treasury of Out- 
door Cooking (Crown, $4.95), is 
indeed a treasury, written by a 
great food authority who has 
been described as “a walking 
encyclopedia on the subject of 
food.” An exceptionally beauti- 
ful, illustrated book, it even cov- 
ers basic bread recipes. 


The Complete Book of Out- 
door Cookery (Pyramid, paper- 
back, 60 cents), by Helen Evans 
Brown and James A. Beard, not 
only discusses grill, rotisserie, 
pit, and hibachi but camp and 
galley cookery.

Snail and slug killer 


If you have a snail and slug prob- 
lem in your garden, a_ liquid 
pesticide recently imported from 
England may be the answer. It 
is Slugit, distributed here by Mc- 
Hutchison and Co., 695 Grand 
Ave., Ridgefield, N.J. 07657. 
Slugit is simply mixed with 
water and applied with a sprayer 
or watering can to the affected 
area. Plants and soil alike are 
covered, and snails or slugs are 
killed on contact with the treated 
area. Slugit has a metaldehyde 
base, the pesticide commonly 
used in snail and slug baits.

\pple juice is the fresh, sweet juice from apples which has 
been heated to arrest microbial action—in other words, 
pasteurized—and hermetically sealed in containers. Cider 
is the fresh juice of apples, filtered or unfiltered, to which a 
preservative may or may not be added. Cider (also labeled 
“apple cider” or “sweet cider”) is sold aw naturel with- 
out heating and is not hermetically sealed.

Apple cider (see above) that has attained some degree of 
alcohol fermentation.

A carton can be stored for 2 to 3 weeks in the freezing 
compartment of the refrigerator /freezer combination, Con- 
sumer Education of Cornell University (N.Y.C.) tells us, 
or for one month in a home freezer that maintains a con- 
stant temperature of 0° or less. Ice cream should not be 
allowed to melt partially and then be refrozen because the 
result is a coarse, icy consistency. 


Should ice cream be softened before serving? 


It isn’t a case of should or shouldn’t. If the ice cream is 
frozen hard, it is difficult to extricate from the carton and 
to serve attractively. We suggest “softening” it a bit by tak- 
ing the carton from the freezer and placing it in the refrig- 
erator for no longer than 30 minutes. The time, obviously, 
depends on the size of the carton. #

Four cubes on four corners of a square—what could be less 
complicated? For a summer house, perfect! There is seclu- 
sion for a twosome weekend, open space for a crowded sum- 
mer party. But best of all, its design simplicity was a great 
help in keeping the price down. When built on Martha’s 
Vineyard some 18 months ago, the construction cost 
amounted to less than $12,000. Prices have gone up consid- 
erably since then, but it’s estimated the cost would still fall 
below $15,000. Credit goes to New York Architect Jay 
Fleishman. 

What Mr. Fleishman designed was a carpenter’s dream: 
straightforward construction based on an easy, repeated mod- 
ule. This speeded the carpenter’s work, cutting the bill for 
on-site labor. The owners also saved money by accepting less 
than they’d demand for a year-round house. For example, 
the bedrooms are a trim 9’6” square, and closetless. Summer 


cooling is by Vineyard breezes only (sliding glass doors 


open on all four sides), and heating. when needed, by an 
inexpensive Franklin-like stove. And since no large surface 


anywhere is painted, the cost of repainting is eliminated. 
Interior walls between the corner rooms and the center 
space are covered with plastic-overlaid Duraply panels from 


U.S. Plywood. Floors are vinyl in a brick pattern.

—the final wrap-up 


How your foods are wrapped 
and kept until they are cooked is 
almost as critical as how they are 
finally prepared. They may be 
stored in the refrigerator, the 
freezer, or on the pantry shelf. 
They may be stored prepackaged, 
as purchased, or simply covered 
to keep out dust. Or they may re- 
quire rewrapping at home to pre- 
serve them properly. The ques- 
tions of where to store and how 
to wrap are, in many cases, cru- 
cial to the delicacy and flavor. 

The great variety of food wraps 
on the market today enables us 
to prolong freshness, color, and 
flavor, and prevent the loss of 
nutrients. Some seal in moisture 
and hold out air. Others allow 
some air circulation. Wax paper, 
oldest of all food wraps, is still 
useful in many ways, but the 
newer aluminum foils and plastic 
wraps—the polyethylene. polyes- 
ter, and saran films and bags— 
important qualities that 
should be taken advantage of. No 
offers the perfect 
solution for every storage need.

How to judge 
the new apartments 
and townhouses 


Is there a swimming instructor at 
the pool? When can I play on the 
putting green? What’s the rental 
charge for the community room? 

Questions about the new coun- 
try club? Not at all. These refer 
to the amenities around a new 
apartment in Virginia, within 
commuting distance of Washing- 
ton, D.C. In better apartment 
projects everywhere, extras like 
pools and putting greens, tennis 
courts and playgrounds are as 
common as Champagne at a wed- 
ding. The same holds true for 
townhouse developments, both 
close in and well outside of urban 
areas. 

In fact, when you begin your 
search for the best apartment or 
townhouse, one of the first words 
on your checklist ought to be “en- 
vironment.” Are you happy with 
the location? Is the surrounding 
area stable and attractive? Will 
the amenities offered provide a 
more pleasant, more satisfying 
way of life? 

Next, direct your attention to 
living space. Is it well planned, 
roomy, soundproof, secure, well- 
equipped? And is the building 
professionally managed? These, 
too, are points you should expect 
to find in your tour of possibil- 
ities. If you don’t find them, move 
on. And that brings up an impor- 
tant piece of advice from people 
who have located what they want: 
Do shop. Move around and com- 
pare space and amenities, even if 
the first apartment or townhouse 
you see seems ideal. Following 
the tips on comparative shopping 
described below, it’s likely you'll 
discover several selections of 
equal merit. Beyond this point, 
your narrowing-down process can 
be almost wholly subjective. 

If you detect an inference here 
that new projects offer more than 


existing structures, you’re cor- 
rect. As a general rule, you can 
anticipate better amenities, bet- 


ter plans in the newest buildings. 
There are exceptions. For exam- 
ple, some high-rise apartments in 


the 20- to 40-year-old category, 


and townhouses as old as 100 
years have been handsomely re- 
modeled. Or you might be smitten 
by a regal-appearing building in 
which high ceilings, ornate trim, 


and space on the grand scale are 
the order (elegant, but be pre- 
pared to risk functional draw- 
backs like poor heat distribution 
or low water pressure). Finally, 
if you have a yen to rebuild an 
in-city townhouse and the budget 
to manage it, more power to you. 
You won’t need the advice below. 

What’s said here calls essen- 
tially for common-sense observa- 
tions. One of the first tests—a sur- 
prisingly valid one—is your ini- 
tial opinion of the overall appear- 
ance of the building and grounds. 

You ought to be favorably im- 
pressed by the answers to such 
questions as: Is the grass clipped 
neatly? Are hedges shaped, for- 
sythia trimmed? Do you find the 
sidewalks, steps, and curbs clean 
and in good repair? Are you 
pleased with the design? You 
should be. The days of the mo- 
notonous brick box are waning, 
fortunately. The more responsible 
builders and developers employ 
better architects, and the results 
show it. The esthetics of many 
garden and high-rise apartments, 
and townhouses have improved 
markedly over the past five years. 

Your initial impression will be- 
gin to tell you two things: the 
level of quality in construction, 
and whether or not the project is 
managed professionally. A poor 
or ineptly run building usually 
has a collection of telltale signs. 
The grass may be _ browned-off 
when everything else in the neigh- 
borhood is verdant. Portions of 
the curb could be chipped and 
left to crumble. The entry doors 
might have wobbly handles or 
paint slopped on the door edge 
and threshhold. 

While one unreplaced broken 
pane or a single small stain on 
the sidewall shouldn’t be judged 
harshly, five or six such signs 
ought to give you fair warning 
that other imperfections are pres- 
ent in the building. 


Is there sound control? 


Peace and quiet within your 
home—something you gain in a 
single-family house as a matter of 
course—is a quality in multiple 
dwellings that is missing more 
than a few times. On television

now, there is an ad set in an 
apartment bathroom. The man of 
the house is shaving, and talking 
calmly through the medicine cab- 
inet to the neighbor he can’t see. 
On TV. funny. But not so funny 
when it’s your own apartment. 

How do you tell before you 
sign up? 

On the subject of medicine 
cabinets, take a close look at the 
floor plans. if you can get a copy. 
The drawings will show bath- 
rooms in adjoining apartments, 
and you can tell easily enough if 
the rooms are back to back, cabi- 
net against cabinet. Or if two 
model apartments. side by side, 
are open for inspection, walk 
through them and see for yourself 
if the baths are sandwiched to- 
gether. This is done. incidentally, 
to trim construction costs. Bath- 
rooms attached directly to the 
same drain, waste, and vent sys- 
tems save money for the builder 
(savings which he may not pass 
along). In the ideal situation, 
“Nothing should be on the com- 
mon wall between bathrooms but 
a mirror.” according to Arthur 
Pomponio. President of the Na- 
tional Apartment Association. 
Here are some of the other sig- 
nals to watch for. 

“Look for carpeting in the 
stairways and halls of high-rise, 
or, where it applies. garden apart- 
ments,” says Joseph Murray of 
Shannon and Luchs, Realtors and 
real-estate management special- 
ists in Washington, D.C. “And 
when you see wood or smooth- 
surface floors in an apartment, 
ask the agent whether sound- 
deadening floor underlayment was 
installed beneath the floor during 
construction. A good agent will 
know, and tell you so.” : 

Walter J. V. Litwin, Director 
of Multifamily Housing. National 
Association of Home Builders, 
claims that if management has 
grouped younger couples with 
children in one area of an apart- 
ment or townhouse complex, you 
should count it as an advantage. 
“Families with children generally 
enjoy being together,” he = says, 


“and older singles and couples 


whose children have grown prefer 


the relative quiet of childless 
buildings.” 

“Even wall outlets are sound 
conduits when placed back to 
back on a party wall between 
apartments.” cites Mr. Murray. 
“There’s no need for electrical 





boxes to be lined up. If you ¢ 
check the position of outlets 
adjoining apartments, do so.”

J. Bennett, President of Ben 
Associates. a well-known to 
house builder in Bethesda. 
“Your wife should carry a po 
ble transistor radio in her poe 
book. When you look at to 
houses, have her go next d 
stand near the party wall, 
turn the radio up to full volu 
If you can hear it on your sid 
the wall, you know the so 
conditioning is inferior.” 

Don’t expect complete perf 
tion, though. As Mr. Mug 
points out, “No living unit 
soundproof.”

who find this out will often get 
through the barriers and blithely 
walk off with treasures. 

Of course, a reasonable amount 
of protection is vital and, once 
again, there are signs you can 
spot without being an expert. 

Look first for good exterior 
lighting. Be particularly con- 
cerned about adequate night il- 
lumination for a parking area, 
tree-shaded walkways, passage- 
ways between buildings, and rear 
entries. Naturally, the best test is 
to visit the project after dusk. 
You can see then quickly enough 
whether the builder has spent 
money to light outside areas 
properly, or skimped with a pool 
of light here and there. 

In a multistory apartment 
building, you should find someone 
attending the main entry on a 24- 
hour basis: a doorman, a desk 
clerk in the lobby, or an elevator 
operator. Less desirable, but ade- 
quate, is a locked inner door and 
intercom system between  indi- 
vidual apartments and the entry- 
way. 

On the door to a townhouse or 
apartment unit, there should be 
both a snap lock and a lock with 
a dead bolt. The door also ought 
to have a peepsight which per- 
mits you to see out clearly, but 
which prevents visitors from see- 
ing in, 

When you see a clothes washer 
and drier inside the living unit, 
credit that as a security measure 
as well as a convenience. Public 
laundry rooms—even those that 
are not remote and are well 
lighted—have become less safe 
over the years. This is more true 
of apartments in densely popu- 
lated urban areas than in the out- 
lying communities. But no matter, 
where the apartment or town- 
house project is located, avoid a 
complex with laundry rooms in a 
lonely section of the basement. 





What should you expect? 


Amenities haven’t quite reached 
the stage of vintage wine pro- 
vided free with every rent pay- 
ment (although one luxury apart- 
ment has a cold bottle of cham- 
pagne waiting when you move in 
for the first time). But by now 
you can expect to find certain ex- 
tras, and when you don't, try 
looking elsewhere. 

For example, each unit should 
rate parking space for two cars. 
In some projects, you'll even find 
























space (at a fee) for boat storag 
during the off-season. As a rul 
expect to pay a rental charge f¢ 
auto parking space under covel 
nothing for room in an open lot. 

In an apartment project 
townhouse complex contain 
more than 150 living units, y 
should expect some form of re 
reation: a pool, tennis court 
sauna and exercise room, or th 
like. Clues to the differences b 
tween better and best are fou 
around these extras. The to 
project management teams pr 
vide such things as cabanas fe 
the pool, a full-time lifeguard 
formal swimming instruction, it 
door-outdoor carpet on the pos 
terrace, all-weather surface fd 
tennis courts, social director 
and arrangements with other f@ 
cilities in the area, such as go 
courses, boating, fishing, and 
on. 

Recreational extras also ca 
tell you something about t 
quality of management. Take 
close look at the coping aroun 
the pool edge, for example. A 
signs of unrepaired cracks 
Watch for clues like a wor 
through mat on the diving boar¢ 
dirt clinging to the pool side 
missing line marks on the tend 
courts, a torn net. When you fin 
these signs of poor maintenancé 
you can anticipate less than pe 
fect maintenance inside t 
buildings. 

And in this day, you shoull 
count on finding a common roo 
available for parties, wedding i 
ceptions, and bar mitzvahs. 4 
number of new high-rise apart 
ments fit out such a room on th 
top floor, often enclosing — thi 
space with floor-to-ceiling glass 
The better garden apartment an¢ 
townhouse projects usually hay 
a community center—a separate 
distinctive structure often erectet 
alongside the pool and other rec 
reational facilities. Most of thes; 
common rooms have a_servin; 
bar, running water, and refriget 
ation close by. and a few have thi 
means to keep food warm. Oftel 
there is no more charge for thi 
use of the room than the cost o| 
cleaning it up after your gather 
ing. | 

Finally. look for better design 
more intelligently planned spacé 
and larger rooms. These attr 
butes of townhouses and apart 
ments have appeared within th

last five to seven years. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Litwin, the average 
size of a one-bedroom apartment 
today has moved into the range 
of 575 to 700 square feet, while 
two-bedroom suites are often con- 
siderably over 1,000 square feet. 

And don’t shrug off sloppy in- 
terior planning as an idiosyncrasy 
of apartments and townhouses. 
You should expect an entry foyer, 
good circulation through the 
rooms, ample storage space for 
your needs, a_ well-equipped 
kitchen (with dishwasher and 
disposer, as well as the three 
basics), and a private bath and 
dressing room off the master bed- 
room. 


More signs of quality 


For the moment, imagine you've 
found an attractive building and 
are now entering the rental office. 
The office is set up in an unfur- 
nished apartment and contains 
two cheap desks and a_ few 
wooden chairs.

An “other Eden” cruise 


Contrasting with the TVA’s taut 
river control, cruising lazily in 
the back country of California’s 
Sacramento—San Joaquin River 
delta, was for one San Jose fam- 
ily a game at times of hide-and- 
seek in bullrushes even taller than 
their houseboat. 

Dr. and Mrs. Wallace O. Aus- 
tin—bent on getting away from 
it all and exposing their four 
children, ages nine to 17, to a 
rare intimacy with nature 
boarded their rented houseboat 
at Tracy and meandered to Beni- 
cia and back through a maze of 
islands and waterways of the re- 
claimed delta, the third time they 
have explored this entrancing 
“other Eden.”

A shimmering transluc- 
ent guard petal peels back from 
the round bud, and slowly four 
silky, frost-white, | wondrously 
pleated petals unfold, rivaling 
the Camellia sasanqua in form 
and beauty. The cuplike flower of 
purest white exposes a huge gold- 
en eye of erect stamens. Its per- 
fume is delicately sweet. Bees. 
hard put to find pollen at this 
time of year, carry off countless 
loads from the great eyes of the 
franklinias. 


Steady succession of beauty 


The franklinias are unaffected by 
insects or diseases. At least none 
have shown on my _ specimens. 
The flowers, splendid in their 
showy beauty, last only two or 
three days before breaking clean- 
ly away, much like the blooms 
of tuberous begonias. But let 
not the heart grieve for the loss 
of such splendor. For as matured 


blossoms drop to the ground, 
others open in steady succes- 
sion until a destroying frost 


finally halts the parade. It is a 
sight never forgotten, the flowers 
sparkling like frosty stars amid 
the scarlet-golden leaves. 

The franklinia needs little or 
no pruning, for it is naturally 
graceful in form. No earth ball is 
needed in transplanting those un- 
der five feet. providing the job 
is quickly done. Should there be 
some die-back, prune the dead 
wood away to green wood. It will 
establish a new growth to replace 
what was lost in pruning. I have 
no idea how tall they will grow 
here. but in the South they reach 
a height of 30 feet. The colorful 
leaves remain long- after other 
trees have lost theirs. The 
franklinia may be grown as a 
small tree or as a shrub by per- 
mitting a cluster of shoots to de-

sheer enchantment—the Louvre, 
Tuileries Gardens, the Cathedral 
of Notre Dame, Sainte Chapelle. 
the Cluny Museum, the Bois de 
Boulogne, and out-of-city excur- 
sions to Versailles and Fontaine- 
bleau which bear directly on any- 
one’s understanding of France. 
Admittedly, a bus tour is a 
once-over-lightly affair. but it is a 
quick sampling of the highlights. 
and clues you in to what you 
might like to return to to study in 
depth. Ideal sight-seeing any- 
where is by private car accom- 
panied by a knowledgeable resi- 
dent friend or personal courier. 
Services have been set up which 
approximate this at moderate 
cost, providing cars for groups of 
four navigated by university stu- 
dents—a great idea for people 
with special interests. from an- 
tique-hunting to  bird-watching.

for W. Hawkins Ferry 
in Grosse Pointe, Michigan 


“T know it sounds frivolous to be talking about works of art harmo- 
nizing with furnishings,” said W. Hawkins Ferry, art collector and 
member of the board of The Detroit Institute of Art, “but I am of 
the opinion that any painting or sculpture can be shown to best ad- 


vantage in sympathetic surroundings.” Since Mr. Ferry studied

architecture with Marcel Breu- 





er—who believed strongly that 
art and architecture should be 
complementary—it was not un- 
natural that as he became more 
involved with contemporary 
art he felt his growing collec- 
tion needed a suitable architec- 
tural background. “I did not 
need much space for everyday 
living, but the house must be 
more than a mere habitation. It 
should be a place where art can 
be enjoyed in a more personal 
setting.” William Kessler of 
Meathe, Kessler and Associates 
—the architect he chose for 
this new home—designed the 
house as a series of modules, 
each 15’ square. In some areas 


on the ground floor, the ceilings 





are low; in others, they rise to a two-story height—a variety of spaces 
with which to enjoy the small pieces of art and sculpture in the collec- 
tion, as well as the monumental works. Balconies on the upper level 
provide vantage points from which Mr. Ferry and his guests can 


view the art from different angles. More 
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“I had always lived on Lake St. Clair; and I pictured one side of the house as bein; 


all glass, allowing me to appreciate the beauty of the lake in the changing moods of 


the passing seasons.” The wall of glass, above. looks out on the lake (see cover). 
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A small sculpture in the two-story living room, opposite, would, said 
Mr. Ferry, “be devoured by the infinity of space. A large bulky work 
would detract from the view. The ideal: Giacometti’s nine-foot standing 
figure—a commanding sentinel that looks out toward the lake.” 
Hanging in the ell of the living room, below, The Comet, by Harry 
Bertoia. “A 14-foot sheath of steel rods, coated in brass, terminates with 
small globules that glow with all the brilliance of a celestial phenomenon.” 
For the upstairs landing, right, a Consagra sculpture. “It stands like a 
mysterious Druidic menhir. When the late afternoon sun shines on it, its 
burnished metallic surfaces gleam in pagan splendor.”

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In the dining room, top, “a 12-foot 
mahogany table of somber Victorian 
magnificence, which had belonged to 
my grandfather . . . a Carrara marble 
bust of my grandfather with his side 
whiskers, gazing serenely over the ta- 
ble at which he once presided.” 

The kitchen, left, is fitted to the 15- 
square-foot module. Uncluttered and 
contemporary, the stainless steel and 
wood are highlighted by five cabinets 
in shades of blue and purple, placed 
between narrow, arched windows.

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cedar house, the wood weathered the satin- 
eray of a gull’s wing, trimmed in spanking white— 
long a tradition in the Hamptons of Long Island—is 
translated into contemporary architecture by Charles 
Gwathmey and Richard Henderson for Mr. Joseph 
Sedacca. His requirements: An easy-care, smooth- 
functioning, year-round house, generous in space, 
minimal in rooms. Visually, a house open to the 
changing patterns of sky and the embracing birch and 
fir woods, flooded with day-long sunlight, night-long 
starlight, where indoor and outdoor living flow into 
one, privacy inherent. All are achieved in less than 
1300 square feet in a glowing see-through of lofty 
glass walls, protectively boxed with cedar siding, and 
the soaring reach of a great masonry chimney. More 


Core of the house: The two-story living room, a square well, 
as much glass as wood, its upper reaches glazed on three 
sides by vast clerestories that wash the room in a continual 
interplay of light. On the terrace side, top left, opposite, 
a total wall of glass. The chimney, a giant sculpture in 
stucco, rises from the arc-form fireplace. 

The arc is repeated on the entrance side of the house, top 
right, opposite, in a canisterlike tower of cedar. On the 
ground floor this half encloses the kitchen; on the upper 
level, the turret half circles the master bedroom area.

A steel stairway, above, spirals from the 


living room to the upper platform. Bed- 
room, secluded in the curve of the cedar 
turret, is lighted by a band of high windows 
and sliding glass doors which borrow light 
from the giant clerestory shown at right 
of the picture. 

The living room, top left, seen from the 
bedroom balcony, paneled like the exterior 
in cedar, treated with bleaching oil to 
hasten the silver patina of age. 

Classic Breuer chairs are the only furni- 
ture not designed by the architects and 
built in: the marble table is fixed to the 
floor on a steel plate. Floors are putty-color 
asphalt tile. Color is low-key in deference 
to the magnificence of sky and leaf and the 
chiaroscuro of sunlight and shadow—the 
constantly changing ornamenis of this lu- 
minous glass house.

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ARCHITECTURE WITHOUT 


My most enduring and useful memento of an esthetics course 
at Mount Holyoke is the Goethe fragment about archi- 
tecture being “frozen music.” When I say useful, it’s not that 
I murmur this phrase as | butter my toast each morning. 
Rather, | hadn’t known a better description of contempo- 
rary four-square, concrete-and-glass architecture until I com- 
pleted House Beautiful’s survey of what kind of private 
dwellings the nation’s leading architects are building today. 
My conclusions drawn—and they are the stuff of this piece 
—I must say that the Goethe phrase needs editing. To- 
day’s architecture is more melted than frozen, and if it is 
musical at all, the sounds are far away, almost atonal. 

Architecture with a capital A is evaporating; if anything, 
the A stands for Atmosphere. “Ideally,” says Yale Professor 
Serge Chermayefl, “we should not see the architecture today. 
It should be diffused, with not a fingerprint left by the archi- 
tect.” Chermayeff sees architecture as a background for peo- 
ple, books, paintings—a mirror of people and their posses- 
sions, dissolving into the environment. “Today’s houses are 
commissioned less in terms of a Cadillac or a symbol of 
status,” he says, “and more in terms of creating an environ- 
ment in which the architect is anonymous.” 


The aim today: a house with spirit 


That A stands for atmosphere rather than architecture or 
sheer design seems clearly the case for at least the one per- 
cent of the nation that is privileged to have homes custom- 
tailored to their private needs and tastes. An affluent middle- 
aged couple in Seattle have asked for “more of a treehouse 
than a house” (with an eagle-sized budget of $200,000) ; 
and a California couple hope theirs will have ‘“‘a perma- 
nent vacation feeling.” Then there’s the woman who wanted 
a dwelling with “joy” and another who wanted “dash”; and, 
finally, there’s the Martha’s Vineyard author who asked 
Hugh Hardy to “make me a house that nourishes me.” Yale’s 
Chairman of the Department of Art and Architecture, 
Charles Moore, says. “The emphasis is toward fun, less car- 
ing-about, toward the nice-but-nutty rather than the stuffy. 


People are more interested in the spirit of the house, it 
seems, than in a specific kind of facility.” 

This general feeling of “loosening up” reflects, most archi- 
tects think, “an astonishing transformation of ways to do

everything.” Society is too diverse, they say, for there to be 
one direction for people to pursue, or one style of living for 
people to adopt. They also insist that this diverse society is 
not suited to the logical, rhythmic, perfectly balanced house, 
which they pronounce a bore. “The only thing that is mem- 
orable about a house,” Art Historian Vincent Scully told 
an audience one recent evening, “is if it is irrational and 
therefore expresses the human condition.” 


The house as the “center of the world” 


And what about the human condition? Pressed for time, 
bombarded by noise, robbed of privacy, often “doing some- 
thing to make money in order to do something that’s fun,” 
people are exasperated by the house that has become “mar- 
ket place, forum, stadium, theatre, and movie house.” Peo- 
ple, the architects tell us, are weary of being in the public all 
day and “need to draw a cover around themselves when they 
go home,” need something “quiet, secure, and verdant.” The 
walled house in Texas, for instance, serves not only a prac- 
tical need (the wind tumbles sand and brush in West Texas) 
but an emotional need. To Professor Moore, a house, more 
than any other building, “is entitled to be a place of special- 
ness, to be the center of the world for people there, spe- 
cifically designed to take care of their images, visions, con- 
cerns, and needs.” 

This conception of the home as the center of the world 
is so ardent with Mr. Moore and his colleagues that, in their 
desire to suit the “specialness” of their clients, they see them- 
selves as practicing a “trying, complicated, and ill-paid ver- 
sion of psychoanalysis.” In making an extraordinary effort 
to “read their clients” and interpret their life styles by insist- 
ing on repeated interviews before .one line is drawn, they 
seem to dispute completely Charles Dickens’s notion that “an 
architect is a man who could build a church... . by squinting 
at a sheet of paper.” 

Squinting at clients is so time-consuming that Moore fig- 
ures his firm loses $1,000 on each client who has $25,000 to 
spend on a house. Moishe Safdie of Habiiat fame thinks pri- 
vate housing demands energy out of proportion to what a 
client can afford to pay. ‘ It takes time to study a relationship 
in a family, to get to know about the children, their parents, 
their habits,” says Safdie. “The specifics vary from family to

family,” says the Israeli architect who is not unsympathetic, 
however, to the private client. He thinks a family cannot 
choose an architect too carefully, because how the architect 
solves the family’s problems “reflects the architect’s own atti- 
tude toward life, which he cannot possibly suppress.” Archi- 
tect Hugh Hardy says, “Of course, success does not always 
mean paying attention to what clients want. You have to 
push, go beyond, stretch, very often.” 

None of this stretching beyond would be possible without 
a sophisticated clientele wanting to stretch and be stretched. 
Amazingly, the architects interviewed reported that their 
clients came to them, often after searching them out me- 
ticulously, because they liked the houses they had already 
built or the pictures they had seen of them in magazines. 
Thus, the question of whether to build a contemporary or a 
French manor house doesn’t arise in the upper echelons of 
architecture. San Francisco’s Robert Marquis says that when 
he was a student, he always dreamed that when he was estab- 
lished and a millionaire approached him about doing a Co- 
lonial house, he would reply disdainfully, “Sir, we don’t do 
that sort of thing.” The architect admits graciously that he 
has never had that opportunity. “People approach a builder 
rather than an architect if they are after a reproduction of 
earlier styles.” 


The landscape reaches into the house 


Accomplished architects are united not only in their desire 
to create an individual environment for contemporary needs, 
but also about the nuts and bolts of building one. The most 
universal aspect of “the center of the world” home design 
versus old “four-square” architecture is the interrelationship 
of the in- and the outdoors. Moore’s effort “to move the lawn 
indoors,” Safdie’s plan “to camouflage the house into the 
site,” the admission by Texan Frank Welch that he would 
“rather plant than build.” the belief of Chermayeff that “the 
little tree growing outside one’s own room is a more real 
tree than the largest Sequoia in the national park,” drama- 
tize the prevailing belief that the landscape must penetrate 
in and out. It’s often a special landscape, however, the ar- 
chitects admit, more on the self-maintenance side. Hugh 
Jacobsen’s clients, for instance, have spent too many Satur- 
days weeding or mowing, so the forest floor outside one of 


his houses is apt to be gravel the size of goose eggs, the 
better to keep itself without troubling its owner. 

Reaching outdoors is one of the readiest ways of creating 
space, or the illusion of space, this being the essential ele- 
ment in the creation of any “center of the world.” If space 
cannot go sideways, more often than not, and preferably, if 
possible. it soars upward. “Reach high and grab as much 
space as you can,” is the way Jacobsen puts it. Most often 
it happens in the living room, but it can be the garden 
room or the kitchen, or, as in one case, a 20-by-20-foot bath- 
room in which the tub serves as a fish tank. 


Privacy is imperative to survival 


Even as soaring space is essential to specialness, privacy is 
imperative to survival. The understanding of the worth of a 
room of one’s own, with or without view, marks the accom- 
plished architect as a sensitive psychologist as well. With all 
the glass, the interminable open spaces, there have got to be 
low and intimate corners as well. For this reason a marvelous 
house being built in Texas contains secret nooks off the mas- 
ter bedroom, one for his reading and writing, one for her 
present-wrapping and needlework or “just plain thinking.” 
The endless interior prairie spaces of the post-World War II 
era of architecture were often as much inspired by budget 
consideration as esthetic conceptions. Chermayeff suggests 
that with the invasion of the “stresses and strains of the 
large world,” houses “of an earlier structural technology with 
separate, insulated rooms are better suited to present-day 
communications.” Or, to be blunt, it’s important to be able 
to shut the door behind you at certain times. 

Sheer space, private space, and flexible or, more accurate- 
ly, resilient space, seem to tantalize architects in almost that 
order. Flexibility, of course, implies growing and changing 
with a family’s needs, and the route to this solution is amaz- 
ingly controversial. Movable walls are more disturbing than 
appealing to most architects. It’s a far less tangible quality, it 
seems, that produces the kind of flexibility that intrigues 
most architects. They speak of flexibility of mood, of surprise, 
of differences in the play of light during the day and at night. 

Talking of his Cape Cod home, Chermayeff says, “it is an 
environment filled equally with trees and shrubs as in a wood, 
in which our paintings and other (Continued on page 212)

One glass pane in the bedroom, above, and in the dining-kitchen at the opposite 
end of the house (not shown) extends down from the glazed gables to enlarge the 
view of the hillside. Floor plan, below. illustrates openness of house. Along 
each wall, inside the French doors, are galleries that give access to living areas. 
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The one-room effect inside Architect Huy- 
gens house is heightened by long galleries. 
The unbroken vista, right. from the kitchen 
looks across the cantilevered concrete sofa 
frame in the living room to the master bed- 
room beyond. Oak slats, rather than solid 
partitions above door height, separate the liv- 
ing spaces. Gray-stained concrete floor is 
waxed. Oriental rugs add color and pattern. 
A carpeted, sunken pit, below, sets the living 
room apart, and gives this area a sense of en- 
closure. The generously scaled fireplace in- 
cludes a shelf accessible from the dining room. 
Warm air rising through trough registers on 
perimeter of floor slab heats the compact house.

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“Try what you will,” said Elizabeth Barrett Browning over a hun- 
dred years ago, “there’s nothing like leather.” Farsighted and 
wise as she was, she could not have predicted the stunning impact 
of leather this year. Animal skins—domestic and savage—have 
turned up on the smallest jewel box, as well as on the larger 
surfaces of floors and walls. Why, leather even spreads the bed. 
This year’s decorating catalyst is young, light, linear, and posh. 
Until 1929, when Mies Van der Rohe 
streamlined the look of leather with his now- 
classic Barcelona chair, leather was used, 
but never importantly in decorating. There 
was always the aristocratic ambiance of 
well-cared-for leather in the gleaming 
calf-bound books of the literati; in the 
character (and heftiness) of the man’s 
library chair; in the solid chests and 
screens of ]16th-century Spain; in the leath- 
er-covered church doors of 17th-century 
Italy. But now the cachet of character and 
taste and durability is leavened by imagi- 
nation and style. Leather is graceful, 
smooth, sophisticated. Walls are enor- 
mous squares of kid-glove honey’ suede. 
The glossy skins of cobras are meticulous- 
ly fitted and stretched to cover tiny geo- 
metric end tables. Burnt-orange suede 
frames an oval mirror. Now possible, an exciting interplay of 
texture. Now too, the entire color spectrum in leather and its mar- 
velous man-made pretenders. Hand-colored python. Shimmering 
tortoise shell. Fiery red-lacquer alligator. Subtle in depth and 
shadow, leather preens under the fine detail of custom luggage, the 
grace and elegance of couture.

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One of the more fascinating facets of the apple—hest-loved fruit—is the 
fact that it has added color not only to our table but to our language. As a 
special form of endearment we say, “My little apple dumpling” or “The 
apple of my eye,” and our response to the absurd is “applesauce!” If the 
house is as neat as a pin, it is also in “apple-pie order.” “I’ve upset the 
applecart” is the classic cliché when we make a mess of things. And who 
hasn't heard that old saw, “An apple without cheese is like a kiss without a 
squeeze?” In Devonshire, England, that old apple-a-day, thwart-the-doctor 
theory was established two hundred years ago with this two-line verse: 

The 
apple’s great role, however, is in the kitchen—as a garnish to a golden 
chicken, a plump pheasant, or, surprisingly, fish (New Englanders love 
applesauce with piping-hot codfish cakes); combined with blueberries to 
make an old-fashioned pudding; or in a pastry shell, French style, to make 
an upside-down apple tart. Do try our delectable recipes in your kitchen, 
and do see, on pages 145 and 146, our useful facts on the beautiful apple.

Roast Chicken with Apple Fritters 


This is a delicious combination of flavors 
sometimes served at New York’s four- 
star La Caravelle. as well as its sister res- 
taurant Le Poulailler. 

Roast a nice, big fat chicken the way 
you usually do or do as we do some- 
times: rub the inside with the cut side of 
a lemon, coat lightly with salt and pep- 
per, then add a good knob of butter 
mixed with crumbled tarragon. Truss. 
Coat the skin well with softened butter, 
sprinkle lightly with salt, pepper, and 
crumbled tarragon. Place in a preheated 
450° oven and roast for 35 to 40 min- 
utes, or until a leg feels soft when 
squeezed and moves easily in its socket. 
Baste occasionally. Serve with: 


Apple Fritters 


6 apples, peeled and cored 

Lemon juice 

1 cup tour 

2 eggs, separated 

3, cup flat beer 

2 tablespoons vegetable oil 

Pinch salt 

Pinch sugar 

Vegetable oil for deep-fat frying 

Slice the apples into rings about °<” 
thick. Drop into a polyethylene bag with 
the juice of 1 lemon to keep them from 
discoloring. Turn them over so slices are 
well coated with the juice. 

Combine the flour, egg yolks. beer, 
vegetable oil, salt, and sugar in a bowl 
and beat until thoroughly mixed and 
smooth. Then beat the egg whites only 
until fluffy. Fold into the four mixture 
carefully just before using. 

Pour enough oil in a deep pan to reach 
a depth of 4 inches. Heat until it reaches 
350° to 365° on a candy thermometer, 
or a cube of bread browns in 60 seconds. 
To fry the fritters, dip the apple rings 


into the batter, shake off any excess, then 
drop into the hot oil. Fry until golden 
brown on both sides. Lift from the fat 
onto paper toweling to drain. Sprinkle 
lightly with granulated sugar. When all 
the fritters are cooked, place on a cookie 
sheet and slide under the broiler just 
long enough to melt the sugar and glaze 
the fritters. Watch sharply so they don’t 
burn. Serves about 6. 

With this entrée, we would suggest a 
risotto, followed by a mixed green salad 
made with curly endive. For dessert, 
meringues filled with whipped cream or 
coffee ice cream. 


Faison Braisé aux Pommes et Marrons 
[Pheasant with Apples and Chestnuts] 


1 large pheasant*, thawed 

14 cup (1 stick) butter 

Pheasant liver 

Salt 

Freshly ground pepper 

14 teaspoon rosemary, crushed 

6 sweet cooking apples, peeled and 
quartered 

1 can chestnuts (marrons entiers au 
naturel) 1-pound, 5-ounce size 

14 cup port 


Heat 1 tablespoon of the butter in a 
small skillet. When hot, sauté the thawed 
liver quickly. Take off the heat and chop 
fairly fine. Rub the cavity of the bird 
with salt, pepper, and the crushed rose- 
mary.

DRINKING 
IN 


PRINT 


A powerful affinity traditionally links literature and drink. 
This does not imply that all writers (except thee and me) 
are alcoholic although it must be admitted that few literary 
figures—regardless of their sex—have abstained from the 
delights of the bottle. But regardless of whether they are 
imbibers or teetotalers, authors find it difficult to keep their 
intellectual hands off the grog tray. Justifiably they regard 
it as an invaluable tool. 

Drink sets a mood, underlines contemporary mores, estab- 
lishes character, identifies time or place more surely and 
swiftly than almost any other device. Few readers, for in- 
stance, are immune from a Proustian spell wafted off a glass 
of Madeira. As a working gimmick, drink proved as suc- 
cessful a writer’s device to Shakespeare as it has to O’Hara, 
Hemingway, and Mailer. 

By their tipple one takes the measure of a real or fictional 
character. It’s the shrewdest of all tip-offs. By their con- 
sumption or rejection of alcohol, and by their choice of 
drink, one is allowed valuable insights into personality, its 
inherent strength or weaknesses. Ian Fleming capitalized on 
the chilled cocktail glass as an easy way to indicate James 
Bond’s passion for perfection. Just as effectively, Michael 
Arlen in The Green Hat, his celebrated novel of the twen- 
ties, labeled the dashing Iris March a perfectionist by her 
eccentric revulsion to hard liquor despite the then-new fash- 
ion for indiscriminate swigging. 


Pickled plums 


Casting an eye—once over lightly—along library shelves re- 
veals a series of provocatively pickled plums. Historic 
status, wisdom, sex, loneliness, all are reflected in words 
written as though on the bottle. “Freedom and whiskey gang 
together,” Robert Burns declared. The American social his- 
torian Bernard DeVoto claimed “Whiskey has been the 
drink of patriots ever since freedom, from her mountain top, 
unfurled her banner in the air.” He further expounded that 
the Irish were “‘a breed of half-naked cave dwellers until the 
gentle St. Patrick came among them” to instruct them, it 
appears, in ways to distill whiskey. Warming to his theme, 
DeVoto excoriates the American Indian for overlooking the 
potentials found in damp, rotting corn (basic mash), there- 
by accusing them of failing to meet Arnold Toynbee’s cri- 
terion of challenge and res;

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relates America’s contemporary supremacy to the single fac- 
tor: “No other nation has ever given mankind two whiskeys.” 

According to an ancient Japanese proverb, “Metal is tested 
by fire, men by wine.” During World War II, the O.S.S. 
screening centers used a well-stocked grog tray as a standard 
yardstick to individuality. They believed, with the ancient, 
that “wine is wont to show the mind of man.” More revela- 
tions were forthcoming during this trial drinking process 
than in all of the psychological tests put together. 

Man has not changed much through the ages. Plato wrote 
“When a man drinks... he begins to be better pleased with 
himself and the more he drinks, the more he is filled full 
of brave hopes and conceits of his power.” And according 
to Emerson: “On turnpikes of wonder . . . [drink] leads 
the mind forth, straight, sidewise, and upward, west, south- 
ward and north.” 


Wine mates with laughter 


Inevitably one pauses to wonder which came first, the text 
or the flask. “A man cannot make him laugh,” Shakespeare 
wrote of a character, adding, “but that’s no marvel; he 
drinks no wine.” And Aristophanes believed “When men 
drink wine they are rich, they are busy, they push lawsuits, 
they are happy, they help their friends.”” Anyone who today 
is rising 30 is aware of Winston Churchill’s regular intake 
of Champagne and brandy. He liked their taste, their effect, 
and he drank them both (not mixed, of course) with char- 
acteristic gusto. Even the rawest armchair psychiatrist might 
read something deeper into this particular choice. Churchill’s 
turned-on subconscious probably reacted to the words of two 
powerful personalities: Dr. Johnson, the great 18th-century 
lexicographer, who insisted “he who aspires to be a hero 
must drink brandy,” and Field Marshal von Bismarck, who 
trumpeted “Champagne is for me.” 

Bismarck’s view might be interpreted as a defense mech- 
anism. He liked Champagne, but was not certain it suited 
his military image. It was all right for riotous Russian 
grand dukes. And the French considered it a “drink for 
duchesses.” It was preferred by women, some of them aris- 
tocratic and others less so. It was (and still is) the classic 
potion for flirtation and/or seduction among the higher 
brackets. Surely one is unlikely to misconstrue Lady Mary 
Wortley Moniagu’s note to a gallant: “... we meet with 
Champagne and a chicken, at last” as an invitation to a 
party of 30. 

Champagne always has a festive ring. A Lincoln Center 
bartender recently assured this reporter that “When Sto- 
kowski conducts, the Champagne (Continued on page 138

The original French recipe called 
for sole, which is not generally 
available in this country. How- 
ever, on testing, we found that 
both the portion-size flounders 
and the fillets made perfectly de- 
licious substitutes. 

Take a shallow roasting pan 
large enough to hold either the 
six whole fish or the fillets flat. 
Coat the bottom with half the 
butter. Sprinkle half the parsley 
and half the tarragon on top. Ar- 
range the fish on top of the herbs. 
Coat them with the remaining 
butter, parsley, and tarragon. 
Pour the cider over all, sprinkle 
with salt and pepper and the 
bread crumbs. 

Preheat the oven to 350°. 

To cook the whole flounders, 
allow a total of 10 minutes for 


each inch when the fish is mea- ~ 


sured with a ruler (don’t guess) 
at the thickest point. With these 
small flounders, the depth will be 
about one inch. On that 
cook for 5 minutes, then pour 
over the cream and cook another 
5 minutes. At this point the 
fish should flake easily when test- 
ed with a fork.

Sweetbreads a la Normandy 


3 pairs sweetbreads 

Vinegar 

Salt 

Juice 14 lemon 

14 eup (1 stick) butter 

Freshly ground pepper 

2 tablespoons applejack or 
Calvados 

14 cup heavy cream 

Fried croutons* 

9 tart apples 


Wash the sweetbreads in cold wa- 
ter, then soak in cold water, 
changing water several times, or 
place in a bowl under a dripping 
tap of cold water for about 2 
hours. Drain, then pull off as 
much of the filament as you can 
without tearing the flesh. Soak 
again for 11% to 2 hours, this time 
in several changes of cold water 
mixed with 1 tablespoon of vine- 
gar per quart. Again, with care, 
peel off as much of the filament as 
you can. 

To blanch, place in a heavy 
saucepan and cover with cold wa- 
ter. Add 1 teaspoon of salt and 
the juice of 44 lemon. Bring to a 
boil, then simmer. uncovered, for 
15 minutes. Drain and plunge im- 
mediately into cold water. Allow 
to stand for 5 minutes. Place on 
a flat dish, cover with paper tow- 
els, put a weight on top, and press 
out as much liquid as possible 
to solidify the meat. Finally, split 
in half. 

To sauté, heat some of the but- 
ter in a heavy skillet: add as 
many of the slices of sweetbreads 
as the pan will hold without 
crowding. Sauté quickly on both 
sides until golden brown. Place 
the meat as it is cooked on a 
heated platter. Season with salt 
and pepper. Add more butter to 
the pan as it is needed. 

Heat the applejack, ignite, and 
pour flaming into the skillet. Toss 
the skillet until the flames die 
out. Stir in the cream and cook, 
stirring hard. a few minutes.

pastry pinchers. Prick bottom of 
the pastry several times. Chill it 
while you prepare the apples. 

Peel the apples, cut into quar- 
ters, then cut out the core. Slice 
very thin. 

Take about half the sliced 
apples and chop coarsely. Pile 
those into the pastry shell. The 
shell should be full, since the 
apples will cook down. Then ar- 
range the slices on top in a “flow- 
er” design starting at the outside 
edge and working all around to- 
ward the center with the slices 
overlapping. Sprinkle the sugar 
all over the apples. Then slice 
the butter into pieces and dot the 
top. 

Place in a preheated 400° oven 
for 45 minutes. Reduce the heat 
to 325° and continue cooking an- 
other 15 minutes. If the pastry or 
apples seem to brown too much, 
cover the top lightly with a sheet 
of foil. 

Take out of the oven. When 
cool enough to handle, lift off the 
flan ring but allow the tart to 
cool right on the baking sheet. 
Jsing a pastry brush, coat the 
entire surface of the apples with 
apricot glaze. 

Serve as soon as possible hbe- 
cause pastry—any pastry—is at 
its best when freshly made. It is 
preferable not to refrigerate it. 
*In March, 1969, House BEAu- 
TIFUL published Pate Brisée, the 
traditional pastry for this Apple 
Tart.

How to choose apples 
for cooking and eating 


It is well to remember that it is 
always best to buy apples that 
are in season for they will be, as 
they should be, firm, crisp, bright, 
well-colored. Apples that were 
immature when picked will lack 
both color and flavor. 

Some varieties are good for 
cooking, some for eating, some 
for both. 

Apples that are good for cook- 
ing only: Gravenstein (mid-July 
to mid-September), a great pie 
apple; Rhode Island Greening 
(October to February); Rome 
Beauty (October to April). the 
premier baker because it holds 
its shape, but it’s also good for 
sauce: Wealthy (August to Oc- 
tober), good for apple pie when 
green; York (October to March). 

The best all-purpose apples— 
they cook and eat well, and also 
they do not tend to turn brown 
when sliced—are Golden Delicious 
(October to June) ; Grimes Gold- 
en (September to December) ; 
Jonathan (September to May) ; 
McIntosh (October to May). 
(note that the McIntosh takes 
less cooking time than other vari- 
eties.); Newton Pippin (October 
to June) ; Northern Spy (October 
to May); Stayman (October to 
April). a good eating apple but a 
particularly fine baker; Winesap 
(November 15th to July). 

The best eating apples are: 
Cortland (October to January), 
raw slices do not brown when ex- 
posed to air; Delicious (Septem- 
ber to May). 

Two apple 
After 20-odd years of gestation, 
The New York State Agricultural 
Experiment Station has brought 
forth two new apples. Introduced 
last year, they are the Spijon, a 
mating of Red Spy and Monroe 
(this is a parent of the famous 
Jonathan), which is bright, dark 
crimson; and the Jonagold, a 
mating of the Golden Delicious 
and Jonathan, red striping over a 
yellow background. Large by any- 
one’s standards, the reports from 
apple enthusiasts say they are 
firm, juicy, delicious.

Granny Smith Apples, import- 
ed from the Cape of Good Hope, 
are in our markets during June 
and July. These are excellent 
bright-green apples (don’t con- 
fuse them with our green cooking 
apples) tangy. juicy, and crisp, 
that cook as well as they “eat.” 


How to peel, core, 
slice, and chop apples 


Before going a word further, let’s 
note the fact that “pare” and 
“peel” are synonymous (see 
Webster’s International Diction- 


ary) although some food  au- 
thorities insist that you pare 
apples, peel potatoes. This edi- 
tor peels. 

To peel: Hold the apple in one 
hand and work around and 


around the fruit with a vegetable 
peeler or sharp paring knife; to 
cut into wedges: peel, quarter, 
cut out the core, then slice into 
whatever size wedges the recipe 
indicates; to slice into rings: 
peel or not as recipe calls for; 
core, using an apple corer, then 
slice across to the thickness 
wanted; to chop or dice: peel or 
not, as directed, then core with 
an apple corer. Cut in half. Lay 
one piece, cut side down, then 
make parallel cuts the length of 
the piece. Next, holding the 
pieces together with one hand, 
cut across down the full length 
to the size wanted. 

Another way: Core, using an 
apple corer. Peel or not, what- 
ever is indicated. Cut into cir- 
cles, across, about 14 inch thick. 
Pile the circles on top of each 
other, then slice across both 
ways. This method is especially 
good when the apples are to be 
used in salads and you want pre- 
cise shapes. 


How do you grate an apple? 


Apples and pears are both grated 
the same way. Place a medium- 
coarse or coarse (depending on 
recipe) grater on a piece of wax 
paper, then rub the fruit, skin on, 
working round and round down 
to the core, which is discarded. 


How to keep cut apples 
from turning dark 


There are several ways. The 
Washington State Apple Com- 


mission recommends combining 1 
cup water with 44 cup lemon 
juice (about 1 lemon) to make 
a lemon-water bath, then im- 
mersing the cut fruit immediate- 
ly. Or the fruit can be marinated 
in fresh lemon juice, which has 



























the extra virtue of adding flay 
Another, somewhat simpler, met 
od is a salt-water bath—nothi 
more than salted water. The ¢ 
rus growers tell us that not on 
lemon juice but also orange jui 
is effective in keeping cut frui 
from turning brown. Even t 
juice from such fruits as pi 
apple, and the syrups drain 
from canned peaches, aprico 
pears, etc., can be used to inhi 
browning. Finally, we have tl 
commercial products: — Frui 
Fresh, made by Merck, and Fru 
Save, by Pfizer. The former is 
mixture of ascorbic acid” (vit 
min C) and sugar; the latter h 
the addition of citric acid. Bo 
protect apples, as well as bana 
as, cantaloupes, melons, peac 
es, pears, etc., from darkening. 


How to store apples 





If apples are firm when you b 
them. they can stand at roo 
temperature until they reach t 
ripeness you like, but then th 
should be refrigerated in t 
hydrator or placed in a polyet 
ylene bag in the refrigerat 
Just remember that apples li 
to be cold. Whether to eat the 
stone-cold or not is a matter 
personal taste. In general, mo 
fruits are at their flavorful be 
at room temperature. 


A few cooking tips 


Cook with “cooking” appl 
(check the list. page 145) becau 
they hold their shape well wh 
cooked—whether baked whol 
sliced, or fried. 

If a recipe does not call f 
water in cooking the apples, y 
must take into consideration t 
quality of the apples. Althou 
they are naturally juicy, it m 
be necessary, if they look ‘call 
add a little water to help stal 
the juices flowing. 

Even when a recipe calls fe 
water, use the minimum amoul 
—just enough to keep the apple 
from sticking and scorching. 

Always sweeten  applesau¢ 
after it is cooked but still hot s 
the sugar will dissolve.

“seem to go out at night.” Light 
reflects the changes in nature; it 
seems to the architect as though 
his house “never stands still.” 
There is a more fundamental 
reason for some houses never 
standing still. These are ones 
filled with children, who at this 
stage of the generation gap have 
their own music and their own 


dance, both of which seem to 
have fragmented that cliché 


called togetherness. “The whole 
family watching television is 
really culturally very foreign to 
what is actually happening,” Rob- 
ert Marquis says. 

Specifically, it is the new music 
that the architects hold responsi- 
ble for driving everyone out of 
the family room. Children go off 
in one direction after dinner, par- 
ents with tender ears in another, 
and architects are coping by con- 
centrating on a playroom (it may 
have ballet bars and a puppet 
stage as well as electric guitars) 
and re-establishing the sitting 
room or study of another time. 
Bedrooms also figure as escape 
places from the sound of chil- 
dren’s music, and as frequently 
as possible now they are ex- 
panded to include a snug alcove 
with comfortable chairs and a 


desk. 
Family-room blues 


Not a single architect mourns the 
demise of the family room. Most 
think it served as a second, feet- 
up kind of room designed to save 
the larger living room for state 
What most architects 
cherish is a living room that is 
really lived in, that withstands a 
mess or looks well with one, no 
matter what. The motto for this 
move away from the family room 
seems to be “voluntary commu- 
nality rather than inescapable to- 
getherness.” 

[f anything about a house an- 
noys an architect more than the 
living room kept like a “morti- 
cian’s parlor,” it is the palace 
kitchen and next to that, the 
manor bathroom. Most architects 
openly admit that they are jeal- 
ous of any of the budget going 
into extravaganzas in either of 
these areas.

patronizingly call “gadgets” is 
really a reflection not only on 
compelling design and fascinat- 
ing color scheme (who ever 
thought of an avocado-green dish- 
washer a decade ago?) but on the 
state of household help today, the 
state being pretty nonexistent. 
“The maid is dead,” says Hugh 
Hardy, among others, and the 
mistress and housekeeper of the 
$25,000 or $200,000 house is 
equally fascinated by any contrivy- 
ance whatever that purports to 
maintain itself or anything else 
around the house. 


Rocketing building costs 


Labor for any purpose, for main- 
tenance or building, grows more 
prohibitive by the second. Its 
rocketing costs and those of the 
materials as well are making the 
custom-built house the privilege 
of the middle-aged and_ the 
wealthy. One solution to having 
your own house and affording it 
at an earlier age is suggested by 
Lester Walker, an adventurous 
young architect. He suggests a 
shell fitted with mobile closets 
and utilities, relying on the own- 
ers to supply the do-it-yourself 
walls delineated on his plans. 

But finding clients who are 
skilled carpenters is a little like 
discovering astronauts at an ar- 
cheological dig, so that, realis- 
tically, the future for housing lies 
in its mass production, toward 
condominiums and developments 
under private and public aus- 
pices, and toward design for 
many rather than few. “How to 
be able to design on a mass basis, 
giving choice to different people 
with different needs in order to 
create a totally different environ- 
ment is the problem of architects 
today,” says Moishe Safdie. “The 
stress on the response to indi- 
vidual needs,” Moéore adds, “is 
the great crisis and sadness of 
this era.” He worries that though 
you might create the “center of 
the world” ten times over, 400 
times running is “another story.” 
There is reason to believe, how- 
ever, that one element really 
makes the difference in a home, 
and it has nothing to do with the 
architect’s drawing board. Hugh 
Hardy has observed over the 
years, “There are some houses 
that are not remarkable at all, 
wouldn’t photograph at all, but 
are lovely because people live in 
them well. There are others, on 
the contrary, quite photogenic 
but not successful. In the end.” 
the architect says, “people make 
the real difference.” @

iverblooming bellflower 


Cobalt is the name of a ground- 
sarpeting little campanula (illus- 
rated aboye) that is in full bloom 
‘ight now.

A. retrofractus 
was the most impressive to me. A 
nature plant grew about eight 
eet tall and had the form of a 
squared-off upright yew. What 
surprised me was that it grew out- 
loors in full sun. At home I have 
he same plant growing in a 
yasket indoors, 
1ever reaches and the light is not 
right.

‘ate-appearing leaflike branchlets 
hat make a filmy cloud of green.

This method of feeding avoids 
wasting fertilizer that might 
normally be washed away by 
rains before being used by plants, 
and it provides a steady, consis- 
tent feeding at an optimum rate 
without overfertilization and pos- 
sible burning. Encouraging prog- 
ress has been demonstrated in the 
laboratory, but Gulf researchers 
say commercial availability is 
probably still some years away. 


Bouquets of wildflowers 


A truly charming new book is 
Wildflowers in Your House, by 
Josephine von Miklos (Double- 
day, $8.95), which includes 227 
black-and-white and eight full- 
color photos by the author, and 
over a hundred bouquets, mostly 
by Anne H. Straus. 

This is not a book that tells 
how to arrange wildflowers, but 
rather a collection of delightful 
ideas for enjoying them in bou- 
quets. Some use only a flower or 
in a tiny container. Others 
are lavish, abundant displays of 
every flower and grass seedhead 
available. The author wisely gives 
the rules of conservation, and sug- 
gests ways to make cut wildflow- 
ers last longer.

Structural concrete block is probably one of the 
most unsophisticated building materials. Right? 
And galvanized steel roofing—that’s usually 
found on warehouses. Both true. But put these 
low-cost materials in the hands of a sensitive 
architect, and chances are something quite mar- 
velous will take shape. It happened here. Archi- 
tect Murray Whisnant, of Wheatley Whisnant 
Associates, Charlotte, North Carolina, molded 
block, steel roofing, and other “plain” mate- 
rials such as plywood, gypsum board, and pine 
into an exciting house for himself, his wife and 
two children. Like most young professionals, he 
had to build his first house on a relatively 
limited budget. It was for this reason he chose 
comparatively inexpensive materials, drawing 
from them the maximum in structural and 
esthetic qualities. For example, the handsomely 
rounded, exposed chimney is built of standard 
catch-basin block. The roof really is galvanized 
steel, V-crimped and painted. And all the 
ground-level walls are concrete block.

How to keep up 
a vacation home 


—when you're not there 


About the middle of October, the 
owner of a summer home on the 
eastern shore of Maryland hauls 
out precut plywood panels from 
beneath the house and boards up 
all the window and door open- 
ings. Shut up, the small cottage 
looks like an uninteresting ware- 
house. Not until early May is the 
house reopened. In the ten years 
this family has enjoyed the house, 
they’ve never found anything seri- 
ously amiss in May, or discovered 
any evidence of vandalism. 

Not everyone is as lucky. Sey- 
eral years ago, an arsonist on 
Cape Cod set fire to a dozen or 
more empty summer homes dur- 
ing the winter hiatus. Six owners 
of summer homes on a lake in 
Kentucky found when _ they 
opened their houses in the spring 
two years ago that squatters had 
passed the winter sleeping in 
their beds, eating up the store of 
canned foods and staying warm 
by their fireplaces. 

Many a vacation-home owner 
has had the experience of discov- 
ering a house closed for several 
months damaged in some annoy- 
ing way: a fallen branch that 
tore away shingles and started a 
roof leak; a broken window and 
a rain-soaked floor; the mess left 
behind by nesting chipmunks or 
mice. 

Unfortunately, there is also a 
growing danger from vandalism. 
During 1968, there were 110,182 
arrests for vandalism. a slight in- 
crease over the 1967 figures. ac- 
cording to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. The FBI antici- 
pates another increase for 1969, 
and warns that the numbers refer 
only to arrests. There are con- 
siderably more acts of vandalism 
than arrests. 

Aside from boarding up your 
vacation home (which is not 100- 
percent safe), what can you do 
to keep a second home secure and 
ready for the times you want to 
use it? 


Rent the house 


Many families have leisure homes 
in the North Adams area of 
Massachusetts. The houses are 
built for year-round use, but oc- 
cupied by the owners only during 
the summer. For the balance of 


.in a cottage on the property, care- 
















the year, these homes are rented 
to faculty members at Williams 
and the State College at North 
Adams. Two immediate benefits 
accrue. The houses are rarely 
unoccupied for more than a week 
during the year. As a result, ac- 
cidental damage or equipment. 
breakdowns are cared for quick- 
ly, and the threat of vandalism 
is all but eliminated. Second, the. 
money from rentals, in most, 
cases, covers mortgage principal, 
interest, insurance, and taxes on) 
the second home for the full year. 
And this income often pays for 
maintenance as well. | 

Obviously. not all leisure homes 
are located in a spot where an. 
owner can take advantage of 
near-year-round rentals. Butdon’t. 
dismiss the notion altogether. A 
Colorado family rents their ski 
lodge near Denver to a Greeley 
couple for three months of the 
summer. The couple—both teach- 
ers—spend the time fishing, hik- 
ing, and catching up on studies.

sponsibility can’t help but be 
weakened some by the informal- 
ity of the arrangement, and af- 
ter all they do have their own 
life to live (i.e. why shouldn’t 
they enjoy a weekend away once 
ina while?). 

A more practical and less risky 
course is to pay a small fee for 
periodic surveillance. By simply 
asking friends and neighbors for 
the name of a part-time caretaker, 
you ll generally locate someone— 
perhaps a retired mailman or lo- 
cal guide. The charge for keep- 
ing a consistent check on your 
house may be as low as $5 a 
month; rarely more than $25. 
These charges generally include 
an inside-the-house inspection if 
you wish, and a check on the 
heating and air-conditioning sys- 
tems, assuming you've left them 
running. If your man discovers, 
say, a broken window, the cost of 
fixing it will be extra. Deliveries 
of oil or bottled gas can be 
scheduled right through the year, 
so there’s no chance of running 
out, nor is there when the house 
is hooked up to a natural-gas line. 

Practically the same service is 
rendered by a bonded protection 
firm, although on a more formal 
basis, contract included. One 
company on Cape Cod, for exam- 
ple, offers daily inspections at 
$2 per week down to a weekly 
inspection for $1.35 per week. 
Most of these concerns are new 
within the past two or three 
years. Their appearance in vaca- 
tion areas parallels the spiralling 
increase in leisure homes. Most 
likely you'll find these companies 
listed under “Protection Agen- 
cies” in the yellow pages of the 
local-area phone directory. If 
there isn’t a listing, call the phone 


company business office for ad-.

The salt 
will hasten corrosion. 

Be 
careful that you do turn them off 
and don’t simply blow out the 
flame. And remember to do the 
same for jets in the furnace and 
water heater. 

3. Throw off the switch on the 
main electrical entry. 

4. Close the damper in your 
fireplace.

10. Drain the gasoline tanks on 
power equipment, such as mow- 

And if you have a gas-pow- 
ered stand-by generator, here’s 
what the people at Kohler recom- 
mend. (Kohler produces gener- 
ators. ) 

Change the oil, and run the en- 
gine for a few minutes to get oil 
through the system. Drain the gas 
tank. Then run the engine until 
fuel is clear of the carburetor. 
Take out the spark plugs; put a 
teaspoon of oil in each cylinder; 
replace the plugs and turn over 
the engine three or four times. 
Clean all exposed metal surfaces 
of rust and apply a light coat of 
oil. Plug the exhaust pipe, and 
put a plastic bag over the air in- 
take. If the engine has an elec- 
tric starter, take out the battery 
and put it on a trickle charger. 
If it’s a liquid-cooled plant, drain 
the radiator, or put in anti-freeze. 

A generator run on LP gas 
needs far less preparation. In fact 
all you do is shut off the connec- 
tions. A diesel-powered plant 
should be refueled to prevent 
condensation. 

As a final check against dam- 
age to the house from rain or 
snow, take a slow walk around 
looking for broken roof shingles, 
serious splits in the siding, or 
caulk around windows 
and doors. Obviously, if you find 
trouble, fix it.

Is barding the same thing as larding? 


No, but both serve the same purpose: to provide fat for lean 
meat so it won't dry out during cooking. To bard means to 
wrap meat with a fat such as fat salt pork, suet. or bacon. To 
lard means to insert thin strips of fat salt pork or bacon into 
the flesh of meat. At the same time you can “lard” meat with 
nuts, garlic, etc. This is done with a special larding needle. 


How do you lard meat? 


It’s done with a larding needle, of which there are many 
types. The type used by French chefs is a hollow, tapered 
metal tube 8, 10, or 12 inches long, 44, 44. or “¢ inches 
in diameter at the top. The size of the piece of meat de- 
termines the size of the needle to use. One end of the needle 
is pointed for easy insertion into the meat: the other end is 
split so the metal can be squeezed. To lard, insert the 
“string” of larding fat into the large end of the needle as 
far as it will go. Push the needle into the meat up to the 
large end. Then squeeze the end together as tightly as pos- 
sible to hold the lard as you pull the needle through with 
the pointed end. The type used by butchers, we were in- 
formed by David Adams of New York’s Fitz Market, is a 
half-hollow metal cylinder with a wooden handle. It, too, 
comes in various lengths and sizes. To lard, you simply 
lay the larding fat in the hollow, push the needle into the 
meat, turn it over, and withdraw the needle. This type is very 
easy to use, especially when a recipe calls for larding the 
meat with nuts, garlic slivers (see our recipe for Gigot de 
Porc aux Amandes, page 176). or other flavor makers. What- 
ever type you use. remember that practice makes perfect. 
Both types available where fine cooking equipment is sold. 


Is a cordial the same thing as a liqueur? 


Yes. Cordial stems from the Latin. cordialis, meaning of, 
or belonging to. the heart. First used centuries 3°90 bv monks 








who created liqueurs cordialis to heal and comfort the 
poor in monastery hospitals, cordials soon became the plea- 
sure of the rich who served them as digestives after heavy 
dinners. An authoritative source. Liquor Store magazine, 
says: “Based on the type of flavor, cordials or liqueurs 
(pronounced lee-curs) can be grouped into five broad divi- 
sions: fruits, seeds, herbs, peels, and crémes.” (For more in- 
formation on cordials, see page 166.) 


What is Lobster Thermidor? 


According to Julia Child, “The French Chef” of TV fame, it 
was created on January 24th, 1894, at Chez Maire. a Paris 
restaurant on Les Grands Boulevards. to celebrate the open- 
ing of Victorien Sardou’s play, Thermidor. The dish is 
composed of boiled lobster combined with butter, minced 
shallots, seasonings, Cognac, and mushrooms, in a rich, 
creamy sauce, the whole baked in the lobster shell. 


W hat is rijsttafel? 


It’s the Indonesian name for “rice table.” In Indonesia, 
where rice is the principal food, each person is served a 
plate of hot rice to which he adds any combination of many 
dishes, such as fish, shrimp, chicken, pork, beef—all very 
spicy—finely chopped, hard-cooked eggs, chutney, ground 
fresh coconut, fried and chopped bacon, raw or cooked 
raisins, chopped peanuts, thinly sliced cucumbers, fried on- 
ions, sliced bananas. In short, almost anything that is avail- 


able. 


Are vegetable and hydrogenated vegetable shortening 
the same thing? 


Yes. Hydrogenated simply means that hydrogen has been 
added to the oil to change it from a liquid to a solid. In 
other words, to harden it.

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An orchestra 
at your fingertips 


Like a latter-day one-man band, the electronic organ 


can reproduce all the sounds of music 


In 1935, after having purchased 
the first electronic organ, Henry 
Ford announced that within 20 
years every home would have one. 

Ford’s prediction hasn’t quite 
come true, but when you consider 
that more than 120,000 electronic 
organs entered American homes 
last year (at prices between $500 
and $10,000) his forecast of the 
organ’s appeal doesn’t seem so 
foolish. (He bought his for $1,250.) 

Although persons like Henry 
Ford and George Gershwin were 
buying electronic organs in the 
1930's, it was not until after World 
War II that they began to come 
into general home use. 

The fascination of the instru- 
ment is not hard to explain. For 
instrument that re- 
quires mastery of only a single 
playing technique—the keyboard 
—you can re-create the sounds of 
different kinds of 
ments—plucked and 


here, on one 


instru- 
strummed 
strings, a complete percussion sec- 
tion, woodwinds and brass, plus 
classic organ and piano. 

Combined with the versatility of 
the electronic organ is a simplicity 
of technique that is hard to resist. 
Without any previous musical 
training, it is possible to play a 
tune with simple chords in ten 


many 


minutes. If you follow a typical 
training program, this may be 
“Long, Long Ago” or “When the 
Saints Go Marching In.” but you 
can quickly go on to almost any- 
thing. 

Sometimes the mere presence of 
the organ overwhelms the sounds 
coming from it. Is this an organ 
sound, or is it the sound of a trum- 
pet, a viola, a clarinet. a harpsi- 
chord, a banjo? The range of 
sounds available from today’s elec- 
tronic organs, even from small in- 
‘expensive models, is incredible. 


Designing sounds 


Sound work out the 
basic sounds for the electronic or- 
gan—which means that at some 
point a decision must be made: 
“This is the way a violin sounds,” 
or, “This is the way the clarinet 
sounds.” This sound is worked out 
electronically, constructed, then 
adjusted with a tuning wrench. 
Once set, each sound can be dupli- 
cated on a production-line basis, 
like an automobile. 

Today’s electronic organs take 
advantage of the most advanced 
techniques of the computer age. 
They have solid-state circuitry (no 
tubes). and are based on semicon- 
[Continued on page 74]

ductor electronics. No heat is gen- 
erated within the organs, and high 
humidity does not affect them, so 
they rarely if ever need to be 
tuned. 

The news today is miniaturiza- 
tion. Even “compact” seems too 


“big a word when we consider inte- 


grated circuits, dozens of which 
can be dropped into a thimble. 
The workings get smaller, but the 
range of sounds is larger. This 
not only makes the electronic 
home organ more desirable but 
opens the way to using its audio 
system for other equipment. Why 
not use the spare cabinet space 
for a stereo phonograph that uti- 
lizes the organ’s speakers? AlI- 
ready cassette tape recorders are 
being built into some home or- 
gans or offered as accessories. 


Select by sound 


The only way to buy an elec- 
tronic organ is to go to a show- 
room and listen. Observe. Try out 
various models in your price 
range. Listen for sounds you like. 
Consider tonal quality, versatility, 
and distinct identity of individual 
orchestral voices. Just because, in 
a demonsiration by a_ profes- 
sional, you hear satisfying sounds 
from such diverse instruments as 
the guitar, chime, banjo, and 
xylophone, don’t assume that the 
organ will necessarily produce a 
classic “organ” sound. Be sure 
you get what you want. 

There are small chord and mel- 
ody organs. some in tabletop ver- 
sions at under a hundred dollars, 
but the far better investment for 
even the rankest of beginners is a 
spinet-model electronic organ. 
Standard equipment on these in- 
cludes two manuals of keys (with 
37. 44, or 49 notes each), and a 
13-pedal foot panel. 

For example, for about $450 
Sears has a 74-key spinet with 
eleven voices, including flute, 
saxophone, English horn, trumpet, 
violin, oboe, cello, French horn, 
melodia, diapason, and bass. 

In essentially the same cate- 
gory. you might select a Lowrey 
Berkshire model for over $2.000, 
featuring two 44-note keyboards, 
21 voices. and a five-piece percus- 
sion section augmented by nine 
kinds of reverberating rhythm 
(bass drum, tom-tom, and bongo, 
for example). In addition, this 
organ includes Lowrey’s Auto- 
Orchestra Control, which 
works this way: Turn on AOC. 
Play a simple chord on the lower 
keyboard, then run one finger of 
your right hand up and down the 
arpeggio keyboard. Instantly you 
are able to play chord arpeggios 
that would take years of practice 
were you to do it manually.

Wurlitzer’s theatre spinet or- | 
gan, at $1,700, has voice tabs | 
color-coded for ease of registra- 
tion. There are 53 console con- 
trols for this organ. Sit down at | 
its horseshoe-shape console: you | 
will have the feeling of control- 
ling a mighty old pipe organ in 
some silent-movie palace. | 

Somewhere between these price | 
extremes for the spinet organ— 
about $1,000—lie the most popu- 
lar organs with the features most 
people want. Typical in this cate- 
gory is Baldwin’s M-77, with 44 
notes each in the solo and accom- 
paniment manuals, 13-note pedal- 
board, a headphone jack that 
permits playing through use of 
headphones, so you practice to 
your heart’s content without dis- 
turbing others. M-77 includes a 
“Super Solo Coupler” that auto- 
matically adds tones an octave 
higher and lower to whatever you 
are playing on the upper manual. 

Also in the medium-price 
spinet category is the Thomas 
Catalina, equipped with Color- 
Glo, a system by which the key- 
board lights up in_ different 
letters and colors. enabling the 
beginner to start playing immedi- 
ately. There are 88 keys, the up- 
per manual with ten voices, the 
lower with five. There are four 
pedal keyboard voices, seven pre- 
set sustain voices, and twelve con- 
trols. As accessories for this 
Thomas model, the Band Box 
lets you put ten percussion voices 
into the music. and the Playmate 
creates 15 different dance 
rhythms. 


Boxed percussion section 


Conn’s Min-O-Matic, a unit small- 
er than a shoebox and weigh- 
ing less than four pounds, plays 
separately or in any combina- 
tion eight dance rhythms: waltz, 
ballad, fox trot, march, Latin, 
teen beat, metronome, and dou- 
ble beat. As recently as two years 
this didn’t exist. Now it 
is available built-in on Conn or- 
gans or as a separate unit to 
be attached to older organs from 
Conn. Use of this unit is simple. 
Select the rhythm you want, dial 
the tempo, and set the volume. 
Flip the on-off switch, and in- 
stantly the tune you’re playing 
is accented by the characteristic 
beat of the rhythm you’ve chosen. 

For anyone seriously interested 
in playing the organ, there is a 
third category made up of large 
spinets and consoles with two or 
three manuals of 56 or 6] notes 


each, and 25 or 32 pedals. (An 
American Guild of Organists 
standard console has two or 


three manuals containing 61 notes

each, and a 32-pedal keyboard.) 

Allen’s Custom Carousel ranges 
in price from six to ten thousand 
dollars, and includes such instru- 
mental effects as balalaika. lute, 
mandolin, piccolo, “society 
plano,’ and = zither. Without 
strings, its built-in piano elec- 
tronically synthesizes the “flying 
hammer” struck and_ plucked 
string sounds. There is also a 
row of automatic tabs, which, 
when depressed, sets up the en- 
tire instrument (both manuals 
and pedals) to produce the sound 
of a brass band, an entire string 
orchestra, piano, tenor saxophone, 
full traditional organ, rinky-tink 
piano, mandolin, hurdy-gurdy, 
full ensemble of flutes—or others 
which may be specified by the 
purchaser. 

Hammond’s futuristic X-77, at 
about $5,000, blends solid-state 
electronics with Hammond’s elec- 
tromagnetic tone wheel system. 
It has a combo-sounding string 
bass, a complement of two sepa- 
rate tone cabinets for stereo 
effects, and an arpeggiator that 
allows one-finger action to give 
a perfect arpeggio. The cabinet 
styling of X-77 combines chrome 
with wood, and the separate 
speaker cabinets allow placement 
of the keyboard console on an 
open pedestal instead of an en- 
closed cabinet. The effect is 
contemporary—polished and see- 
through. 


Largest home organ 


About 15 years ago, for his 
own amusement, Rodgers Jenkins, 
an electronics engineer, built an 
electronic organ from scratch. 
Now his Rodgers Organ Company 
specializes in building  three- 
manual organs for home and in- 
stitutional use. Current major 
project is building perhaps the 
largest electronic home organ 
ever—for about $45,000—for the 
owner of a farm and industrial 
equipment agency, himself a 
former theatre organist. Rodgers 
also makes a Trio, a three-key- 
board model with 32 pedals. This 
is clearly for someone seriously 
interested. but not always ad- 
vanced as an organist. It costs 
about $7.000. 

Every manufacturer of home 
organs has some kind of teaching 
system. The newest approach is 
to use a tape recording. Kim- 
ball’s organ course on three 
cassette tapes, to be played on 
a unit that comes with the organ, 
can be used with or without ear- 
phones. The voice on the record- 
ing, cheery but commanding, 
booms out with, “Welcome to an 
exciting new way to learn to play 
the orsan The tane vou are 


listening to right now is the heart 
of it. It is a programmed _in- 
struction tape that will serve as 
your own private tutor. The audio 
instruction on this tape is per- 
fectly coordinated with your 
printed organ course. With the 
aid of the programmed instruction 
tape. you will hear exactly how 
each musical assignment should 
sound. You can compare your 
own playing with that on the 
tape and will know if you are 
playing each assignment cor- 
rectly. Each step has been care- 
fully programmed jn proper se- 
quence to prepare you for the 
one to follow.” 


Buyer’s checklist 


At the point when you are seri- 
ously considering the purchase 
of an organ, test it. If you play 
an organ or other keyboard in- 
strument, here is a check list, 
suggested by Conn: 

1. Try a little fast music. Is 
the response adequate or slow? 

2. Try a legato passage. Notice 
any popping sounds? 

3. Try a staccato passage. Any 
annoying “popping” sounds? 

4. Try “full organ.” Is the tone 
rich and satisfying. like that of 
an orchestra or chorus, or is it 
metallic and piercing? 

5. Try several voices together. 
Can you still hear all of them, 
or does each disappear into some 
nondescript tone with neither 
color nor spirit? 5 

6. Try singing with the organ, 
Is it hard to get your pitch? 

7. Try the organ without the 
tremolo or vibrato. Does it sound 
pleasing or must the tremolo be 
on all the time? 

8. Does it have an overhanging 
keyboard to facilitate double 
manual playing? 

If you listen better than you 
play a keyboard instrument, try 
this testing method for an organ: 

_1. Listen to all the voices, one 
at a time. Are they rich and 
pleasing? Are they varied? 
Would the “violin” sound like a 
violin to you if you weren’t look- 
ing at the word “violin” on the 
voice tab? 

2. Listen to two or more voices 
played together. Do they hold 
their identity? Or do they fade 
together into a mushy, new voice 
without form or character? 

3. Listen to the full organ. 
Does it sound like an organ? 

4. Listen to the same voice in 
several places on the keyboard. 
Does it still have the same family 
characteristics ? 

5. Listen to the start of the 
tone. Does it develop smoothly 
or sound like a cork being pulled 
from a bottle? &

Ski, swim, and party-go 


We chose Villars, in the canton 
of Vaud, the French-speaking sec- 
tion of Switzerland. The ski week 
prices ran about $150 each in 
the best hotels. down to $100 in 
the chalets and inns, and they 
included six lessons at the Swiss 
Ski School, free use of all lifts, 
room and board at the hotel of 
your choice, and a raft of other 
activities ranging from an indoor 
swimming pool to cheese fondue 
parties.

How 
would we look. flailing for 
balance while the superskiers 
went zooming past with superior 
European smiles on their wind- 
flushed faces?

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Their flair for hotelkeeping (they 
have a staggering 6700) has been 
extended to the airline business, 
and the only thing you have to 
worry about all the way across 
the Atlantic is which course to 
skip, because you can’t possibly 
eat them all. Those slopes. I 
thought grimly, would have their 
revenge. You can’t live this well 
without paying for it. 

So there we were. the next 
morning, at the Palace Hotel in 
Villars, gazing out our window 
at the distant panorama of jagged 
Alps known as the Dents du 
Midi (the Middle Teeth), ready 
if not willing to meet le pro- 
fesseur de ski. 

Villars itself is an eye-widen- 
ing cog-railway ride up the moun- 
tain to 1300 meters—about 5000 
feet. But you don’t ski there. You 
stack your boards on a funny 
little car at the head of the train 
and board still another bright-red 
cog-railway car which goes an- 
other thousand feet up the 
mountain to Bretaye where there 
is another bowl-like plateau, a 
couple of lodges, and half a 
dozen T-bar ski lifts, which the 
Swiss call “teleskis.” This. of 
course, is only one of half a 
dozen similar jump-off points in 
the Villars area. The town has no 
less than twelve T-bars and two 
longer enclosed “telecabin” lifts 
that run a total of twelve me- 
chanical miles, serving some 40 
miles of ski runs. 

We chugged up to Bretaye 
with the magnificent Dents du 
Midi as a majestic background 
and listened with delight to the 
conversations swirling around us 
in French, German, and veddy 
English. Practically no 
Americans come to Villars in the 
winter, the omniscient chamber- 
maid at the Palace had told us 
as she was turning down our beds 
the night before, but it is ex- 
tremely popular with our pound- 
pinching cousins from the British 
Isles. Off the train we clambered 
into bright. almost-brilliant sun- 


good 


shine, to make our first discovery 


about Alpine skiing. After years 
of shivering in the “normal” sub- 
zero temperatures of the eastern 
United States, this was like 
Miami Beach with snow. Before 
we got to our skis, we were 
sweating in our standard triple 
layers of sweaters and woolies. 


Gravely, a tall, distinguished 


gentleman in a bright red parka 
introduced himself. He was Hans 
Flotron, our instructor. He spoke 
remarkably good English, with a 
slight French accent. We later 
learned that all the members of 
the Swiss Ski School are required 


to speak good English before 
they are certified as instructors. 
Flotron’s face was a_ deep, 
weathered brown. High cheek- 


bones and a prominent nose made 
him look like an American Indian, 
an impassive, impressive man who 
spoke slowly, with great dig- 
nity, startlingly different from the 
bored bunny chasers who seem 
to staff so many American ski 
schools. We discussed the state 
of our skiing. “I suppose you 
don’t get many beginners over 
here,” I said nervously. I was 
practically confident that we were 
going to dismay the man. 

Flotron smiled and pointed up 
the mountain. There in the middle 
distance was a group of men and 
women preceded by a_ red 
parkaed instructor, in that famil- 
iar tips-together V called the 
snowplow—the first thing a be- 
ginner learns because it is the 
one sure way to do the thing that 
worries him most: stop. “We 
have them by the hundreds,” he 
said. “Thousands in the country. 
Why do you think we have a 
National Ski School with over a 
thousand instructors? But come. 
Let us begin.” 


Ascent toward heaven 


Ten minutes later, after a_ T- 
bar ride that was so long [ 
began to wonder if I wasn’t 


really ascending into heaven, we 
found ourselves another thousand 
feet up, atop an eminence known 
as Chaux Ronde. To my amaze- 
ment, the slope before us was 
hardly vertical. It rolled away in 
a gentle incline that was not in 
the least harrowing. 

But Monsieur Flotron  pro- 
ceeded to astonish us even more. 
Instead of deciding that we were 
at a certain point in our skiing 
development, as the American 
ski schools do. he 


teach us everything we needed to 


proceeded to 


know. from the stem christie to 
the parallel turn, in the course 
of a single run. He reduced what 
had been total confusion in my 
mind to a single amazingly ef- 
fective maxim: Always, weight on

. skiing. Before the run was over 


we were both doing parallel turns 
—something we had sought per- 
mission to try in vain from the 
rigidly stratified American ski 
system that insisted that you had 
to perfect all the previous steps 
from the snowplow to the stem 
christie before you could dare to 
ski parallel. “In Switzerland,” 
Mr. Flotron told me, “we have 
been doing parallel turns on the 
second lesson.” 

For our next run, Mr. Flotron 
paid us an even more startling 
compliment. We rode another 
teleski into the sky and debarked 
on the summit of the peak called 
Chamossaire—at 2,200 meters, the 
highest run in Villars’ immediate 
vicinity. Cheerfully he invited me 
over to the edge of a precipice 
and urged me to look down some 
7,000 feet at beautiful Lake 
Geneva below us. My husband 
swooped up beside him. I edged 
to within a ski length but de- 
clined to come any closer. I had 
seen Lake Geneva from the train, 
I assured him. 

So away we went, down the 
Chamossaire, which was again by 
no means as vertical as my 
American imagination had as- 
sumed all Swiss slopes had to be. 
It was a good bit more challeng- 
ing than the Chaux Ronde, how- 
ever, and I panicked a little 
before one forbidding descent, 
which was a series of moguls 
(bumps or bosses, as Flotron 
called them) that made the slope 
resemble an underdeveloped 
roller coaster. Here  Flotron 
showed us the art of sideslipping 
down or around such challenges, 
and he was patience itself when 
it took me some time to master 
this technique. 

At the end of the day we had 
coffee with our instructor in the 
lodge at Bretaye. and learned to 
our astonishment that he was one 
of the pioneers of Alpine skiing. 
He had begun skiing at the age 
father had 
brought a pair of boards home 
from Norway; and he had known 
Arnold Lunn, the English skiing 
whom I had _ read 
about in our young sons’ sports 
books. Flotron had worked with 
Lunn in altering the Scandina- 
skiing tech- 
niques to meet Alpine conditions.

In the summer, our professeur 
de ski was a guide, and led 
climbers up and over the highest 
mountains. He talked proudly, but 
with great restraint, about his 
work, which he most obviously 
loved. 

For the rest of our stay, we 
saw Mr. Flotron for a few hours 
each day, and otherwise skied on 
our own. Sometimes we _ prac- 
ticed on the small T-bar-equipped 
slope immediately behind our 
hotel, and other times we fried 
the fantastic variety of runs 
around Villars. Riding the tele- 
cabin up to Roc D’Orsay or Les 
Chaux was an experience in it- 
self, with dazzling views of white 
sweeping slopes in all directions. 
The tremendous width of the 
Swiss slopes was a special de- 
light to an Eastern _ skier, 
especially of our minimum com- 
petence. After negotiating the 
narrow trails of Vermont or the 
Adirondacks, it was a liberating 
sensation to ski without worrying 
about meeting a tree on Jess than 
friendly terms. Sunday was the 
only day on which Villars’ ski 
lifts were even moderately 
crowded—and then there was 
rarely a wait of more than ten 
minutes. The rest of the week 
waiting is more a matter of 
seconds than minutes. 







































Melting-pot flavor 


The international flavor of the 
place continued to please us. 
You never knew when you rode 
up on a T-bar with someone 
whether the conversation would 
be in halting French (yours) or 
limping English, and ditto for 
German, Spanish, and _ Italian. 
Once my husband rode up with a 
very European-looking gentleman 
who said suavely, “Parlez-vous 


“Non,” muttered my husband. 
“Sprechen Sie Deutsch?” 
“Non,” said my husband. “Je 
suis américain.” 
“Oh, thank Gawd!” said the 
gentleman. “I’m English myself.” 
As for Switzerland being the 
special province of superskiers, 
forget it. We saw just as many 
ski bunnies careening down the 
slopes out of control, squealing 
“ooh, ooh, ooh,” as we saw on 
any typical day in the U.S. There 
were dozens of earnest fathers 
teaching reluctant wives and 
children, and each day the novices 


turned out for the Ski School 
classes in squadrons. 

The Swiss Ski School is, in 
fact, a national institution, and 
their teaching method, on which 
they have been working inten- 
sively in recent years. is stan- 
dardized, so you get the same 
quality of instruction whether 
you are playing the big time at 
St. Moritz or doing it en famille 
in Villars. 

For children, the Swiss in- 
vented the unique maisons des 
enfants. Parents who want their 
children to enjoy the best pos- 
sible skiing but who also feel the 
need ef a vacation from said 
children can enroll them in these 
“houses,” which are really child- 
ren’s hotels. They have a regular 
program of skiing and _ other 
sports, plus an opportunity to 
meet youngsters of their own age 
from other countries and practice 
their French in the bargain. Vil- 
lars alone has over half a dozen 
of these institutions, and every 
other Swiss ski resort has them 
in similar abundance. 


Skating and ski-bobbing 


The Palace had a magnificent 
skating rink and some beautiful 
sleigh-riding slopes. We also tried 
another amusing inyention—the 
ski-bob. Only beginning to catch 
on in this country. this contrap- 
tion is a sort of seat on a single 
ski with a wheel that rises out 
of the front of the ski but really 
steers nothing. You steer it with 
your shoulders. like a bobsled. 
These things can come down the 
mountain at astonishing speeds, 
and when you master them can 
be almost as big a thrill as skiing. 
But the danger to the limbs is 
minimal. If you fall off, or need 
to get off in hurry, the worst you 
can get is a scraped bottom. 
There’s nothing strapped to your 
feet to cause bones to snap. The 
ski-bob will probably become the 
rage of skiing’s Geritol set. 

We tried skating and_ ski- 
bobbing once, but resisted the 
temptation to spend too much time 
on them. We were more interested 
in progressing steadily, if not 
spectacularly, under the calm, 
insistent instruction of M. Flo- 
tron. On our last day, he an- 
nounced that he thought we were 
ready for a special challenge. He 
wanted us to ski with him all 





the way down the mountain from 
Bretaye to Villars, following a 
route that was peculiarly his own, 
vot the standard trail. 

Soon we were skiing with him 
across immense expanses of silent 
snow with the valleys opening 
magnificently ahead of us on the 
left and right and the great peaks 
soaring into the heayens beyond 
them. It was a unique, almost 
religious, experience. Not a single 
track of another ski could be 
seen in the sweep of snow ahead 
of us, as we did our best to 
imitate the graceful, almost deli- 
cate parallel turns that M. Flo- 
tron made all the way down the 
long, gradual slope. Once he 
paused to stare at the silent Alps 
around us and said: “This is what 
skiing is all about. Skiing is not 
all ski runs. It is meant to get us 
on the open slopes, to take us up 
to the high mountains where we 
can touch the springs of life.” 
He went on to tell us how his 
50 years of experience as a 
skier and climber had convinced 
him that the mountains were to 
the West what yoga is to the 
East—a way of achieving contact 
with the “Great Soul” of the 
world. 

i was simultaneously amazed 
and humble. Here we were on an 
unspoiled slope in the heart of 
the Swiss Alps discussing philos- 
ophy with a man for whom these 
mountains were a way of life. 
Here was a skiing dividend that 
only Switzerland could offer. 

It took us almost an hour to 
complete our trip down the moun- 
tain. At the bottom we _ said 
good-by to M. Flotron, and he 
paid us a handsome compliment: 
“In three more days you would 
be really good skiers.” Then in an 
impassive philosophic manner he 
added, “In two weeks I can make 
a skier out of anyone.” 

Seven days later, after a fas- 
cinating week enjoying Paris with 
the Parisians, we were gourmet- 
ing our Swissair way back across 
the Atlantic. As far as skiing in 
Switzerland goes, we had only one 
problem left to solve. How to save 
enough money to get us and our 
children back again next year.

When the repairmat 
wont come 


You may have to fix that dripping faucet yourself. 


An expert tells you how to solve 


the ten most annoying household problems 


Few people would argue that the 
vanishing repairman rates high 
as a very frustrating household 
problem. But next time a break- 
down occurs, don’t panic be- 
cause no one heeds your pleas for 
service help. I’ve found that an 
appliance often stops working be- 
cause a child or the family pet 
accidentally jarred loose the 
plug. Or what may seem like a 
major structural defect, with your 
house seemingly on the verge of 
imminent collapse, usually turns 
out to be nothing more alarming 
than the noise of squirrels on the 
roof, or a few harmless hammer- 
like sounds in the water pipes. 

You can root out the causes 
and correct the problems in many 
more cases than you probably 
imagine. Here are what I’ve found 
to be the ten most annoying 
breakdowns, along with sugges- 
tions for doing something about 
them on your own: 


1. Washer or dryer stops 


One or the other accounts for 
more household service calls than 
anything else in residential Amer- 
ica today. If either or both stop 
working, begin your investigation 
at the controls. See that they are 
set properly. Then check the elec- 
tric plug. Has it been jarred 
away from the socket? Press it in 
firmly to find out. If your washer 
is the culprit, make certain some- 
one hasn’t accidentally turned off 
the hot- or cold-water supply. 

Still no luck? Then have a look 
at the main electric box (where 
the house fuses or circuit break- 
ers are located). Let’s say a new 
fuse solves the problem: your 
machine begins again, and in two 
minutes, pow! It stops once more. 
Now you can be reasonably cer- 
tain you’ve overloaded the ma- 
chine. The strain of spinning a 
heavy load is simply too much for 
the apparatus. Lighten the load. 
If that doesn’t work, turn the 
power off and look for a bobby 


pin or coin that may have spilled 


from someone’s pants pocket and. 


caught in the rotating mecha- 
nism. If there are still no signs of 


life, get out the instruction man-— 


ual you received with the new 
machine, and read the section, 


“Before you call the repairman.” | 


The odds are good that this lit- 


tle ritual will get your machine | 


operating again, and save you the 


$10 service charge for a $5-an-— 


hour serviceman and his $5-an- 
hour truck. 


2. Leaky faucet 


On a faucet with separate han- | 


dles for “hot” and “cold.” this 


maddening drip is usually caused | 


by a worn-out washer inside the 
neck of the faucet. 

Begin by turning off the water 
at the shut-off valve below the 
washbasin, or at the main water- 
supply inlet (where the water 
meter is). Now, there’s a screw 
holding the handle to the stem. 
Remove it, and lift off the handle. 
With a wrench, firmly, but gently 
(no jerks) loosen the large collar 
nut on the outside and at the base 
of the stem. Unscrew this collar 
and lift out the stem. As you re- 
move each part, lay it out in or- 
der, so you can put everything 
cack in reverse order. To avoid 
marring the faucet finish, wrap 
a cloth or tape around the collar 
before you use the wrench. 

At the base of the stem you’ve 
just removed is another screw, 
holding in the washer. Take out 
the screw, remove the washer and 
replace it with a new one simi- 
larly sized. Put everything back, 
and presto, you will have a non- 
drip faucet—and a nice feeling 
of personal triumph. 

A single-lever faucet is another 
story. In the first place, curing 
the drip is an engineering ad- 
vance claimed by most manufac- 
turers for this unit. Nothing is 
perfect, though, so if a drip does 
occur, check the instructions that

came with the faucet. There 
ought to be an exploded drawing 
of the faucet. explaining and 
naming each part. The manufac- 
turer, as a rule, indicates what 
parts are likely to need replacing 
—the possible source of the drip. 
Often, he makes a repair kit just 
for his faucet. However, if the 
single-lever faucet baffles you, 
call the plumber and wait it out. 
He'll come eventually. and his re- 
pair may save you from damag- 
ing the entire unit. 


3. Appliances refuse to run 


Apply to the refrigerator, range, 
dishwasher, or toaster the same 
logical check recommended for a 
washer and dryer. For example, a 
youngster may have playfully or 
accidentally turned off the refrig- 
erator thermostat. Or the manual 
switch on the electric range may 
be set the wrong way. And so on. 


4. Toilet tank stops working 


Jiggle the handle. No effect? 
Then the trouble’s inside. Remove 
the top from the tank, and push 
down the handle again. You can 
see whether (a) the arm connect- 
ing handle and lift wire on the 
ball is stuck or broken; (hb) 
whether the flush ball is seated 
tight enough to prevent leakage; 
or (c) if the float is bent, broken, 
or stuck. Cleaning and _ or 
straightening the parts may put 
the tank back into working order. 
If you see a part that needs re- 
placing, you'll find a new one 
like it at the hardware or plumb- 
ing-supply store. 


5. Clogged-up sink or toilet 


Get out the rubber plunger, fa- 
miliarly called a “plumber’s help- 
er.” Place the cone of the plunger 
completely over the drain open- 
ing, and see that the cone is coy- 
ered with water. Work the plung- 
er up and down with firm, even 
strokes. Don’t give up easily. Per- 
sistence is often needed to dis- 
lodge a really stubborn clog. Oc- 
casionally lift the plunger out. If 
the sink the 
water will rush out. 

After applying the plunger 
technique to a toilet, you'll have 
to flush to see if it works. If that

fails, use an auger. hard- 
auger to dislodge foreign matter 
from pipes. Investing in an auger 
may just save you the cost of 


a plumber’s unnecessary visit. 


Most drains start acting sus- 
piciously sluggish before clog- 
ging up completely. At the first 
sign, a good stitch-in-time mea- 
sure is to apply a chemical sink 
cleaner. Be sure to follow the in- 
structions on the container. 


6. No house heat 


(This usually happens on the 
coldest day of the year.) Turn 
the thermostat up about five de- 
grees over the room temperature 
reading on the thermostat, and 
the heater may pop on. If not, be 
sure the controls are set right. 
An automatic day-night, or sum- 
mer-winter themostat should be 
set for the right cycle and sea- 
son, for example. Next, remove 
the thermostat and clean 
the contacts by gently sliding a 
business card back and forth he- 
tween them. 

Doesn’t work? Then be sure 
that certain other key switches 
are free of gremlins. The main 
on-off switch often located at the 
top of the basement 
sometimes turned off by someone 
who thinks he’s turning off the 
basement lights. Be sure it’s on. 

If you have hot-water and/or 
oil heat, push the red “reset” but- 
ton usually found on the circula- 
tor pump and oil burner. These 
motors often stop because of a

Don’t use a screwdriver. It can 
leave ugly gouge marks. That’s 


also the reason for working on 
the outside of the window. 

If there’s still no movement, 
try to pry open the jammed sec- 
tion and force in beeswax. No suc- 
cess? Then you’ve come to the 
end of the line, and you'll simply 
have to put extra pressure on a 
carpenter to come remove the 
window and plane the sash down. 

A window that opens up or out 
on hinges—the awning or case- 
ment. variety—generally — sticks 
because of a stiff hinge or stiff 
operating mechanism. Wipe all 
hinges clean and squirt dry pow- 
dered graphite lubricant on them

Re- 
move the door; back off the 
hinge-plate screws; clean the 
wood; fill the screw holes with a 
rolled piece of cardboard or a 
softwood plug; then, with longer 
screws, remount the hinge. Some- 
times, if the door frame is askew, 
you can correct the tilt with a 
cardboard or thin wood shim be- 
tween the hinge and frame. 


Of course, other not-so-common 
breakdowns will occasionally 
plague you. If so, there’s often no 
need to wait for a repairman. 

Arm yourself with a good book 
on the care and upkeep of ‘houses. 
One I recommend is “How to Fix 
Almost Everything” by Stan 
Schuler ($4.95, Lippincott). An- 
other good one is: “America’s 


Handyman Book” ($8.95, Scrib- 
ners). 

And a closing word in defense 
of the missing repairman. While 
it’s true that some local contrac- 
tors adopt a rather cavalier atti- 
tude toward answering your plea 
for help, the majority are gen- 
uinely swamped with work, and 
quite honestly haven’t the time to 
break away and replace a washer 
on a faucet, or put in a new pane. 
This has come about because of 
the growing complexity of house- 
hold equipment (which means 
more chances for breakdowns) 
and a shrinking supply of skilled 
labor. 

That’s why the best answer is 
often to tackle the problem your- 
self. It’s amazing how many times 
you can solve your own problem, 
and save the price of dinner out at 
your favorite restaurant while do- 
ing it. &

The strawberry that made good 


Hail to thee, blithe strawberry 
with your white stars for blos- 
soms, trifoliate greenery, and 
scarlet fruit of beauty, fragrance, 
and flavor! 

Strange as it seems now in the 
fullness of your acceptance, you 
were valued for your lovely flow- 
ers long before people learned to 
enjoy your delicious fruit. 

Your early European forebears 
(Fragaria vesca) were of ex- 
quisite flavor if we may judge 
them by their lineal descendants, 
but so small that picking enough 
to fill a basket was a trial equal- 
ly to one’s patience and one’s 
back. 

But a romantic development 
changed all this in the 1600's, 
and launched the blushing straw- 
berry on its career to fame. 
Vesca of Europe was introduced 


to swashbuckling Fragarias from . 


America: chiloensis, whose fruit 
was the largest, and virginiana, 
whose leaves were the greatest, 
the one clearly from Chile and 
the other from Virginia. 

Several marriages took place, 
and all lived happily ever after. 
Their progeny prospered, too, 
and from them are descended 
our modern strawberries with the 
size of America and the flavor of 
Europe. 

While cynics are likely to say 
that every rose has its thorns, no 
such flaw has ever been found in 
this splendid new strawberry: no 
need to peel, no need to remove 
large

ing prize. 

Medicine and the strawberry 
have crossed paths through the 
centuries, as we see in The Grete 
Herball, published in London in 
1526. In these ancient pages we 
learn that “Fragaria is an herbe 
called straberry. It groweth in 
woodes and greenes, and shadowy 
places. It is pryncypally 
agaynst all evylles of the mylt.” 

(What done lately 
about the evylles of your mylt? 


good 
have you 


So far as we can tell, the mylt -»as 
what we now call the spleen. This 
in earlier days was by some as- 
sumed to be the “seat of melan- 
choly,” though a dissident faction 
had the effrontery to call it “the 
seat of mirth.” Now our scientists 
are not so sure, though they think 
it effects changes in the blood, 
which could easily accommodate 
both points of view.) 
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Whatever your special personal 
situation, the “straberry’” may 
help: “The uice therof drunken 
with hony profyteth mervaylous- 
ly.” This advice comes straight 
from The Grete Herbal. 

It was during these very years 
and centuries that the lovely vesca 
strawberry found the road to suc- 
cess and fame rather difficult. Her 
beauty made it impossible to for- 
get her: she was being trans- 
planted continually from _ the 
woods to the fashionable gar- 
dens, and yet there was no deny- 
ing the smallness of her fruit. 


Debut at the Tuileries 


Like many beauties of the time, 
vesca was helped on her way by a 
very important sponsor. King 
Charles V of France, who directed 
his gardener to plant 1200 fraises 
des bois in those royal gardens 
we now know as providing such a 
beautiful setting for the Louvre. 

Haven’t seen any strawberries 
there lately, neither in the Tuiler- 
ies nor anywhere else along the 
Seine. Perhaps one’s attention is 
captured too completely by the 
gouvernantes and their pink- 
cheeked charges. Or perhaps the 
strawberries have long since lost 
heart because of the energetic 
harvesting of the all-too-hungry 
children. 

In any case it was long atter 
the time of King Charles V that 
the visitors from Chile and Vir- 
ginia put vesca’s career on the 
high road. She had always had 
beauty, and these Americans gave 
her everything else. Parkinson in 
1629 reported that “Master Quee- 
ster, the postmaster, first brought 
them [the large strawberries | into 
our country, but I know of no man 
so industrious in the carefull 
planting and bringing them to 
perfection in that plentiful maner 
as Master Vincent Sion who dwelt 
on the Banck side, neer the old 
Paris garden staires, who from 
seven rootes, as hee affirmed to 
me, in one yeare and a halfe, 
planted halfe an acre of ground 
with the increase from them, be- 
sides those he gave away to his 
friends, and with him I have 
seene such, and of that bignesse 
before mentioned.” The Paris 
gardens referred to are in South- 
wark, a borough on the out- 
skirts of London, celebrated less 
in Parkinson’s day for Master 
Sion’s strawberries than for the 
then-popular sports of bear-bait- 
ing and bull-baiting, and perhaps 
almost as much, earlier and later, 
for the Globe Theatre. where 
Shakespeare presented most of his 
plays. 

Parkinson’s observations seem 


comparatively modern history 
when one notes that during many 
previous centuries children had 
been taking straws from the hay 
and spearing their forest-gathered 
berries to produce colorful pre- 
Popsicles with a view to selling 
them as refreshment at the Fairs. 
then the great social institutions 
of the humble people. The straws 
as a means of packaging and 
convenience of handling might be 
supposed to have given the fruit 
its name, though there are many 
explanations. One of the best is 
that their berries drooped close 
to the ground and that this called 
for a protective cushion; why not 
straw? 

The brochetted strawberries 
were being hawked at the Lon- 
don Fairs in 1430, as we know 
from John Lidgate’s song: 


London Lickpenny 


Then unto London I dyde me hye 

Of all the land it bearyth the 
pryse: 

“Gode pescode,” one began to cry, 

Straberry rype and cherrys in 
the ryse. 


What an utterly charming world 
in which children looked ahead to 
the Fairs and hoped to make a 
few pennies by selling such inno- 
cent products as “straberry rype 
and cherrys in the ryse”! 


French taste buds 


Across the Channel one finds 
the Parisians affecting to be blasé, 
yet in fact highly susceptible to 
many excitements, and perhaps 
in no other area more than that 
of the taste buds. Well, almost no 
other area. From early spring on, 
there is a barrage of culinary ex- 
citements. 

The most exciting day is that 
on which la fraise des bois ar- 
rives. “Ah, la fraise!” exclaim 
those dining at my favorite Chez 
Lescure and a hundred other good 
restaurants in Paris. “Ah, la 
fraise!” And whatever the other 
high points of the evening, this will 
be remembered in the morning. 

Undoubtedly the most elegant 
way of serving la fraise is Fraises 
Marie Louise. a dish created for 
a queen, and by no means recom- 
mended to the harried housewife 
or career woman who has to hustle 
home and prepare things in a 
hurry. But for those who are un- 
discouraged, you start with an oy- 
enware tureen, cover the bottom 
with cookie crumbs—perhaps 
macaroons. Spoon in well-chilled 
vanilla ice cream until the tureen 
is three-quarters full. Then add a 
layer of chilled strawberries pre-

viously soaked in such a liqueur 
as Grand Marnier. Over this 
spread a layer of meringue flay- 
ored with mandarin juice. Place 
under broiler until meringue is 
brown. Decorate with almond- 
paste figures, perhaps of rabbits 
or doves. Cover all with a cloud 
of spun sugar, and bring to the 
table in a platter of chopped ice. 

If you should carry off such a 
masterpiece and fail to receive 


applause, you might consider 
crossing out all those guests’ 


names from your invitation list. 

Lest dieters be alarmed by the 
apparent caloric abundance of 
Fraises Marie Louise, let it be 
said at once that strawberries are 
rich in vitamins and minerals, yet 
rate comparatively low in calor- 
ies. They are high in iron, phos- 
phorus, kalium, thiamine (vita- 
min B,), carotene (vitamin A), 
riboflavin (vitamin Bz), and as- 
corbic acid (vitamin C). As to 
their caloric content, there are 
several methods for assessing it. 
One assesses a cup of the fresh 
fruit as being charged with 54 cal- 
ories, another a ten-ounce pack- 
age of the frozen, in syrup, at 
300. Others weigh in ten “large” 
strawberries at 40 calories, and 
half a cup of the frozen, in syrup, 
at 90. 


Pick your own 


People who have the good luck 
to live or visit in Maryland be- 
tween Baltimore and Washington 
eat, in season, some of the best 
strawberries in the world. They 
stop by at the Glendale, Mary- 
land, farm of Dr. George McMil- 
lan Darrow, go into his fields, 
pick as many quarts as they wish, 
and pay for them on a very rea- 
sonable basis. This “pick your 
own” way of doing things is the 
only way to be sure that your _ 
strawberries are ripe and _ fresh, 
and at the same time the master 
work of one of the world’s great- 
est breeders of strawberries, Dr.

Then yoi 
drill 20 or 30 holes roughly thre) 
inches in diameter up the barrel’ 
sides—at intervals of your choice 
but at least three inches apart 
Now start filling the barrel -witl 
a mixture of equal parts of goo¢ 
loam and rotted manure or com 
post mixed with six ounces o 
bone meal per bushel, tucking inte 
the barrel from outside the roots 
of a strawberry plant (from you 
garden center) as you come tc 
each hole—until you have filled 
the barrel. Then root another half. 
dozen plants, well spaced, at the 
top. 

This heroic undertaking should 
then be established on the terrace, 
placing it on bricks or something 
of the same size and nature to 
give clearance for drainage. Wa- 
ter copiously at the top, and wa- 


ier continually though moder- 
ately during the summer. Pre- 


cisely the same method should be 
followed with the elegant ceramic 
barrel. 

Either way of growing city 
strawberries will very likely pro- 
vide a beautiful decoration, as 
well as delicious fruit. A word of 
caution: Seating arrangements on 
the terrace should be carefully 
considered since there is a kind 
of guest who would hail your 
blithe strawberries with such en-

Interior design experts take the mystery 


out of choosing and using Orientals 


The Arabian Nights aura that 
still clings to Oriental rugs may 
account for the mystique that baf- 
fles many women who want to use 
them today. A mind-boggling ar- 
ray of rug types, each with hun- 
dreds of different designs and of- 
ten with dual spellings and pro- 
nunciations of unfamiliar names 
adds to the confusion of selecting 
Orientals for decorating schemes. 
But according to top interior 
designers, there need be no exotic 
mystique surrounding Oriental 
rugs. Simple basic guidelines for 
choosing and using them are the 
same as those that govern other 
major decorating units. Follow 
these guidelines, using your own 
individual taste and flair, and you 
can bring off a decorating coup 
whether you're starting from 
seratch and beginning with a rug, 
or choosing an Oriental rug to 
fit into an existing room plan. 
If you start with’a rug, begin 
by drawing up a layout of your 
room, showing its size and shape, 
its traffic patterns, and the group- 
ings of major pieces of furniture, 
advises Melanie Kahane, whose 
exuberant talents add great pa- 
nache to the rooms she decorates.

You'll need 
to take into consideration how 
much floor you want to show; at 
least two feet of floor is usual.

al is to place an Oriental where 
light—as you look toward the in- 
terior of a room—falls on the 
rug to enhance its flow of luster. 
Not to do this is to lose half, if 
not all, of a rug’s silky shimmer. 

-More placement guidelines: a 
dining-room rug should be able to 
accommodate both table and 
chairs, even when chairs are 
pulled out. Very fine old Orien- 
tals, especially silk ones, should 
be placed where they receive only 
light traffic. 

Although an Oriental can grace 
a room with any kind of décor— 
from Jacobean to pure Camp, 
from city mix to country blend— 
Interior Designer William Pahl- 
mann, whose influence helped 
spark today’s vogue for Orientals, 
believes in choosing a type to 
complement the style of room 
you’re furnishing. 

In a slightly formal room of 
any genre, he likes to use a finely 
woven rug, as exquisite as petit 
point, with a pattern as precise 
and sophisticated as that of a 
Kirman, an Ispahan, or a Sarouk. 
These are characterized as city- 
made Orientals. In a more infor- 
mal bedroom, dining room, up- 
stairs sitting room, or on stairs, 
stair landings, and in hallways 
he uses the more informal village 
and tribal rugs. These primitive 
designs of shepherd weavers have 
geometric or rectilinear patterns, 
coarser weaves, and bolder col- 
ors. Excellent examples are to be 
found in the colorful Afshars, 
the exuberantly brilliant Kashkai 
and Turkoman rugs. Although 
patterns are primitive, nomadic 
rugs have great decorative piz- 
ZaZZ. 


The Today look 


But what kind of Oriental makes 
the best foil for a contemporary 
room with the glass, chrome, and 
steel look? 

From Mr. Pahlmann the answer 
is: “If you want a smashing ef- 
fect. use an exotically patterned 
Oushak, which is a Turkish Ori- 
ental, a Persian Tabriz, or an 
Afghan with a gul, a large repeti- 
tious octagonal pattern in an all- 
over design. Or use a Bokhara 
with smaller guls in the center 
field, or a Caucasian design with 
geometrical figures in rusty reds, 
blues. greens, golds, and ivory 
repeated in a beautiful border. 

When lavish pattern and bold 
colors are reflected in stainless 
steel, glass walls, or Lucite ta- 
bletops, Mr. Pahlmann cites the 
extra dividend of richness you get 
from the red reds and electric 
blues of Oriental rugs. 


A contemporary room scheme 
plotted around a Bessarabian rug 
by Angelo Donghia reflects this 
young designer’s fresh viewpoint 
and sophisticated daring—he 
scoffs at the old dicta. To the 
sprawling red and purple flowers 
centered in the rug’s black-brown 
background, Donghia cues in a 
black patent-leather wallcover- 
ing, a mix of steel and glass fur- 
niture, and mauve velvet uphol- 
stery. For accents, he uses white 
plastic shelving, ox-blood porce- 
lain accessories, and big squashy 
cushions covered with mauve-col- 
ored East Indian prints. 

An Oriental rug has a built-in 
color scheme. All interior design- 
ers want to tap the glowing col- 
ors by repeating them in a room’s 
furnishings, not only for wall- 
coverings, draperies, and uphol- 
stery but for accessories as small 
as cloisonné boxes and porcelain 
plates. 

“Tf a rug thas twelve colors,” 
says Designer Michael Greer, fa- 
mous for his unerring color sense, 
“T might use anywhere from two 
to six of them for wallcoverings, 
curtains, upholstery, and acces- 
sories. I like to see pale. faded 
colors in an Oriental rug 
strengthened in the accessories 
that you tie in with it.” 

Where pastel coloring is pre- 
ferred for its eye appeal and rest- 
ful effect, as for bedrooms, Mr. 
Greer likes to use Chinese rugs 
for their soft, subtle chinoiserie 
colors. He prefers faded-out old 
rugs to new ones with insipid 
colors. 

Where strong colors are used, 
you'd do well, he says, to take 
every color swatch and paint chip 
home and lay it on your rug. 

He agrees with other designers 
that the color of furniture and up- 
holstery grouped closest to a rug 
should always get major consider- 
ation in cuing in your room colors. 

If you’re eager to cut a color 
swathe, using the currently styl- 
ish pattern-on-pattern scheme, 
make an Oriental rug one of the 


seemingly endless profusion of 


“prints” you use. To create an 
engaging arabesque-like retreat 
worthy of an Arabian Nights 


princess, decorate a small room or 
an alcove, says Melanie Kahane.

Complementing existing design 


So much for integrating an Ori- 
ental rug into a room you deco- 
rate from scratch. What about 
fitting an Oriental rug into a 
room scheme you already have? 

You may be in for a painstak- 
ing search to find a rug that har- 
monizes in size, type. and colors 
with your furnishings. But revers- 
ing the order doesn’t faze Kath- 
erine Lancaster, a leading Boston 
interior designer. She exults over 
finding an almost exact twin for 
an area rug she already had on 
her foyer floor. William PahlImann 
was also able to find a rug that 
could be fitted into his living room 
without having to throw out a 
cushion or an ashtray. 

But usually when you bring an 
Oriental into an existing room 
scheme, adjustments and regroup- 
ings are necessary. This may 


mean a search for rug size, type, 
and colors; it may mean reuphol- 
stering, changing accessories, and 
even scrapping your curtains. But 
so valuable a treasure. which may 
well be handed down as a family 
heirloom with an increase in 
value, is entitled to assume the 
role of a fiddler calling the tunes. 

What about young rugs, old 
rugs, and middle-aged rugs? Ori- 
ental rugs, handmade in coun- 
tries of the Orient, are divided, 
according to the Oriental Rug Im- 
porters Association, into these 
groups: Antiques are 100 or more 
years old: semi-antiques, between 
50 and 100. “Used” rugs are those 
used—but never walked on with 
shoes—in the country of their 
origin, and can be of any age un- 
der 50 years. Rugs used in this 
country are often referred to as 
“old” or “estate” rugs. New and 
unused rugs are those Orientals 
made recently in patterns derived 
from traditional designs. Many 
adapted to the tastes and deco- 
rating caprices of American 
homes are custom-made to de- 
sign and color specifications. ™

Swedish ingenuity 


The trends toward industrialized 
housing continue worldwide. 
More evidence reached our office 
recently from Sweden. There, 
Skanska Cementgjuteriet, of Mal- 
mo, has been  factory-building 
whole kitchens and baths since 
1957. Refrigerator, range, oven, 
cabinets, shower, toilet. basin, 
and the plumbing wall between 
the kitchen and bath (or baths) 
are installed in the factory. Then 
the entire unit is shipped by truck 
or rail to the building site. lifted 
by crane onto the foundation, and 
connected. Then the builder com- 
pletes the house around this core, 
called. logically enough, “The 
Heart.” 

Has it taken hold? Well, Skan- 
ska now turns out about 1,300 
units a year; has set up franchises 
in Finland, West Germany, and 
Italy, and is presently negoti- 
ating to operate a franchise in the 
United States. As with all ven- 
tures in prebuilding, The Heart 
is aimed at cutting building costs 
for homes and apartments. 


Fifty-year mortgages? 


A cartoon seen recently in The 
Wall Street Journal pictures a 
young husband and wife inspect- 
ing a model house. The salesman 
is telling them: “We can tailor 
the mortgage so it will tie in 
comfortably with your retire- 
ment benefits and Medicare.” 

I chuckled . . . until I remem- 
bered that some responsible peo- 
ple in the housing industry have 
begun to suggest 40- and 50-year 
mortgages as a way out of the 
financing dilemma now facing 
many families who need a house. 
Fifty-year mortgages! My up- 
bringing rebels. I can easily recall 
the time when retiring a mortgage 
quickly gave one a sense of moral 
satisfaction. It was a goal to be 
sought energetically. 

Of course, times have changed. 
There is today even a reluctance 
to pay off a mortgage. At income- 
tax time, those interest-payment 
deductions are a comfort. Then, 
too, when compared to rent, which 
is all outgo, payments on a 50- 
year mortgage grow more attrac- 
tive. If it happens, you can be 
sure interest rates will be higher. 
Lenders will insist on a greater 
return for such a long risk, and 
rightly so. 

But despite higher rates, 
monthly payments stretched over 
50 years would be less than for 
a 25-year mortgage at lower rates. 
It would follow that more people 
could qualify to buy a home. This 
would relieve some of the pent- 
up demand for housing. And the 
new vigor in residential construc- 
tion would lift considerable pres- 
sure on inflationary trends. Per- 
haps it’s not such a bad idea after 


all. What do you think? 
Year-long vacation 


Tired of sameness in suburbia? 
The clamor of cities? There are 
signs on the horizon now pointing 
to a new kind of year-round liy- 
ing. Reston in Virginia is one ex- 
ample. Columbia, Maryland. is 
another. They go by the name 
“new towns,” but strictly speak- 
ing, they are communities in 
which permanent homes mingle 
with man-made boating and swim- 
ming lakes, tennis courts, golf 
courses, picnic grounds in tree- 
rich parks, and community cen- 
ters used for a long list of activ- 
ities.

Humidity for Hawthorne 


If Nathaniel Hawthorne were liy- 
ing in The House of the Seven 
Gables this winter, he’d feel much 
more comfortable than he might 
have in 1850. For the house, which 
stands today as a historic land- 
mark in Salem, Massachusetts, is 
protected by a humidifier. Ther- 
mostatically controlled humidity 
helps preserve the beautiful fab- 
rics and irreplaceable furnish- 
ings, as well as the fine wood 
paneling and wide-board wood 
flooring in the house. By keeping 
the air from turning desert-dry. a 
humidifier (in this case, a Carrier 
unit) keeps fabrics from drying 
out and growing brittle and pre- 
vents wood from shrinking and 
splitting. Visitors to the old house 
are more comfortable, too. Dry 
air turns throats dry and scratchy 
and increases the likelihood of 
static electricity. 

While on the subject, you 
might be interested to know an- 
other company has entered the 
business. Eaton, Yale & Towne, 
famous for its locks and _hard- 
ware and long in the automobile 
air-conditioning field, has devel- 
oped two powered furnace humid- 
ifiers for either duct or plenum 
mounting, which means, of 
course, that they are designed to 
function with a forced-warm-air 
heating system. Lime formation, 
a universal problem with humid- 
ifiers (hard water is virtually ey- 
erywhere today), is reduced in 
the new Yale units by a cycled 
centrifugal pump that automati- 
cally flushes the unit every six 
hours of furnace-blower opera- 
tion. The company is also produc- 
ing a portable humidifier for 
apartments. For more details, 
check with local heating contrac-

Enclosed is $ 
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Alien V. Kneese, an economist, 
saw his title hold true—assuming 
nothing more were done than is 
already done to bring about a 
change. Among the fresh ways 
Mr. Kneese suggested to ap- 
proach the problem is a plan that 
would tax polluters relative to 
the amount of pollution they gen- 
erate. It’s not quite so simple, of 
course. but that’s the essence of 
the concept. 

Levying a pollution tax is ap- 
parently gathering more parti- 
sans, at least among educators 
and researchers. Latest to join 
the fray is Dr. Aaron J. Teller, 
Dean of Cooper Union School of 
Engineering and Science. His ap- 
proach is a bit more sweeping. 
He proposes a tax on wastes 
pumped into our environment 
to (a) pay for the immediate 
damage and (b) compensate fu- 
ture generations for loss of nat- 
ural resources. So he said re- 
cently in a speech to the 62nd 
annual meeting of the Air Pollu- 
tion Control Association. 

Could there be a movement 
afoot? Might we see cleaner wa- 
ter and air in our lifetimes? It 
sounds possible. 


More evidence of change 


In 1950, vinyl pipe for drain, 
waste, and vent systems in houses 
was barely more than a concept 
in the minds of a few chemists. 
In 1968, 325.000 installations of 
polyvinyl chloride (PVC) pip- 
ing went into homes and com- 
mercial structures throughout the 
U.S. And another 300,000 chlori- 
nated PVC piping jobs connected 
hot- and cold-water distribution 
systems in America. 

It is increasingly clear that 
changes in house construction 
are taking place, though some of 
the time it may not seem so. And 
these are basic changes, brought 
on by intense pressure from the 
market-place to produce the same 
amount of permanent shelter for 
less money. PVC pipe, a product 
with installed costs ranging from 
slightly less to considerably be- 
low costs for metal pipe, is an 
outstanding example. In fact, 
one of the most dramatic, con- 
tinuing changes in buildings has 


to be the remarkable quantity 
and variety of plastics used, 
from relatively straightforward 
PVC’s to rather esoteric epoxies. 


To clean aluminum siding 


Color finishes on aluminum siding 
today generally last for 15 years, 
and, under favorable conditions, 
as many as 25 years. That’s a 
pleasant thought when you con- 
sider the cost of repainting a 
house. But aluminum siding, like 
everything else, gets dirty after 
a time. Many ads claim you can 
clean the surface easily with wa- 
ter from a garden hose. True, as 
long as only ordinary dirt and 
dust collect on the aluminum 
finish. If discoloration occurs be- 
cause of deposits from industrial 
pollution in the air, water and a 
mild liquid detergent will usually 
take it off. Grease, tar, or an oil- 
based calking compound comes 
off with an application of mineral 
spirits. And for mildew spots 
(which may occur in an area of 
high humidity), mix up the fol- 
lowing: 13 cup detergent, 7 cup 
Soilex, 1 qt. of Clorox, 3 qts. 
of water. After applying any 
cleanser, wash the aluminum sur- 
face with clear water. Never use 
strong cleansers in concentrated 
form or abrasives of any kind. 
These tips delivered from a group 
that ought to know, the Alumi- 
num Siding Assoc. 


Replace a broken pane 


Now that you can do it more eas- 
ily than with putty and putty 
knife, installing a new glass pane 
ought to be a breeze. A cartridge 
of glazing compound with a noz- 
zle that spreads the material per- 
fectly on the first try is the tool 
that makes the job easier. Car- 
tridge fits into a standard calking 
gun, and will deliver compound 
to glaze approximately 25 lineal 
feet of joint between sash and 
glass. Cost for one cartridge is 
around $1, and calking guns (in 
case you don’t have one) range 
from 49 cents to a couple of dol- 
lars, depending on quality. Name 
of the new compound is Handi- 
Glaze, and its maker: Gibson-

Ten 
commandments 
for 
the proper framing 
of pictures 


1. The width and pattern of the molding must bear rela- 
tionship to the design and “weight” of the picture. A painting 
with simple, uncomplicated design calls for a plain molding; 
a much-detailed composition is best balanced by a rich design 
in the frame, with ornamentation called for. 


2. A receding molding (one slanting toward the wall) or a 
rather flat profile will suit two-dimensional paintings best. 


3. A concave molding (one slanting toward the painting) 
will enhance the feeling of perspective suggested by a com- 
position in depth. 


HOUSE BEAUTIFU 


4. Strong. bold patterns (such as in Rouault’s paintings) 
demand powerful lines in the frame, to contain the composi- 
tion. 


5. A delicate, feathery, airy composition (such as a 
Vertes) calls for the same “frivolous” feeling in the frame. 


6. A linear composition (such as a Feininger) calls for a 
repeat of this fine, lineal quality in the frame. 


7. Inserts, or contrasting colors, will help to separate the 
ornamentation or pronounced color in a frame from those in 
the picture and will enhance the feeling of perspective. 


8. Mats for watercolors and prints should be chosen to 
accentuate the significant colors. White is seldom ever right, 
because it tends to flatten the picture and darken it by con- 
trast. 


9. Only in the matter of glass protection do pastels and 
watercolors call for special treatment. A gouache can be as 
strong in color and pattern as any oil, and should be framed 
accordingly. 


10. Key the colorings in frames to hues in the picture. A 
general guide is that warmly toned pictures (in which reds, 
browns, and yellows predominate) are most appropriate in 
warm-toned frames; whereas cool colors (blues, greens, blue- 
blacks, whites) are likely to go best in frames that have 
silvery or similar cool tones.

What, really, is sophistication 
in design? For one expert 
in the field, it is a phrase filled 


with subtle shades of meaning 


THE 


sophisticated eye, the rare and 
enviable capacity for true dec- 
orating, is the ability to place 
and arrange objects in a partic- 
. . the authorita- 
tive juxtaposition of texture and form, 
color and pattern . . . the assured mixture 
of periods and styles, solidity and light- 
ness. It is brilliant variations on one 
color. It is knowing what to light. what 
to leave; when to spoof, when to stop. 
The sophisticated eye has a sense of 


ularly compelling way . 


the tactile, the daring, and by all means 
—why not?—an unusual and subtle en- 
joyment of the artificial. But above all. it 
has a heightened awareness and enjoy- 
ment of extreme simplicity. It is, perhaps, 
in this enshrinement of simplicity that 
sophistry lies. The effect of true simplic- 
ity is difficult to achieve. In this age of 
technocracy, we have come to savor in- 
ordinately the complication and delicacy 
of a single flower. The Earl of Snowdon, 
when asked a year ago to produce a series 
of photographs for a prestige calendar. 
asked if he might do flowers in his own 
way. in his own time. The results of his 
intensive camera care are so sculptural. 
so tactile, so erotic, as to be quite star- 
tling. Flora, he might have entitled them. 
de-flowered. A simple subject; a sophisti- 
cated eye. 

He showed this same projection of the 
simple in his treatment of Caernarvon Cas- 
tle for the Prince of Wales’s Investiture in 
Britain in July. The impression was of 
medieval joyousness, more simple tian 
the professional purveyors of pomp and 
ceremony would have liked: a compound 
of ancient stone and flaring Plexiglas. 
scarlet and white banners. blue slate, and 
unadorned grass. Here the sophistication 
shows in the appreciation. and in a sense 
the exaggeration, of natural ingredients.

The sophisticated eye delights courageous- 
ly in exaggeration. Here, around a needle- 
point rug and a profusion of pattern, a 
traditional tartan from Clarence House in 
draperies, on a ceiling-high screen. as a 
table throw.

There is sophistication in putting down 
rush matting in the grandest room: in 
liking faded fabrics, and scrubbed wood- 
en tables. and earthenware plates, and 
masses of one flower bunched together 
rather than magnificent floral arrange- 
ments. The sophisticated eye will pre- 
serve old brick floors and paving and wide- 
plank floors, and will cherish battered. 
humble plaster walls and even subtly 
light them. 

Ben Thompson of Design Research and 
his English counterpart, Terence Conran, 
are blessed with the sophisticated eye. 
Simplicity, worthiness, the single object 
on a window sill. a great bowlful of nuts. 


a basket of fresh artichokes, a bowl of 
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brown eggs, a single daisy in a special 
jar, these are the things in their own 
homes that are arranged for maximum 
appreciation. The extraordinary appreci- 
ation of the natural; this is the under- 
lying philosophy that runs through the 
display of merchandise in their shops. 

Having a sophisticated eye means that 
you do not mind what the neighbors have. 
That you do not mind not having a Plexi- 
glas double bath, or your house in tones 
of good-taste beige and orange. You will 
get away with an old painted tin bath, 
and paint your floor boards red and pink, 
and paste brown paper on your walls. But 
you will be sure that you like whatever 
you do, and usually you are right. 

Sophistication, then, is also courage. It 
is experimenting with form and color 
and texture. It is suddenly deciding to 
have an all-transparent room, or painting 
strange motifs on the walls and ceiling, or 
pasting carpet all over your walls and 
covering your floor with bricks. 

Equally, the sophisticated eye is well 
at ease with fantasy. It is keeping a col- 
lection of judges’ wigs on stands in a win- 
dow embrasure: or painting a respected 
classical figure blue and putting it in a 
bird cage. It is punctuating your living 
room with great cardboard cutout palm 
trees. like painter David Hockney’s, or 
keeping a brace of giant-size 18th-century 
riding boots in your hall. 

If the sophisticated eye makes a car- 
dinal virtue out of simplicity, enjoys 
breaking with convention, and has a 
touch of the fantastic, it is also a keen 
eclectic. It delights in arranging a rasping 
African primitive painting over a demure 
17th-century ecclesiastical chest; in sur- 
mounting antique Roman heads with an- 
guished Francis Bacon cardinals; in put- 
ting a 5th-century B.c. Egyptian carving 
side by side with a Magritte; or hanging 
a Jackson Pollock near an Elizabethan 
turned chair.

Pared to the simplest of structural terms, the 
whited wood frame of this precision-made coun- 
try dwelling, designed by Architect Robert E.

s we sift out the major influences in 

current design and decorating—scale 

and the astonishing juxtaposition of ma- 

terials—the sophistication and the sim- 
plicity of it all belong strikingly to the work of 
Jean-Michel Frank, the genius of more than a gen- 
eration ago. The remembering and_ present-day 
duplicating are not sentimental costume-party 
mimicry, but the rightness of past accomplishment 
as contemporary as today. Jean-Michel Frank’s in- 
fluence is alive only because it is right. And it is 
right, right now. 

In the early 1920’s and continuing for aJmost 
two decades, Frank was the most sought-after in- 
terior designer in Paris. He was the favorite of 
cosmopolites, of “café society” of the time. He 
was an artist with a rare, offbeat talent. He went 
one step further than the Renaissance architects 
who built great cathedrals with the aid of a legion 
of dedicated craftsmen. Jean-Michel Frank called 
on Dali to devise screens and carpeting for his 
interiors, on Giacometti to contribute bas-relief for 
mantels and also lighting fixtures, and on Miré to 
scheme a tapestry for him. Frank was not just a 
designer of interiors, he was an impresario in the 
tradition of Diaghilev. He 
asked for and received 
the collaboration of di- 
verse talents to create the 
at-that-time “new” modern interior stripped of non- 
essentials but very warmly endowed with beauty 
and grace.

Pushing back the curtains of time to discover 
the heart of creativity, more often than not 
the sources of genius in a music or art or 
literary movement are individuals who 
emitted wide circles of kindling sparks. So 

it is with Jean-Michel Frank, an incredibly 
diverse designer whose talents came to 
profuse flowering in the 20's and 30's in 
Paris. House Beautiful presents an appraisal 
of his work and his influence by Alfred 
Auerbach, who has long been associated 
with the design and decorating world. 


age of 44, his contribution to a contemporary 
approach to design is gaining widening recognition. 
A few devoted colleagues, however, never forgot 
him, and a legend has been spun around his work, 
his personality, his firebrand mannerisms. A gifted 
West Coast designer, Frances Elkins, who was a 
close friend and devotee, frequently honored him 
in her work. 

What was it that made Frank’s expression so 
thoroughly individual, as individual and virtually 
as unprecedented as Debussy in music or Isadora 
Duncan in dance? It was a curious contradiction 
in forces. Austerity combined with sheer elegance. 
An economy of means fused with great luxury. 
Frank would strip an 18th-century chair of its 
extraneous details, and having revealed the carcass, 
would cover it with cowhide. He had a great predi- 
lection for treated, lacquered straw, which he em- 
ployed not just to cover 
furniture but for entire 
walls and ceilings, so that 
a room glowed softly as 
a jewel. A table or a commode would be covered 
with sharkskin or parchment. Skins and hides were 
constant favorites, so that a chair covered in pig- 
skin would rest on a sheepskin rug. Several lamp 
bases Frank designed were simply rough chunks 
of quartz or rock crystal with a meticulously pro- 
portioned shade of parchment or velvet. A table 
with a surface of mottled gesso resembling tortoise 
shell reflected Frank’s innovation with surfaces. 
Oak, a wood that he particularly favored, would

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terials. He turned his back on the Bauhaus impulse 
to design for the machine. It is this fusion of yes- 
terday and today that was his special imprint and 
makes his concepts so timely today when our 
search for identity and individuality finds a re- 
sponse in his exquisite esthetics. 

Reticence and restraint were inevitably the 
companions of his drive for sophisticated sim- 
plicity. (He had a closet full of dark gray suits.) 
White-on-white plus still more white was a major 
characteristic of many a Frank interior. Yet there 
was usually a single focal point that possessed un- 
contained flair and exuberance. A friend of his 
tells of a transatlantic voyage in which he coun- 
seled her on her costume for a gala evening. A 
simple black dress, no jewelry, but a great sash 
of poison green tied with a spontaneous gesture.

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What’s new on the wood horizon—and what’s beyond 


THE PANELED LOOK 


By JOHN H. INGERSOLL 


Which would you choose for your walls, a pale yellow floral 
or a wheat-colored, linenlike design? 

A question like that, set apart from the opposite page, 
could easily refer to fabric or paper wallcovering. In this 
case, the floral and fabric surfacings are two of the heady 
new styles developed for today’s prefinished wall panelings. 
While wood grains are still enormously popular (as the pho- 
tograph at left indicates), variations from this traditional 
theme steadily increase. For example, you can order a 
wall with the appearance and feel of leather, or decorate a 
room with panels that could easily be taken for patterned 
wallpaper. Stained wood panels—in rich reds, greens, and 
_ blues—are more readily available. And textured surfaces in 
all styles are multiplying. This expansion of decorating-with- 
panels has killed the traditional notion that paneling is 
suited only to a library or den wall. Every room in a house 
is now a candidate. 

While you can readily buy solid-wood paneling (more 
about that below), most of the panels in the photograph— 
and the majority sold today—are simulations of one kind or 
another. Many of the wood grains are true veneers laid over 
plywood. Others are prints: reproductions derived from a 
photographic process, applied to plywood or hardboard or 
gypsum board. Some look more real than the real thing, 
which may not sound logical, but is true nevertheless. 

Despite purists’ objections to simulations, there are prac- 
tical, down-to-earth advantages for prefinished paneling: 
low cost, long life, low maintenance. Take the leather look, 
for example. This imitator is a hardboard panel with a tex- 
tured, leatherlike surface, protected with a clear, very tough 
plastic coating fused to the surface at high temperatures. The 
cost is about 60 cents a square foot. The 32-square-foot 
panel goes up quickly and easily. It is remarkably resistant 
to dents, scratches, and scrapes. Most dirt wipes off with a 
damp rag. Such things as crayon marks and food stains come 
off easily with warm water and a mild detergent, which does

no damage to the surface. There is no periodic waxing or 
other care involved. 

Hard wear and low maintenance—those are two qualities 
that apply to nearly all of today’s paneling, and, along with 
the current style changes, account for its remarkable popu- 
larity. Not too much of a surprise, since low-maintenance 
materials of all kinds are more appealing in this age of 
hard-to-find housekeepers. 

But which type should you buy? What kind is right for the 
bath? Which panel will stand up to a preschooler’s abuse? 
Answers are included in the information below, divided 
by type: plywood, hardboard, wood, and gypsum board. 


Plywood paneling 


If you look through a plywood-paneling display in a build- 
ing-materials showroom, you'll probably see two samples of 
walnut. One 4’ by 8’ panel will cost around $10, and the 
other may be more than $30. There’s a good reason. The 
less expensive panel is backed by the same plywood as the 
expensive sample. But the first has a veneer of lauan or 
gum, relatively undistinguished species, over which walnut 
grain and coloring have been printed. The $30 panel features 
a true walnut veneer. So it is with other species: cherry, 
pecan, teak, and so on. These two varieties of plywood pan- 
eling—printed and veneered—are generally in stock, or can 
be obtained very quickly on order. 

If you’re willing to wait to fill a special need, there is a 
third possibility open to you: architectural paneling. These 
panels are handmade from veneers your architect or deco- 
rator and you select. A walnut panel so produced, in the 
same 4’ by 8’ size, would run around $60. What advantage 
would you gain? Larger sizes, for one thing. Prefinished 
panels are produced in 4’ by 8’ and 4’ by 10’ sizes, and some 
species are available in 4’ by 7’ cuts. But architectural 
paneling can be turned out in any size up to 4’ by 12’. 

In addition, a custom panel can be grooved to your speci- 
fication or left ungrooved. Most prefinished paneling is V- 
grooved in a set, random-appearing manner. (However, 
some of the more expensive prefinished panels are also avail- 
able ungrooved. ) 

Finally, you can select the grain match. Graining on the 
surface of prefinished paneling is purposely mismatched to 
produce the appearance of separate planks. Veneers for 
architectural paneling are drawn from the same flitch; a 
flitch is a set of veneers cut from a single log. Some fasci- 
nating grain matches are possible when veneers from one 


log are laid down side by side. (Continued on page 170)

Escofher notwithstanding, 
a Galantine de Pore au Vin Blanc is so haute cuisine that it is usually made 
especially for guests. We happen to be of the opinion that pork, one of the 
most delicious of all meats, delights the sophisticated palate whether it 
comes in the form of Chef de Chanteloup’s Paté de Campagne, is combined 
with prunes and cream to make Noisettes de Pore aux Pruneaux (a sumptuous 
dish served in the best restaurants in Tours), or is mixed with apples to 
make a succulent deep-dish pie. With brisk weather just ahead, this is a 
grand time to sample some of our lovely recipes. And do see page 187 for

Noisettes de Pore aux Pruneaux* 
| Pork Noisettes with Prunes and Cream 
Sauce—pictured in preparation, left] 


12 noisettes, 114 inches high. weighing 
about 3 ounces each 

1 pound large prunes 

2 cups dry white wine 

Salt 

Freshly ground pepper 

Fiour 

3 tablespoons butter 

2 tablespoons red currant jelly 

1 cup heavy cream 


Noisette (literally, “hazelnut.” but in 
this instance meaning “round”) is the 
French butcher’s way of describing the 
meat cut from the pig’s ribs. boned and 
shaped. Although noisettes are naturally 
round. you may want to have them tied 
with fine white string just to keep them 
shapely during cooking. If so, the string 
must be removed before serving. 
Combine the prunes (bone-in, mean- 


ing with their pits) with 14% cups of the 


wine in a polyethylene bag. tie securely, 
and place in a pan in case of leakage. 
Marinate for about 24 hours, turning 
often so they will be well soaked. Do not 
refrigerate. A couple of hours before 
cooking the meat. lift the prunes from 
the liquid. place in an ovenproof earthen- 
ware dish large enough so they can all 
lie flat. and add all the liquid except 
about 4 cup. Cover the dish securely 
with double-duty foil and place in a pre- 
heated 220° oven. Take care to see they 
don’t dry out. 

To cook the noisettes. season with salt 
and pepper. then roll in flour, shaking 
off any excess. Heat the butter in a large, 
heavy skillet. When foaming. add the 
meat and cook 5 minutes on each side. 
Cover. and cook another 5 minutes. A

total of 15 minutes. Lift the meat to a 
heated serving platter and keep warm. 

Pour off half the fat from the pan. De- 
glaze the pan by adding all the juices 
from the prunes and the remaining 1% 
cup of wine; scrape the pan to pick up 
all the rich encrustations. Stir in the cur- 
rant jelly until dissolved. and bring to a 
boil. Finally, stir in the cream, bring to 
a boil again. and allow the sauce to cook 
until lightly thickened. 

To serve. place a hot prune on top of 
each noisette and pour the rich sauce 
over all. Serve any remaining prunes on 
the side. 

Although it is not traditional, we 
think hot freshly cooked rice is an excel- 
lent accompaniment and we also suggest 
a dry light red wine. rather than white. 
Serves 6—two noisettes per person.

CORDIALLY YOURS 


The many happy ways of mixing with cordials— 


before, during, and after dinner 


Once upon a time there was a cocktail called the Stinger, 
which you made with white creme de menthe and brandy. 
There was also an emerald-green, mouth-freshening, after- 
dinner drink called a creme de menthe frappé. It was sipped 
through a little straw, usually by ladies, while the gentlemen 
took something stronger, perhaps Cognac or a highball. On 
the sideboard, to offer with the demitasse, there may have 
been a couple of the famous Old World liqueurs like Béné- 
dictine or Chartreuse, but that was about as far as the Amer- 
ican home was concerned with cordials. 

Now, in the fall of 1969, it’s another story. If you don’t 
use cordials in cocktails and canapés, in sauces and soufflés, 
as well 





in fruit salads, ice-cream sundaes, and frostings 
as in the liqueur glass with your after-dinner espresso—it’s 
a sure sign of generation gap. Today the cordial seems to 
have become a way of life. It’s a word that embodies an idea 
as well as a drink—perhaps the original dolce vita, a life 
that’s smooth and sweet—and cordial. 

The cordials you keep in the kitchen will first come into 
use at appetizer time. There are no rules yet, so you can 
have all the fun you want experimenting. Start with pearl 
onions marinated in green creme de menthe, Macadamia 
nuts or almonds in anisette, ham rolls in curacao, celery 
stuffed for the 
sweeter tooth, vanilla wafers dipped in créme de cacao. 


with kiimmel-flavored cream cheese. or. 


Cordials in the dessert 


Traditional sauces and soufllés are too successful to warrant 
much experimentation. But see how much more can be done 
with only a tablespoonful or two of liqueur to fresh-fruit 
desserts: strawberries marinated in curacao or triple sec, 
cantaloupe cubes with cherry brandy, pears with blackberry, 
orange and grapefruit sections with creme de menthe, cubes 
of honeydew or fresh cherries flavored with apricot brandy. 
Any of these makes ambrosia, not for the gods, but for 
your appreciative gourmet friends. And for those not on a 
diet there’s still the effortless luxury of liqueurs poured over 
ice cream. Virtually every flavor goes with vanilla. Try oth- 
ers in arresting combinations such as cherry brandy with 
strawberry; Kahlua or Tia Maria (both coffee liqueurs, the 
latter with a rum base) on combined chocolate and coffee ice 
cream. 


But the most original development is the widespread use 
of cordials (or liqueurs—the words are synonymous) in 
cocktails and other mixed drinks. This was tested after a 
fashion during Prohibition, when the sugar in liqueurs was 


yund to help cover up the harsh bite of bathtub cin. But 


except for the Stinger and perhaps the Alexander, mixtures 
with cordials never caught on. In France creme de menthe 
is normally drunk as a highball—either a menthe a l'eau or 
mint with soda. So are anisette and all the other licorice- 
flavored drinks, which are popularly diluted with a lot of 
water in all the Mediterranean countries. 

Today’s young Americans are going far beyond these 
tentative beginnings. The cordial highball is now made with 
any flavor you like—I11% ounces poured over ice in a tall 
glass, topped with soda and a twist of lemon peel. A drink 
on the light side, good on a sunny afternoon, good any time 
for the person who doesn’t want much alcohol and likes 
something a bit sweet. With curacao, try substituting qui- 
nine water for soda. 

Another light use of liqueurs, and a most attractive one, 
is to make ice cubes of them (dilute six parts of water to one 
of liqueur so that they'll freeze), and to use the cubes in 
lemonade. Deep-colored cherry and green mint have obvious 
appeal, but all flavors are suitable. Exotic cordial cubes are 
equally decorative in a stronger tall drink such as a Tom 
Collins or a gin-and-tonic. 

Still on the relatively light side, cordials are just beginning 
to make their appearance as flavorings for beer. For beer? 
I know it sounds improbable, but if you haven’t tried it, 
don’t scoff. An eight-ounce glass of beer with a teaspoon or 
two of cherry brandy or anisette or creme de menthe—well, 
it turns the foaming lager into something else. The cordial’s 
sweetness and beer’s light bitterness combine to make a most 
successful apéritif. 

The same can be said for cordials and dry vermouth. Ac- 
tually, this only extends the classic French vermouth cassis 
(creme de cassis being a black-currant cordial) to the whole 
spectrum of fruit and herb tastes. How about a banana 
with three 
ounces of dry vermouth on the rocks? It will surprise you. 


vermouth—a teaspoon of créme de banane 


Use the versatility of vodka 


Q. What’s the easiest way to turn vodka into 20 different 
drinks? A. Buy a selection of 20 different cordials. Just as 
you can combine any cordial with dry vermouth, so you 
can make cocktails with vodka and any of them. The idea is 
simply to select a favorite flavor and increase its potency 
with a relatively neutral distillate. You may also wish to 
balance its sweetness somewhat with fresh lemon juice or 
lemon peel. If I were a confirmed lover of violets, I’d cer-

Finishes on panels are much 
improved today. New plastic coat- 
ings are applied universally by 
panel makers, and many of the 
major firms have begun to use 


_vinyl films—for at least one of 


their panel collections. Most of 
these panels carry the word 
“vinyl” somewhere in the product 
name, so they aren’t difficult to 
identify. Buy them for the area 
you think will get the roughest 
treatment—a child’s playroom. a 
teenager's game room, an_ in- 
the-home gymnasium. Ordinarily, 
vinyl films are applied over 
printed plywoods, so the price is 
modest—often under $10 for one 
4’-by-8’ panel. Since architectural 
paneling is made to order, you 
can select the finish you want in 
that category. 

A relative newcomer on _ the 
plywood paneling scene isn’t new 
at all. Rough-textured softwood 
plywood, relegated until now to 
rugged outdoor use as siding, has 
moved indoors. Woods like Doug- 
las fir, cedar, and redwood, with 
rough-cut or circular-sawn  tex- 
tures, are really quite attractive 
on interior walls. These plywood 
panels make an engaging foil for 
smoother surfaces elsewhere in a 
room. They’re now sold unfin- 
ished, or prefinished with either a 
color stain or a clear sealer. 
Prices range from about $13 to 
$16 per 4’-by-8’ panel. 

Can you install plywood panel- 
ing in a bath? Not on a wall that 
will be consistently splashed with 
water. Otherwise, yes. The same 
would be true for a kitchen. For 
a basement plagued by moisture 
problems, the best solution is to 
get rid of the problem. Some- 
times this is more trouble and ex- 
pense than it’s worth. If you own 
a house with that kind of base- 
ment and still want to put up 
paneling, have a moisture barrier 
applied to the walls 
and choose one of the rough- 


basement 


textured panels normally used as 
siding. This plywood is an ex- 
terior grade and stands up well 
to moisture. 

Plywood paneling of any kind 
can go up over bare studs in new 
construction, or furring 
attached to an 
wall. So long as it’s sound, the 
composition of the original wall 
makes no difference. Most panel- 
ing is applied today with adhe- 
sive, which grabs and holds the 
panel more uniformly than nails. 
Don’t be impatient if the installer 
stacks new paneling for a couple 


over 


strips existing 


of days in the room to be pan- 
eled. It’s good practice: allows 


the plywood to adapt to the tem- 


perature and humidity levels in 
the room. Then, when it’s put up, 
you won’t be troubled with warp- 
age. 


Hardboard paneling 


Now that manufacturers have in- 
troduced texture to hardboard 
paneling, and some years ago re- 
fined the printing process to an 
art, you will have difficulty dis- 
tinguishing a walnut-printed hard- 
board from a_ walnut-veneered 
plywood. Moreover. it is in the 
hardboard family that so many 
new variations have appeared: 
copies of leather, marble, tile, 
tapestry materials, and whole | 
murals. Color is added to the pan- 
els with ease, and, over it all, a 
variety of sophisticated plastic 
finishes not unlike those used for 
plywood. Toppings include vinyl, 
and for one type a variation on 
melamine that is baked onto the 
surface. Melamine is the basic 
plastic used to make kitchen 
counter toppings, like Formica. 
Melamine-coated hardboard pan- 
els are very rugged, and recom- 
mended in some cases for shower 
stalls or in steamy laundry rooms. 

Will hardboard stand up as 
well as plywood? Absolutely, and 
as far as resistance to dents is 
concerned, better. Hardboard is a 
much denser material than ply- 
wood. As you may know, hard- 
board is made of wood. Not in the 
form we’re familiar with, but re- 
constituted wood, produced from 
the fibers of lumber that ordi- 
narily wouldn’t be used commer- 
cially any other way. The fibers 
are rewoven, and under heat and 
great pressure condensed into, 
literally, a hard board. It is over 
this surface that photographic 
printing produces the many de- 
signs and styles of hardboard 
wall paneling. 

Panels are trimmed to a 4 by 
8’ sheet and/or a 16” by 8’ plank. 
Other, less common sizes include 
4’ by 7’, 4 by 9’, 4’ by 10’, and 
16” by 10%. You might find the 
latter group available only on 
special order. 

Installation steps are quite 
similar to those for plywood, in- 
cluding 48-hour acclimation to 
temperature and humidity in a 
room. While most paneling is 14” 
thick and can go up by itself over 
bare studs. some of the melamine- 
surfaced only 147 
thick and must be applied over 
another material, such as gypsum 
board.

hooks and hangers, is now a pre- 
finished product, too. You can buy 
it grooved and printed with a 
wood grain, covered with a fab- 
riclike surface, or simply pre- 
painted. It, too, is finished with 
a plastic coating. You can order 
perforations 
stretching from floor to ceiling, 
or from wainscot level to ceiling. 
Theyre generally sold in 4’-by-8’ 
sheets. 

You'll pay somewhere between 
$7 and $12 for prefinished hard- 
board paneling in the 4 by 8 
size; between $12 and $25 for 
melamine-surfaced panels, and in 
the range of $6 to $10 for perfo- 
rated, finished panels.

Solid-wood panels 


Yes, you can definitely buy solid 
hardwood panels: oak, walnut, 
maple, ash, cherry, and so on. 
These tongue-and-groove planks, 
in random lengths, are available 
unfinished or prefinished in 
smooth or rough-sawn textures. 
Boards are either 14” or 34” thick 
and the cost ranges from approx- 
imately 80 cents to $1.35 sq. ft. 

And in any reasonably well- 
stocked building-supply — outlet 
you'll find a selection of softwood 
paneling: knotty pine, cypress, 
redwood, cedar, and _ perhaps 
some fir or larch. The boards are 
generally 34” thick, tongue-and- 
grooved (or, in some cases, 
boards have a shiplap joint), and 
are sold unfinished. Prices range 
from about 25 cents to 50 cents a 
square foot. 

Small pinhole knots and other 
slight imperfections appear on 
the surface of most solid-wood 
paneling. And. of course, knotty

Your chance of bu 
ing absolutely clear wood 1 
small. since the best cuts are i 
short supply. If you do find som 
expect the price to be highe 
There’s no problem using soli 
wood paneling in either new co 
struction or remodeling, b 
avoid paneling an area with 
moisture problem. Don’t hesitat 
to use it, however, in a spot that’ 
going to get rough treatmen 
Scratches and  scrapes—eve 
dents—can be repaired with rela 
tive ease. 
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Gypsum-board paneling 


It’s likely you haven’t heard muc 
about vinyl-clad gypsum boar 
To date, it’s been a product sol 
primarily for commercial us 
But you can order these panels 
and they might work well int 
plans for an informal room or th 
walls of a vacation home. Th 
cost is modest—around 25 cents 
square foot. Panels are produce 
in solid and V-grooved woo 
grains, plus a rather wide selec 
tion of solid colors and patterns 
and in some cases, fabriclik 
textures.

5- to 6-pound roast of pork, cut 
off the leg

Rosemary, pulverized

Freshly ground pepper

Insert small slivers of garlic into 
the meat in several places.

Place the meat on a rack 
and roast in a preheated 325° 
oven for 30 minutes for the first 4 
pounds and 20 minutes for each 
pound over that. Or until a meat 
thermometer reaches 165°-170°. 

Thirty minutes before the pork 
is cooked, mix the mustard, mar- 
malade, and brown sugar into a 
thick paste. Spread all over the 
surface of the meat and return 
the roast to the oven for another

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30 minutes. At the end of the 
roasting time, when the meat is 
nicely glazed. remove to a warm 
serving platter and keep warm. 

Pour off all excess fat from the 
roasting pan. Add the orange 
juice and place over a high heat. 
Cook, stirring constantly. to pick 
up all the delicious encrustations 
from the bottom and sides. Add 
one of the wines or the Curacao 
to taste. Also taste for salt and 
pepper.

3 pounds young white turnips 

1 cup dry white wine 


The boned roast will weigh about 
5 pounds, but make certain you 
get the exact boned weight from 
your butcher. The original recipe 
called for pistachio nuts, but we 
found the almonds gave a more 
interesting flavor. The almonds 
and garlic must be larded through 
the meat with a special larding 
needle. If you are not up to this, 
a friendly butcher would un- 
doubtedly be glad to help you 
out, and it’s worth the effort. 
(Larding instructions, page 61.) 
Rub the entire surface of the 
meat well with salt and pepper. 
Place in a generous roasting pan 
and roast in a preheated 325° 
oven for about 30 minutes per 
pound or until a meat thermom- 
eter reaches 160° to 165°. 
Meanwhile, peel the turnips, 
and quarter, if large; leave 
whole, if small. Blanch in boiling 
salted water for 3 minutes. Drain. 
Thirty minutes before the roast 
is done, add the turnips to the 
pan, turning them over in the 
fat until they are well coated. 
When the meat is cooked. lift to 
a warm serving platter; lift the 
turnips to a warm serving dish. 
Pour off the fat from the roast- 
ing pan and place back over a 


high heat. Add the wine, stirring 
in all the encrustations and juices 
that have collected in the pan. 
Bring to a brisk boil and_ boil 
just long enough for the sauce 
to thicken lightly. Taste for sea- 
soning. Pour into a heated serv- 
ing bowl. 

Cold, this roast is perfectly de- 
licious with either potato salad, a 
good vegetable salad, or a mixed 
green salad.

Take out of 
the oven, turn the chops careful- 
ly, and cover the second side with 
the herb mixture. Again. dot gen- 
erously with butter. Return to the 
oven and return broiler heat to 
high. Broil for 3 minutes, reduce 
heat to low and broil another 6 
minutes. Remove from the pan to 
a heated platter and keep them 
warm. 

Heat the reserved cider, pour 
into the broiling pan (remove the 
rack), and cook over a high heat 
for 2 to 3 minutes. stirring in all 
the juices until you have a nice 
sauce. Just before serving. add 
a dollop of Calvados or apple- 
jack.

Cut any rind off the 
fat back and line the dish with 
the strips of fat, arranging it so 
you have a sufficient amount to 
cover the top of the paté. It is es- 
sential for the entire mixture to 
be encased in the fat back. If the 
baking dish does not have a lid, 
seal tightly with two layers of 
double-duty foil. 

Place the baking dish in a 
roasting pan; add enough hot wa- 
ter to reach to half the depth of 
the baking dish. Bake in a pre- 
heated 425° oven for 1 hour (at 
this point the water in the pan 
should have come to a boil). Con- 
tinue baking for another 2 hours, 
or a total of 3. With a bulb bas- 
ter suck off any liquid fat that 
has risen to the surface of the 
paté, while the paté remains in 
the oven. 

Meanwhile, pour 1 cup of 
chicken broth into a small sauce- 
pan.

Press the pastry gently with 
one of your knuckles to fit it into 
the dish. With a sharp paring 
knife, trim off the pastry evenly 
all around. q 

Roll the remaining pastry in a 
circle about 1 inch larger than 
the top of the dish. Roll up on 
the pin and refrigerate. 

Arrange alternate layers of the 
pork and apples in the shell, 
sprinkling each layer with thyme, 
sugar, salt, and pepper. Dot the 
top layer with the butter. Using 
a finger, wet the edge of the 
pastry all around. 

Center rolling pin over dish 
and unroll. Trim off the upper 
pastry with scissors, leaving Nout 
1% inch all around. Fold the edge 
of upper crust under the edge of 
lower crust, and press together. 
Then flute. Using a sharp knife. 
slash the pastry in several places 
in the center so that steam can 
escape. Finally, brush the entire 
surface with the beaten egg. Bake 
in a preheated 350° oven for 1 
hour. 

Serve lukewarm 
temperature. A sauce made of 
horse-radish mixed with sour 
cream goes nicely with this. @

Fragrant narcissus 


A certain pleasant fragrance is 
something I have always taken 
for granted in daffodils, and I 
look forward to the sweetness of 
paper-whites and golden Soleil 
d’Or planted in pots in late Oc- 
tober to bloom at holiday time 
indoors. Lately, however, I’ve 
been sniffing other narcissus at 
spring flower shows, and I find a 
plentiful supply of fragrance. WV. 
canaliculatus, the charming little 
plant illustrated above, can be 
brought to flower early indoors 
in a pot, or planted outdoors 
anywhere except in the most se- 
verely cold climate. It grows six 
inches tall with white perianth 
and golden-orange cup. Baby 
Moon jonquil has a sweet smell, 
along with Silver Chimes, Baby 
Star, and Helena. Among the 
large-flowered daffodils, favorites 
of mine for fragrance are Mrs. 
William Copeland, Golden Ducat, 
Golden Castle, Mol’s Hobby, John 
Evelyn, and Mt. Hood. Now is the 
time to plant the bulbs outdoors, 
and in pots for forcing into bloom. 


Moving plants indoors 


Before frost is expected, bring in 
house plants that have been sum- 
mered outdoors. Make cuttings of 
those placed directly in garden 
soil, or if you want the old 
plants, dig them with as little 
root disturbance as possible. Re- 
pot in a container with a circum- 
ference measuring one-third to 
one-half the height of the plant. 
Moisten well and place in a shel- 
tered area, like a shaded deck or 
protected entry, for about a week. 
Before returning plants to the 


house, groom them carefully to 
remove damaged and _ dying 
leaves and dried flowers. Scrub 


pots clean, then spray foliage,

stems, and topsoil with a house- 
plant pesticide. 

Plants that have been outdoors 
in relatively high humidity often 
suffer a setback when brought in- 
doors at about the time the heat 
is turned on. If you desire lush | 
green foliage and quantities of. 
bloom on house plants, be sure 
they have ample humidity. Group 
pot plants in metal or plastic 
trays filled with moist pebbles or 
vermiculite. Another way to in-| 
crease relative humidity, especial- 
ly for short periods while plants’ 
become accustomed to new sur-. 
roundings, is to spray leaves with 
water. The sprayer can be any-| 
thing from a plastic tube and 
nozzle, as for cleaning windows, | 
to a fogger for house plants. | 

If you want to grow tropical | 
plants where the winter atmo- 
sphere is extremely dry, invest in 
a large cool-vapor humidifier.

Plants absorb noise 


- That peaceful, quiet street we all

Soil Conservation Service 


Any garden will benefit from 
being planned to fit the contours 
of the land and the kinds of soil 
present. Helpful hints are in 
“Soil Conservation at Home,” 
_ AIB-244, by the USDA Soil Con- 
servation Service (SCS). The 
booklet tells how city and subur- 
ban dwellers can get better lawns 
and gardens, and reduce erosion 


and mud damage on all kinds of 
construction sites. 

Principles are the same as 
those used by farmers for years. 
Find out what the soils are best 
suited for. Plant rows around the 
hill rather than up and down. 
Cover bare ground with mulches 
or netting until plants are up. Fix 
a way for rainwater to flow safely 
off the land. 

SCS district conservationists— 
there is one in nearly every coun- 
ty—can help garden clubs, home- 
owners’ associations, and neigh- 
borhood improvement groups 
with many conservation and beau- 
tification problems and _ projects. 
They can also suggest adapted 
grasses; plants that will attract 
birds and other wildlife; good 
sites for ponds; and counsel on 
other conservation aspects 
neighborhood and community 
beautification. They can suggest 
where to get soil tests made, and 
recommend fertilization _rates 
based on the soil characteristics.

The first words of wisdom are 
“book early,” especially if you’re 
persnickety about the kind of 
stateroom you must have, On 
most ships there are not enough 
outside staterooms to go around. 
Old hands, seem to 
haye memorized the deck plans 
of their favorite ships, often sign 
up a year or even years in ad- 
vance. If you must have a room 
to yourself, you pay extra. These 
days, when most of the larger 
ships are stabilized against the 
sea’s roll, and dramamine is 
available to the queasy, the posi- 
tion of a stateroom—forward, 
midships or aft—is not of great 
moment, except for personal pref- 
erence. Get yourself a deck plan 
of your ship, in any case. Big 
ships are like little cities, easy 
to get lost in until you learn your 
way around, so for the first few 
days, take your plan with you 
when you go on deck and you 
wont end up in the gymnasium 
when you're looking for the din- 
ing room.

Most of our advisers book 
through a travel agent. He’s an 


almanac of useful information on 
everything from what to wear to 
what shore excursions to take. He 
usually knows the idiosyncrasies 
of your particular ship, knows 
whom to contact if you have any

type couples who want to eat in 
solitary have to reserve their 
tables fast. Newer ships seem to 
provide more twosome or four- 
some tables, however. 

Most ships have two services 
for luncheon and dinner—early 
and late. Traditionally, it has al- 
ways been more chic to sign up 
for the second or later sitting. 
Chie or not, the second sitting 
is more popular because it allows 
more time to enjoy the late after- 
noon or the cocktail hour. The 
captain and ship’s officers dine at 
the second sitting. If you should 
be honored by a seat at the 
captain’s table, bear in mind it 
is considered gauche to be late 
to table or to leave before the 
captain does. The early or first 
sitting would probably be for you 


if you’re an early-to-bed type 
or are traveling with children 
(and there are cruises where 


youngsters are provided for). 


More planning ahead 


Those in the know remind us 
that it’s smart, once you’ve got 
deck chair and dining table out 
of the way, immediately to set 
up your appointments for the 
duration with beauty parlor or 
the barber shop, and the mas- 
seuse/masseur. 

You'll probably find in your 
stateroom a program of cruise 
events. so you can judge your 
coiffure’s needs in advance. The 
same early appointment-making 
technique applies to private danc- 
ing lessons, bridge instruction, or 
whatever privately scheduled ac- 
tivity the ship offers which may 
interest you. Plan a little pro- 
gram of your own so you won't 
be under a hair dryer when you'd 
rather be swimming. 

What clothes to take? Fit the 
nature of your wardrobe to the 
climates you'll he going to. 
Cruises traditionally are warm- 
water affairs, but they are now 
expanding to the seven seas. Let 
yaur itinerary and common sense 
dictate. But since your luggage 
allowance on shipboard is prac- 
tically unlimited, you can have 
a pretty broad choice of raiment 
with you right in your stateroom. 
Some ships even have auxiliary 
trunk rooms for overflow luggage. 

Longtime observers that 
dress is becoming more 
and more casual, and that the day 
of the different outfit for every 
hour is passing. Nevertheless, the 
party atmosphere of a cruise en- 
courages the donning of one’s 
finery, especially in the evening. 
For once gentlemen are happy to 
have their black-tie regalia with 
them. Traditionally, the most

gala of all evenings is the night 


of the Captain’s Dinner. The Mas- 
querade is another Event on 
many cruises. For this bring a 
costume, or rely on extemporane- 
ous ingenuity. 

On shipboard it is customary 
not to dress formally on the first 
night out, on nights when the 


ship is leaving port, on Sunday 
night, and the last night out. 


Sports clothes, slacks, shorts, and 
bathing suits are usual morning 
and afternoon dress. Most ships 
prefer jacketed gentlemen in the 
dining room. Shore excursions 
sometimes deliver you to sophis- 
ticated cities, so prepare to be 
decently turned out. There are 
some exceptions, but shorts and 
on ladies are frowned 
upon in so many cruise ports that 
its wiser to go ashore in a skirt. 
Similarly, a gentleman with jacket 
and necktie may save himself the 
embarrassment of being denied 
entrance to a restaurant or club 
on shore. You’d do well to be 
equipped with walking shoes for 
sightseeing, flat shoes or sandals 
for deck wear, a sunshade hat, a 
couple of sweaters, a wrap for 
breezy evenings, and a light rain- 
coat. Most ladies need head 
scarves. Instead of lugging a 
handbag each day when they 
leave their stateroom, ladies are 
happier with a tote bag that can 
hold suntan’ oil. sunglasses, 
change, makeup, et al. 

The cruise fare is all-inclusive 
except for personal» wine and 
liquor, barber, beauty shop, 
laundry, valet service, and sight- 
seeing trips at ports of call. 
Many ships let you sign for such 
things on a running account. For 
arrangements, see the purser, 
who is the ship’s money man and 
hotel manager. 


Shore explorations 


Sightseeing trips on shore are 
usually booked from a tour com- 
pany’s representative on board. 
A day or so before arrival at 
each port, there is a_ briefing 


session to fill you in on the 
places and people you’re about 
to see. Usually stopovers give 


you at least a full daylight day 
in port. You may prefer to go 
exploring on your own in lieu 
of the organized tour. The ship, 
via the dining-room steward, will 
supply you with a box lunch if 
you'd like to picnic ashore rather 
than try a local restaurant. Some 
jaded characters opt to stay put 
on the ship. 

Practically every cruise is a 
continuous feast. Neophytes. ap- 
petites sharpened by sea air and 
the live-it-up atmosphere, tend to

start out eating their way through 
early coffee, a five-course break- 
fast, eleven-o’clock bouillon, a 
whopping lunch, afternoon tea. a 
many-faceted dinner, followed by 
late evening supper—all provided 
with no one to say you nay if you 
want everything on the menu. 
Seasoned cruisers take their meals 
more abstemiously, temper them 
by at least thinking about calories 
and by walking. deck tennis, 
shuffleboard, dancing, swimming, 
workouts in the gym and what- 
ever active activities are available. 
They report that with a little 
gastronomic willpower a cruise 
can be a great opportunity to 
get yourself into physical fitness, 
because so many exercise facil- 
ities are at hand. 

Also on hand are less arduous 
pastimes—movies, bridge, bingo, 
horse racing, a_ library—these 
under the eye of the cruise direct- 
ors and/or cruise hostesses. 

Private parties are frequent on 
cruises. Re that bon-voyage party 
in your stateroom on sailing day: 
Usually you must provide alcohol- 
ic drinks because of in-port cus- 
toms regulations, but canapés can 
be ordered and served. While 
you're at sea, you can give a state- 
room party, the food and service 
provided, the drinks paid for by 
you. Your room steward can make 
the arrangements. Tip him extra 
for this. 

Which brings up that subject. 
Even the oldest hands at cruising 
haven’t come up with one simple, 
foolproof tipping formula. Gen- 
eral rule of thumb is io figure 
that you will tip 20 percent of 
your cruise fare. Divide this 
amount among the people who 
have served you. Your room stew- 
ard or stewardess and your din- 
ing-room steward deserve the 
lion’s share. Tip the sommelier 
if you've been wine-bibbing. The 
deck steward deserves something. 
Remember the elevator boys, if 
any. It’s more thoughtful to pre- 
sent your tips in envelopes. Bar 
chits are not carried on your 
running account but are usually 
settled with the bar steward at 
the end of the trip. Most people 
tip him at each service. 

Some people like to give half 
the tip money halfway through 
the cruise, a procedure that gives 
the crew pocket money for their 
own shore excursions. Others di- 
vide the tip three ways, one third 
at the start of the cruise, a third 
at the half-way mark, the rest at 
the end. As usual with tipping, 
you may tip from time to time 
for any unusual services. It is ab- 
solutely the world’s worst gaffe 
to tip a ship’s officer. &

Painting a straight line 


Drawing a clean line of paint 
down the joint between plaster 
and window casing, or ceiling 
and valance molding—those are 
the difficult little tasks in the big 
but relatively easy job of paint- 
ing a room. 

More than a few ideas have 
been used over the years to sim- 
plify painting a joint line. For 
example, you could cover the sur- 
face you don’t want painted with 
masking tape; or work with a 
straight edge of sheet metal. 
Now you can try a new way that 
lets you paint an edge “free- 
hand” as well as a professional. 
The means: a new brush that re- 
sembles a miniature squeegee 
mop. On top of a metal plate that 
holds the removable brush in 
place are two round plastic 
wheels, one on either side. Edges 
of the wheels extend over the 
brush ends. Now suppose you 
want to paint a corner. You'd 
place the brush at an angle that 
puts one corner precisely on the 
joint line. The wheel then rests on 
the other wall. As you draw down 
the brush at the same angle, the 
wheel rolling against the adjoin- 
ing wall keeps the brush right on 
line. One extra about this gadget 
—when the joint is slightly un- 
even at one point, you can follow 
that too by raising or lowering 
the brush angle. Its called Mini 
Trim ’n Paint EZ Brush, and sells 
with its own tray for under $1.75.

Cover your pool 


Inflate a bubble dome over your 
pool, or build a more permanent 
all-seasons enclosure, and swim 
all year (manufacturers noted in 
this column, September. 1969). 
But not everyone wants to go to 
that expense, and, of course, the 
pool should be covered through 
the winter if it isn’t used. 

Many vinyl covers are on the 
market in the range of $200 to 
$300 for the average size pool. 
Theyre strong and function well. 
Yet they do tend to collect water 


from rain and snow, which then 
ought to be siphoned off in some 
way. And their life expectancy 
parallels the life expectancy of a 
vinyl liner in the pool itself— 
from five to perhaps ten years.

but often puzzling questions in cookery 


Are hen turkeys more tender than toms? 


No. Once, when it took eight to twelve months to raise a 
turkey for the table, this may have been true; but today 
practically all turkeys in the market, whether girls or bays, 
are young—from three to six months old. The U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture publishes a useful little leaflet. “How to 
Buy Poultry.” you may find helpful in buying all kinds of 
birds. Write for “Home and Garden Bulletin #157” to Su- 
perintendent of Documents, U.S. Government Printing Office, 
Washington, D.C. 20402, enclosing five cents in coin. Do 
not send stamps. 


What's the caloric count of ice cream, sherbet, ice milk? 


One-half cup of ice cream gives 145 calories; sherbet, 130; 
and ice milk, 140. For dedicated calorie counters there is a 
dietary frozen dessert, artificially sweetened with saccharin, 
calcium cyclamate. or sodium cyclamate. However, Today's 
Food Market (Kansas State University) informs us, “this 
dessert is intended for use by diabetics only, under medical 
advice.” 


What does “D.O.M.”’ mean on the Benedictine bottle? 


In 1510 Dom Bernardo Vincelli, one of the monks at the 
Benedictine monastery at Fécamp, France, discovered that a 
mixture of certain herbs and plants, when distilled with 
brandy, produced a delicious new liqueur, distinctly differ- 
ent from all other spirits. It came to be known as Benedic- 
tine, and its discovery was dedicated by the monks to God. 
“D.0.M.” stands for Deo Optimo Maximo, the Latin for 


“To God most good, most great.” 


Is there any substitute for lard in cooking? 


No. Lard has a distinct flavor all its own and it is used in 
cooking for precisely that reason. 


Is pot-roasting the same as braising? 


The answer is no, although cooks are inclined to use the 
term “pot-roasting” to mean.a method of cooking. Pot roast 
is the name applied to chunky cuts of meat (round or rump 
steak, brisket, chuck, shoulder. or arm—the less tender cuts 
that call for long, slow cooking) that are cooked by braising. 
The braising is done as follows: That meat is browned slowly 
on all sides in hot fat, seasoned with salt, pepper, herbs, 
and spices; then cooked, with the addition of a small amount 
of water, vegetable juice, or broth, tightly covered, either on 
top of the stove or in a slow (300° to 325°) oven. 


Are braising and cooking in liquid the same? 


No. See above for braising. Cooking in liquid is a method 
that is more usually applied when making meat soups or 
stews. As with braising, large, less tender cuts are used.

Does pink flesh indicate a chicken is undercooked? 


Not necessarily. Slight pinkness of the meat or miniature 
clots sometimes found in the legs or thighs of roasted birds 
are perfectly normal. You will find, too, that the bones of 
young birds are often discolored. A good sign, actually. be- 
cause it is one of the best indications of a young bird. Other 
color variations in meat may be similarly deceiving. The 
“rainbow” that occurs occasionally in sliced hams is caused 
by the refraction of light on the ends of the muscle fibers, 
the USDA tells us, and does not mean, as some people think, 
that the meat is not fully cooked. Even fresh pork, veal, or 
turkey will occasionally remain pink when properly cooked, 
due to a lack of fat that prevents a chemical reaction. If 
whatever tests you use for doneness indicate the meat is 
cooked and it is still pink, you may assume the chemical 
changes described by the USDA scientists have taken place. 
So, sit down and have a good dinner. 


What is cioppino? 

A kind of seafood stew (fish and shellfish, especially crab) 
with Italian overtones. In Jack Shelton’s Private Guide to 
Restaurants, which covers West Coast restaurants exclus- 
ively, he writes, “Cioppino is not an Italian dish at all: it is 
strictly a San Francisco creation. In fact the word itself is 
not an Italian word and is not directly translatable. For that 
matter, even its origin is dubious but a plausible theory is 
that it is an Italianization of the English word ‘chop’ with 
the ‘ino’ suffix being the Italian diminutive. Thus, cioppino 
turns out to mean ‘little chopped-up pieces.’ ”

What are the different types of rum: how are they used?

Rum types. with one exception, are determined by geog- 
raphy, not by definition, as Liquor Store, the trade publica- 
tion points out. The exception is New England rum, a 
straight rum (all others are blends of young and older rums) 
that can be distilled anywhere in the United States. The light 
rums, used for mixed drinks, are: Puerto Rican rums, white, 
gold, or red; Bacardi, which is not a type but the name of 
a distilling company; Virgin Island rums; and. finally, Ha- 
waiian rum. The dark rums are: Jamaican, heavy-bodied, 
generally labeled Planter’s Punch: London Docks rum, ma- 
tured Jamaica rums sometimes blended in England: Demer- 
ara rums, from British Guiana; Arak rum, produced on the 
island of Java. used in Sweden to make Swedish Punch. The 
dark rums are excellent for perfuming all sorts of foods such 
as fresh fruit, cakes, ice cream, puddings, etc. ™

For the water heater, 
a new lease on life 


Anyone who remembers the trouble 


with old-time water heaters 


will welcome today’s improved models 


There’s good news: Water heat- 
ers are better. To anyone who 
bought or built a house during 
the 40’s or 50’s, that statement 
ought to come as a relief. During 
those two decades, the U.S. Dept. 
of Commerce listed home water 
heaters as the number-one appli- 
ance in need of repair or re- 
placement. 

Much of the trouble in the past 
began—and ended—with galvan- 
ized-steel tanks. They 
were easier to manufacture than 
glass-lined tanks, and less ex- 
pensive to buy. Regrettably, a 
large number of home builders 
chose the galvanized models for 
new homes—low-, medium-, and 
high-priced. 

Galvanized tanks were given a 
one-year guarantee, and in some 
areas so-called “aggressive” wa- 
ter could knock out a tank in 
less than a year. An electrolytic 
action is set up between elements 
in the water and the metal. Soon 
this action eats through the zinc 
coating and attacks the metal. 
Rusting and pitting follow, and 
before too many years a small 
leak appears. And that’s about it. 
The tanks is ready for replace- 
ment. For a while, some families 
began to accept the fact that, like 
nylon stockings, water heaters 
just had to be periodically re- 
placed. 

That situation has

susceptible to corrosion. But in 
most regions of the country to- 
day, the glass-lined tank serves 
well. The rule today is a five-year 


unconditional guarantee as mini- 


mum, and a number of manufac- 


urers have glass-lined tanks on 


which they give ten-year uncon- 
ditional guarantees. What does 
this mean specifically? Here’s 
how a typical warranty reads: 

“The water heater described 
here is warranted for ten years 
against tank failure. In summary, 
we will furnish a complete re- 
placement water heater if the 
tank develops a leak within ten 
years after installation in a sin- 
gle-family dwelling. Costs of re- 
moval, reinstallation, and deliv- 
ery are not included. The com- 
plete terms of the warranty are 
available at our sales office.” 

In the past, makers were giy- 
ing ten-year guarantees, only five 
of which were unconditional. 
Years six through ten were pro- 
rated—80 percent replacement 
cost for the sixth year: 60 per- 
cent for the seventh, and so on. 

It’s only logical that there is a 
difference between the tank euar- 
anteed for five years and the ten- 
year tank. For one thing, there’s 
a price differential. One company 
sells its 30-gallon, five-year model 
for $76 and charges $110 for the 
tank guaranteed for ten years. 
There is often additional exterior 
trim on the higher-priced model. 
plus better, more sophisticated 
controls. But the heart of the dif- 
ference between these tanks is in 
the glass lining. The ten-year 
tank has a lining that is more 
uniformly applied, more minute- 
ly inspected for pinhole breaks 
in the coating. In short, it re- 
quires extra time on the plant 
assembly line. which naturally 
increases the cost of production. 
tanks, operating in 
areas where the water is not ex- 
ceptionally aggressive, last longer

than their guarantees. Many 
tanks warranted for five years 
have lasted over ten, and_ ten- 


year tanks have been known to 
heat housefuls of water for 20 
years without letup.

As a rule, when 
grain hardness in water is high, 
more sediment settles on the bot- 
tom of the tank. The drain valve 
is located near the base of the 
tank. Some are fitted with a fau- 
cet and handle: others are cut to 
connect with a hose ring. 
Suppose the basement floods. 
and water rises high enough to 
snuff out the burner and pilot in 
a gas water heater? Answering 
in a roundabout way, if there is a 
chance of flooding, the heater 
ought to be installed at a higher 
level—say, on a concrete plat- 
form—and the owner should put 
in a basement sump pump. But 
assuming this wasn’t done, and 
there was a flood, he would have 
to call in a serviceman. Mud and 
silt probably have collected in 
the burner. The mechanic will 
clean that out, repair or replace 
the thermostat if it was also sub- 
merged, allow the insulation time 
to dry, and relight the pilot. 
Though not a major job, this 
takes time to do, and at today’s 
prices you'd be wiser to avoid 
submerging the heater. 


Soft water and heaters 


The luxury of natural soft water 
is accorded few people in these 
United States. Most areas have 








‘the installation charges are the 
Jsame. It’s a good investment. 
| Do the same rules apply for an 
‘electric water heater? Not ex- 
actly. As a rule, you'll need a 
larger storage tank. For exam- 
yple. where a 30-gallon gas-heated 
‘tank is specified, there would 
Yprobably be a need for a 52- 
‘gallon electric tank (capacities 
‘are slightly different for electric 
heaters—there are 30, 40, 52, 66, 
82 and 100-gallon sizes). This is 
'due to a slower recovery rate for 
“electric heaters. The cost differ- 
ential is less than you might ex- 
pect. A 52-gallon electric unit 
\would seldom run $25 or $30 
ffmore than a 30-gallon gas-fired 
tank. Sized correctly, both water 
heaters will function smoothly, 
‘so your choice will depend large- 
ly on local energy rates and your 
}own personal attitude. 

Often used in Northeastern 
states is a third type of water 
vheater. Called an instantaneous, 
‘indirect, or coil heater, it oper- 
‘ates within the tank of a con- 
‘ventional house-heating boiler. It 
‘consists simply of coils of copper 
pipe immersed in the _ heated 
|boiler water. Tap runs water 
through the coils, starting cool at 
-one end and emerging hot at the 
‘other end. Capacities, in this 
/case, are measured by _ the 
amount of hot water delivered at 


the “hot” end of the coils. Brief- 
ly, a one-bath house calls for a 
rate of 2.75 gallons per minute 
(GPM): two baths would re- 
quire a rate of 3.25 GPM, while 
a large family plus 21% or three 
baths needs 3.75 GPM, perhaps 
more. 

The indirect water heater op- 
erates at low cost during the 
winter months, but at a higher 
rate than separate units during 
the summer, since the boiler is 
sending no hot water to the radi- 
ators. Where hard water is a 
serious problem, calcium and 
magnesium deposits can collect 
in the coils and impede the flow 
of hot water. As a result, the coil 
heater is not so popular in most 
areas as separate tanks. One 
point: Make sure you spot an 
IWH seal somewhere on the unit 
—an emblem which stands for 
Indirect Water Heater and sig- 
nifies that the unit meets certain 
basic standards. 


Maintaining a water heater 


Referring to tank heaters again, 
there isn’t much you have to do. 
The units built today probably 
need less attention than any oth- 
er home appliance. Most makers 
do recommend draining the tank 
about once every two or three 
months. This action stirs up and 
drains off accumulated scale and 
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hard water, and as we drill deep- 
er and deeper for sources of 
water, the water we find will be 
still harder. 

That explains to some extent 
the burgeoning popularity of wa- 
ter softeners for the home. In the 
past, responsible statements have 
been made condemning softened 
water as harmful to the lining of 
a heater tank. When galvanized 
tanks were the order of the day, 
there was some truth to these 
comments. Water softeners re- 
moved the elements making the 
water hard, but left untouched 
the aggressive characteristics 
present in some regions (high 
hydrogen content, an acidic bal- 
ance, etc.). With no salts in the 
water to baffle the attack, these 
aggressive conditions ate away 
the metal more quickly. 

Today, there are two signifi- 
cant changes. First, glass-lined 
tanks drastically cut the possibil- 
ity of attack, and magnesium 
anode rods further reduce the 
chances. Second, water softeners 
are much improved—to the point 
where all conditions in the water 
can be controlled now, including 
the aggressive characteristics. 

In short, you can buy a water 
heater today and relax. And as- 
suming you select the right size. 
you'll have plenty of hot water. @

Engine horsepower is of major 
importance. For heavy snow re- 
moval, you will need a minimum 
of 3 hp with an 18” swath, and 
to tackle anything like a snow- 
bank, you will need a minimum 
of 4 to 6 hp in a self-propelled 
unit. On the list, page 86, we have 
conservatively rated each type 
machine on what it can do ideal- 
ly; most pieces of equipment can 
give more than indicated, but be 
sure you get enough power to do 
all of your snow removal efhi- 
ciently.

throwers appeal to residents on 
the southern fringes of the snow 
belt, and also to persons who live 
in congested areas. These units

If you have a lawn or garden 
tractor, winterize it by ‘ating al 
thrower or blade attachment.

Other 
attachments to make a small trac- 
tor more useful for snow removal 
include a canvas, all-weather cab, 
tire chains, rear-wheel weights, 
and headlights if you anticipate 
any nighttime or predawn snow 
removal. In really bad weather 
it may be necessary to use tire 
chains, but usually cleat wheels 
give sufficient traction. 

If you are considering the pur- 
chase of any piece of snow re- 
moval equipment other than a 
powered snow shovel. try to get a) 
unit that allows you to stop the 
snow-gathering mechanism with- 
out shutting off the engine. Any 
big machine needs a reverse gear 
for maneuverability. Some have 
a “free wheel” feature that al-

five experts tell how 





ave you ever wondered 
what a florist does for flowers in his home? Is he like the 
proverbial shoemaker’s child? To satisfy our own curiosity, 
we asked five leading flower designers—the couturiers, if 
you will, of the florist busimess—to do an arrangement or 
centerpiece for a holiday party table the way they would 
do it at home. From this premise, each man worked on 
his own, and here you see the results. All of them think in 
terms of naturalness and practicality. The rule of their 


game is to fix the flowers so they don’t look “fixed.” 


Richard Champion of Terrestris in New York relates’ 


flowers to the way we live today. For him, life at home is 
relaxed and casual. Dinner parties are intimate and per- 
sonal. Sometimes there is space on the table for only a few 
flowers in individual containers. For these he chooses some 
unusual variety, often one that would be too expensive if 
used in quantity. Recently he suspended flowers over the 
table like a floral Calder mobile; the stems were out of 
water only a few hours, and survived well in space. He 
feels that flowers should never be in the way on a table 
and on occasion he simply uses them somewhere else in 
the house. He likes loose, pretty flowers and shudders at 
the thought of forcing them into designs such as a crescent, 
triangle, or the Hogarth curve. For an arrangement of 
flowers on the table, he likes a round, clumpy form instead 
of spiky, which tends to be stiff. In a traditional setting, 
Richard Champion suggests that the flowers be mixed, of 
many kinds. As a contemporary approach, he often masses 
one kind of flower monochromatically, or different kinds 


of flowers of the same color, (Continued on page 265)

\MIENSIONS FOR DINING 








Choosing a table of the right size and shape for the now-returning dining room is not as easy as it might 


at first seem. Hf your room is less than banquet size, every inch must count, not only for entertaining 


occasions but for comfortable daily family use. Here is a guide to the things you must know before you 


choose, plus a look at the current expression of seven popular dining-table forms. 


A space 24” by 15” is the rule-of-thumb 
measurement generally considered 
ideal for each piace-setting—napkin, 
china, silver, and crystal. 





Each person thus needs two feet of table. 
For six, a 44” by 66” rectangle is good. 
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Size the table to the room 


For comfort in seating guests and in serving, allow 44” 
between edge of table and wall or furniture. Normally 
the table is centered in a room and should conform in 
shape to the room. What happens to the space when the 
table is extended needs to be anticipated. A circle becomes 
an oval which can be more pleasing visually in a compact 
space than is a rectangle. A round table 54” in diameter 
is a gracious size for four and an allowable squeeze for 


six, but if extended, it may become cumbersome. 


Legs make a difference 


Consider position of legs when table is extended for maxi- 
mum comfort of guests. Split pedestals or double pedestals 
are convenient to seat people around, but pedestals do 
require a good even floor (hard-surface or low-pile carpet 
is best) to assure good balance. Scuffing and scratching 
are a consideration with all pedestals. Rather than crowd 
people around a table on special occasions, it may be 
wiser to have two tables. The notion that a crowded table 
signifies a memorable occasion is an unfortunate myth 


prevalent as Thanksgiving Day nears. 


Chairs also have to fit 


Consider width of chairs in relation to the number of 
persons to be seated. It is possible to seat only as many 
as one can place chairs around the table. Armchairs tend 
to be wider, heavier, and harder to move than chairs 
without arms. For everyday use, chairs should be sturdy, 
but narrow, lightly scaled chairs are suitable for occa- 
sional use. Allow 7” of knee room between chair seat and 
bottom of table apron or underside of tabletop. Chairs 


need not match table in style or color, only size. 


Tabletops are important 


Hot dishes remain the worst enemy of polished wood sur- 
faces. Fine wood tops today usually are treated to resist 
spills but should be protected against hot dishes. One 
solution is to have a separate server on wheels to roll near 
main table. Wood surfaces adjust to light. Stored leaves 
may not match table color if rarely used. Bring them out 


occasionally and leave exposed to the light.

Don’t expect it to close the generation 
gap, though it may help a bit. What 

you can expect is a completely different 
type of party where everyone—including 


yourself—will have a great time

ou may like to think of it as your con- 
tribution to family unity, but in truth, the 
all-ages party is just a lot of old-fashioned 
fun. Sure, there’s a lot to be said for 
bringing the youngsters into an adult sit- 
uation. It can be a positive and refreshing step to- 
ward communication and understanding. The children 
learn to mingle in civilized style—they dress, watch 
their manners. Grownups, too, must be civilized . . . at 
this party you expect more of your contemporaries 
than just drinking, gossip, and golf scores. Conver- 
sationally, everyone must stretch his mind a bit. Now’s 
the time for your career-woman friend, who hasn't 
talked to a teen-ager in 20 years, to put up her antenna 
and listen to one. About Volkswagen motors, Joan 
Baez songs, or sex habits of spiders. (She'll be sur- 
prised what kids know these days.) Now's the time 
for your 15-year-old daughter, who thinks all people 
over 35 are senile, to discover that her father’s fishing 
pal is also a pretty good dancer. All this is true, but 
what you're really after is one of those memorable 
times you (and your friends) will recall for years. 


But how do you do it? Your own children, especially 
the older ones, will be your greatest allies. After 
those times of going to bed early, they're in on the 
fun. They ll help you plan. Listen to them; they know 
what will bomb, what will work. Nobody likes grubby 
little fingers in the canapé tray. Nobody likes ten- 
year-olds doing cartwheels in the living room. Caucus 
with your children; theyll come up with bright ideas 
that will make this your best party ever. 

The all-ages party is a far cry from having a few 
couples in for Saturday-night dinner. In many ways, 
it’s a lot more trouble, a larger test of your mettle. But 
the Thanksgiving-Christmas-New Year’s season, with 
its warmth and feeling of family closeness, can pro- 


_ vide the impetus you need. At other times of the year, 


there may be a wedding, a visit from out-of-town 
relatives, the welcoming of a homecoming soldier, or 
another holiday to inspire you. You'll find your own 
reason, if you really want to. 

Approach it with a sense of adventure, plus a bit 
of humor, hopefully. But as impresario of the event, 
be stern with yourself. Self-discipline is a must: leave 
nothing to chance. Organize it from beginning to end 
in your mind. Have a timetable, write everything 
down. Get a firm grip on the guest list. Try to keep 
it to upbeat people if possible. Don’t use this party to 
pay back obligations. Invite non-parents only if you're 
sure they would enjoy this kind of thing. Realize that 
some families will turn you down. “Bring the kids? 
No thanks—not my idea of an evening out.” Don’t 
urge them; they’re bad news at this event. 

Consider the space in your house. If it’s a winter 
party, you really should have room enough to hold 
two parties at once (living room plus family room, 
for instance.) Warm weather? Count on the great out- 
doors—patio, poolside, lawn, meadow. You don’t want 
two parties, which defeats the whole purpose. But 
you don’t want any guest to feel cooped up with the 
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wrong age group. Don’t, however, allow any part of 
your party to be “off limits” to any guest. Then con- 
sider the hours. If young children are coming, make 
sure your cut-off time is not too late for bedtime. Be 
definite about hours in your invitation. And be sure 
to indicate what kind of food (or meal) is planned. 

Have something special to do. Of course you'll have 
refreshments and some kind of music, perhaps danc- 
ing. This is standard for any big party; 
this one needs something more—an 
all-ages something that will bring ev- 
eryone together. At holiday time, win- 
ter sports could be your homogenizer, 
if you're in an ice-and-snow area. In 
warmer climates, there’s a greater 
choice. Any game is great, as long as 
participants aren't pushed into it 
against their will. Swimming, tennis, 
badminton, shooting, softball, or what- 
ever comes naturally. (Better turn 
over your referee’s whistle to someone 
else, though. You'll have all you can handle without 
becoming involved in an eleven-inning softball game.) 

If sports turn you off, think of something less 
strenuous; almost anything can turn into a party if 
presented with flair. We once went to a gathering that 
centered around the owner's apple orchard. Everyone 
picked up apples and helped turn the cider press. It 
was an inspired thought. Every family went home 
with a jug of cider and the memory of a lovely day. 

If the weather makes the outdoors unthinkable, 
turn your thoughts inward. At this season, there’s 
magic in decorating a big Christmas tree or singing 
carols. Ping-Pong is good for mixing people. The 
Twister game is great fun, especially played by an as- 
sortment of ages. Charades or acting out fairy tales 
can be hilarious if you have some uninhibited adults. 
Or try a scavenger hunt or treasure hunt. 


Make the youngsters feel at home. By now you've 
surely mastered the art of entertaining your contem- 
poraries. For this party, think young. Enlist aid of 
older children guests for short-term jobs. Older girls 
can take a turn with the toddlers; older boys can su- 
pervise games, run the soft-drink bar, or handle pool 
duty. With a big crowd, you'll need the extra hands, 
but more important, your asking for help from the 
young people gives them a share in the party. Having 
a special assignment can give confidence to a shy, 
difident youngster. It can also help control an un- 
ruly one. Naturally you won’t hang these helpers up 
for the whole party. Rotate the jobs among several 
likely candidates. 

Have young music. Invite some guitar players to 
bring their instruments. Organize your phonograph 
records, or borrow some if yours aren’t swinging 
enough. A set of drums is wonderful if you can find 
one

yourself music. Have a collection of board games— 
chess, checkers, Monopoly—for those who must es- 
cape the grown-up scene.

Whatever may be said of the monu- 
mental vertical architecture of this cen- 
tury, the world will not forget that the 
later stages of its evolution were almost 
wholly influenced and directed by the 
ascetic obsession of a single, simple 
manu, His influence is seen all around 
us: not only in the freestanding towers 
of our cities, but also in the spare, un- 
derstated apartment, the country home 
that is a glass pavilion. Even his chairs 
have been status symbols for nearly 
forty years. He was Ludwig Mies, the 
son of a German stonemason, and he 
died late this summer in his  eighty- 
fourth year. He was the last of the ar- 
chitectural giants, that quartet of 19th- 
century-born architects—Frank Lloyd 
Wright, Le Corbusier, Walter Gropius 
whom contemporary historians and 
architects regard as the principal shap- 
ers of the 20th Century’s buildings. 
Mies van der Rohe—he appended his 
mother’s maiden name to his own when 
was without for- 
mal architectural training 


he was in his twenties 
His school- 
days ended when he was fifteen, yet he 
became one of the great architectural 
teachers and philosophers of his time 
honored, revered, emulated, and eulo- 
gized by academicians, professional ar- 
chiteets, and students. He was shy and 
self-effacing, disarmingly kind, a dis- 
criminating gourmet who relished good 
lood, carried soft, luxurious handker- 
chiefs, and seldom spoke—to anyone 
before lunch.

This prolific period led to the culminat- 
ing achievement of his European ca- 
reer: the German Pavilion that he de- 
signed for the International Exposition 
at Barcelona in 1929. A petite, hovering, 
one-story shelter made of such fairy- 
tale materials as onyx, green Tinian 
marble, Roman travertine, gray trans- 
parent glass, and chromium-plated steel 
columns, it was built to last for only a 
season. But out of this ephemeral, jew- 
el-like milestone came Mies’s first. ma- 
jor international recognition, and the 
apotheosis of all contemporary furni- 
ture design—the classic chrome-steel- 
and-leather “Barcelona chair” that he 
designed especially for the Pavilion. 
In 1930 Mies was appointed Director 
of the famed Bauhaus School of Design 
in Dessau, but in the face of the political 
unrest in Germany he decided to close 
it in 1933. During the uneasy 30's he 
produced various projects, the most no- 
table of which

exhibition house for the Berlin Building 
Exposition of 1931. Both were elegant 
restatements of the Barcelona Pavilion 
adapted to dwelling requirements. 
When he came to this country in 
1938 to take the post of Director of 
Architecture at Armour Institute (now 
the Illinois Institute of Technology), 
Mies barely spoke English. But with the 
slow, granitic patience that character- 
ized the measured pace of his life he 
not only conquered that language but 
gave us one of his own: the Miesian 
syntax of an architecture based on the 
utility of 
tural materials and techniques, exqui- 


beauty and modern struc- 


sitely arranged within the realistic 
framework of structure. It has a laconic 
grammar but communicates an eloquent 
esthetic that is universally understood 
by all who wish to listen. Architecture 
Critic Ada Huxtable has de- 


scribed his spartan language as “im-

maculate taste wedded to power.” 


Mies's holy grail was his own suc- 
cinct aphorism “Less is more,” and he 
pursued it with the gentle, burning in. 
tensity of a medieval theologian. “God 
is in the details,” he said then refined 
and distilled the details ot his own 
buildings until all that remained of the 
original genius of the American  sky- 
scraper was the quintessence o+ pure 
structure. The barest glass-and-stee! ele- 
ments of a building (“skin anc bones,” 
he called them) comprised his passion- 
ate, abstract ideal of architecture as the 
encloser ol space. He was no tess inter 
ested in low-lying buildings, but us 
mastery of his art is most easily recog- 
nized in his serene vertical structures 


Mies remained largely unperturbed by 
the storms of controversy anc crit: 
cism that swirled about his theories anc 
his practice, and he never stooped te 
criticism of his own peers. He lookec 
upon the practice of architecture as ar 
objective rather than subjective pursuit 
and deplored the hero worship of ind:- 
vidual architects. Pointing to the Greek

Yet, in spite of himself, he became the 
stern disciplinarian of what he callec 
“the spirit of our time.” He saw this 
spirit as our own technology, a good- 
and-evil genie that must be rigorously 
controlled and relentlessly exorcised t 
insure that it will produce only gooc foi 
our society. His time was an age of wai 
and chaos, of shifting values, of a be- 
wildering array of techniques and

“the control of the esthetic speculators. 
To this end he sought to purify and 
perfect his own concept of the art of 
building, reducing it to simple terms 
that anyone could use. 

Born in the medieval city of Aachen 

once the seat of Charlemagne and the 
Holy Roman Empire—Mies was imbued 
with the spirit of another time, an- 


other morality. From his father he 


- 








learned how one stone upon another 
could leap into life as a cathedral. This 
early appreciation and understanding of 
the nature of materials never left him. 
He had a lifelong romance with the 
common brick. In his later years he 
would still heft and shape an imaginary 
stone or brick with his hands as he de- 
scribed it to a listener. “Now, a brick,” 
he would say with a shy smile, “that’s 
really something. That’s really building.” 

It was this affection that had led Mies, 
after family circumstances forced him 
to give up his schooling, to apprentice 
himself to an architect. Here he learned 
to draw, and to design neoclassical stuc- 
co ornaments for building facades. Lat- 
er, to learn more about wood, he began 
work for a Berlin furniture designer. 

When he was twenty-one, in 1907, 
Mies culminated six years of appren- 
ticeship by executing his first architec- 
tural commission—a carefully detailed 
residence designed in the 18th-century 
tradition then popular. A year later, he 
went to work in the office of Peter Beh- 
rens. a Berlin architect whose work fore- 
shadowed the development of modern 
architecture in Europe, especially in the 
design of industrial buildings. Gropius 
and Le Corbusier both worked for Beh- 
rens, and Mies found the atmosphere 
stimulating. But he felt that something 
was missing, some vital sense that he 
described as “the architectural idea of 
the period.” 

The void was soon filled when Mies 
was attracted by the pull of a new com- 
et. As he was to write later, “We young 
architects found ourselves in painful 
inner discord. At this moment, so criti- 
cal for us, the exhibition of the work 
of Frank Lloyd Wright came to Berlin. 
The work of this great master [Wright 
was scarcely over forty] presented an 
architectural world of unexpected force, 
elarity of language, and disconcerting 
richness of form. Here, finally, was a 
master builder drawing upon the veri- 
table fountainhead of architecture.” 

The appearance of Wright’s work had 
a profound effect on the European ar- 
chitects of the modern movement. 
Wright felt later that the European de- 





velopment of the so-called International 
Style, in which Mies played an impor- 
tant part, was an appropriation—or mis- 
appropriation—of his own ideas. The 
issue is still debated, but Mies, char- 
acteristically, never denied Wrights in- 
fluence or his place in architectural his- 
tory. In 1940 he wrote, “In his undim- 
inishing power, Wright resembles a 
giant tree in a wide landscape which, 
year after year, attains a more noble 
crown.” 


But Ludwig Mies’s own tree was _al- 
ready beginning to take root. He left 
Behrens’ office and spent a year in Hol- 
land where he was exposed to the work 
of Dutch architect Hendrik Berlage, who 
was also breaking new ground in the 
modern movement. Unlike Behrens. who 
saw architecture in solid block forms, 
Berlage thought in terms of an open- 
faced structure where every supporting 
member of a building was clearly seen, 
and nothing was faked or hidden. In- 
spired by Berlage’s structural integrity, 
Mies began to recognize structure as 
independent of form—to see, as he put 
it, that “form is only the result, not the 
aim of our work.” Here, perhaps for the 
first time. Mies knew the direction that 
his lifework would take. 

“There are two ways of mastering 
the environment,” says architectural his- 
torian Siegfried Giedion, in describing 
the two persistent and diverse directions 
that appear in all cultures throughout 
the history of mankind’s endeavors. One 
direction, he suggests, leads through 
reason toward a rational, geometric or- 
der, while the other leads through emo- 
tion toward an organic development 
where thinking and feeling begin to 
merge. Jettisoning the Wrightian doc- 
trine of organic architecture, Mies now 
chose to follow the bright thread of pure 
reason to wherever it might lead. 

He was peering over the horizon to 
the age ahead, where new technologies 
would make possible the lightweight 
enclosure of vast spaces with little struc- 
tural mass. He foresaw that society’s 
accelerate so 


growth patterns would 


rapidly that a highly specialized struc- 
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ture might become obsolete before it 
was built. He began to visualize struc- 
ture as an objective, functionless en- 
closure of universal space 





a concept 
whereby space could be endlessly rear- 
ranged throughout the life span of a 
building to fill new needs and functions. 
The work that followed these rational 
intuitions, beginning with the glass tow- 
er in 1919, moved inexorably toward 
solutions of these approaching prob- 
lems and demands. Even his small resi- 
dences were controlled experiments in 
his research of universal, infinitely vari- 
able space. Mies’s first opportunity to 
test his growing spatial vocabulary on 
a large scale was the commission to de- 
sign the campus of the Illinois Institute 
of Technology. The dozen or so build- 
ings that he completed there were all 
carefully related to each other, but each 
concealed its inner workings behind a 
bland facade of featureless anonymity. 
Meanwhile, the glass towers had ney- 
er stopped growing in Mies’s mind. In 
the late 1940’s the opportunity to reveal 
them to the outer vision finally came, 
and Mies left four trailblazing, high- 
rising apartment buildings standing 
against Chicago’s lake-shore skyline. 
Nearly 40 years after the origin of the 
species, Mies achieved his magnum opus 
with the 38-story bronze and glass Sea- 
gram tower on New York City’s Park 
Avenue (opened in 1958) that he de- 
signed in collaboration with Philip 
Johnson. Standing nearly 100 feet back 
from the street so that it can be clearly 
seen from the ground (as a tower should 
be seen), its warm, dark beauty hints 
that Mies may have strayed—just now 
and then—from the cool path of reason. 
Ludwig Mies van der Rohe (1886- 
1969) thought of himself primarily as 
a teacher and he hefted the weight of 
his students’ and collaborators’ opinions 
as fondly as he did the stones of Aachen. 
Throughout his long life he steadfastly 
sidestepped the role of the architect-as- 
hero that many tried to thrust upon him. 
But it now appears that his efforts were 
to no avail. Hero he was, and he died 
young. His space explorations were just 


beginning. 
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Mies’s influence is most clearly seen in 
our skyline silhouettes. Four of his apart- 
ment towers, center of photograph, top left, 
stand on Chicago’s Lake Michigan shoreline. 
The Barcelona Pavilion, bottom left, was a 
virtuoso display of clean design and use 
of rare materials. [t brought Mies immedi- 
ate international recognition in 1929. 

The dark bronze-and-glass beauty of New 
York’s Seagram tower, left, designed with 
Philip Johnson (1958) is the epic culmina- 
tion of his glass-tower studies of 40 years. 
Origin of the species, above, was this mod- 
el for a Berlin office building designed by 
Mies in 1920. Never built, it was the pro- 
totypé for all buildings of its kind.

Eight years ago this month, the first 
“seamless” floor in the United States 
was poured from a can and allowed to 
harden. At the time, only a few people 
here knew the system existed. Since 
then, nearly one billion square feet of 
floors have been covered with seamless. 
As one chemist in the business put it, 
“Seamless has made the grade. It’s here 


io stay.” 


Even in our fast-paced space age, 
eight years isn’t exactly a nonpareil pe- 
riod of seasoning for a totally new in- 
dustry. This may help explain why today 
there is confusion over what seamless 
systems are and what they really do. A 
portion of the mystery is also a result of 
competing systems. There is more than 
one “seamless” floor. Some are pro- 
duced with urethanes; some with 
epoxies or polyesters; some with acryl- 
ics, and others with combinations of 
these plastics. One company even pro- 
duces a modified vinyl sheet floorcov- 
ering which is seamed and then top- 
coated with urethane. Naturally, all 
claim to be best. 

One thing is certain. Seamless is a 
radical change for floors. Until it ap- 
peared on the market, flooring was 
tacked, nailed, or glued in some way to 
the subfloor. The exception is terrazzo, 
which is laid wet and ground down on 
the site. From the standpoint of manu- 
facturing a floor in place, seamless is 
most like terrazzo. Beyond that, it is 
vastly different—a marriage of color 
and chemistry; an industry born in West 
German laboratories 15 years ago, and 


brought to this country in 1961. 


A typical system would begin with a 
pigmented base coat, such as an epoxy. 
This is laid thickly over a previously 
cleaned and leveled floor. While the 
coating is still wet, wafer-thin plastic 
chips about the size of dimes and quar- 
ters and solidly colored are spread into 
the wet surface, where, of course, they 
stick. When all this dries, the upended 
chips are sanded down. Then a series of 
three or four clear glaze coats are ap- 
plied—a urethane quite often. When the 
final glaze coat dries (about 12 hours) 
and cures (perhaps 72 hours), the floor 
is finished and ready for use. 

\ few rather extravagant claims were 
made for seamless systems during its 
first eight years of life. One phrase that 


Kept surfacing was “no maintenance.” It 


was an unfortunate promotional thrust, 
for it obscured the very real advantages 
of seamless: essentially, that it is a very 
low-maintenance floor. Provided the ma- 
terials have been applied correctly, 
here’s how it will truly perform: 

@ Never needs waxing. Not only does 
the tough, nonporous surface require 
no wax to retain its gloss and color, but 
manufacturers recommend that you 
don’t apply wax for safety’s sake. A 
waxed seamless floor is extremely slip- 
pery. 

e Doesn't call for scrubbing. Again, be- 
cause of its nonporous surface, this 
floor “sheds” dirt. As a result, the maxi- 
mum effort required is a periodic wipe- 
up with a damp rag. Once in a great 
while, one might have to use a squeegee 
mop and a liquid cleanser. But definite- 
ly ruled out is the kind of down-on-the- 
knees scrub with powdered cleansers that 
are called for now and then on other 
types of floors. In fact, if you were to 
scrub a seamless floor periodically, using 
a stiff-bristled brush, there would be a 
chance of dulling the surface. 

e Has no seams to catch dirt. Thus grew 
its generally accepted name, seamless 
floors. In a kitchen, for example, these 
coatings cover the entire floor, and, if 
you wish, can be continued right up the 
baseboard without a crevice or seam 
showing anywhere. 

e Wears remarkably well. Roughhous- 
ing children, cats with claws out, table 
and chair legs, high heels and_ gritty 
shoes—nothing seems to leave a mark 
on the surface of seamless. Not long 
ago, for example, a landlord owning a 
multistory apartment building in Vir- 
ginia laid a seamless floor in one of the 
larger basement rooms. For three 
months during the winter, children 
roller-skated on that floor almost every 
day. Now, some seven months later, there 


are still no visible marks on the surface. 


Moreover, the final glaze coatings are 
resistant to just about all acids, alkalies, 
and solvents normally found in a home. 

What else? Well, you can buy this 
flooring material in virtually any color 
or color combination. There are base 
coats in all shades, and color chips 
matching every bar in a rainbow. There 
are also fluorescent chips, wood-grain 
chips, gold-flecked chips, and_ silver- 
sparkle chips. For a slightly higher cost, 
some applicators will shade or mask a 


pattern into the floor, as it’s made. And 











one designer has developed a method 
for reproducing the appearance of 
Spanish tile, or brick, or flagstone. To 
date, there are practically no design 


limits on the material. 


Installed cost at present runs some- 
where between $1 and $1.50 a square 
foot, depending on the size and com- 
plexity of the job. Material costs, in case 
you decide to spread the coatings on 
your own, run as low as 25 cents to a 
high of about 75 cents a square foot. 
Quantity and type affect the price. For 
the sake of comparison, a vinyl tile in- 
stallation can cost as little as 70 cents a 
square foot, and, when the tiles are de- 
signer specialties, as much as $4 a 
square foot. Installation of sheet vinyl 
flooring would run over $1 a square foot, 
as a rule. 

So many favorable points are on the 
side of seamless, it probably appears 
odd that everyone doesn’t rush out and 
demand it. Of course, a billion square 
feet of seamless isn’t to be sneezed at, 
even though it includes floors in 
schools, churches, restaurants, and office 
buildings as well as homes. Today, more 
homeowners are trying it, although 
seamless still represents a small portion 
of the total flooring that is laid each 
year. 

One reason everyone doesn’t rush out 
and buy seamless is that everyone 
doesn’t know about it. But it’s also fair 
to say that the industry has experienced 
some growing pains, news of which may 


have put off potential buyers. 


For example, most systems are some- 
what difficult to apply. Floor mechanics 
—even seasoned men—must go through 
special training to learn the techniques. 
In some cases, the training didn’t stick, 
or men who had no training were put on 
a job, and failures resulted. Also, as 
you'd expect from learning this much, a 
number of the homeowners who tried to 
install seamless by themselves ran into 
results ranging from mildly disappoint- 
ing to disastrous. 

To put the situation in its proper per- 
spective, by far the majority of seam- 
less floors down today went in correctly 
and are performing well. The minority 
that aren’t went awry more than for any 
other reason because the manufacturer’s 
instructions werent followed closely 
enough. For instance, all seamless mak- 


ers thoroughly underline the first step 


—cleaning the surface to be coated. Un- 


less the floor beneath—technically. the 





substrate—is level and clean. the seam- 
less base coat may not adhere. If this 
coat doesn’t adhere, all coats could lift 
from the floor. Here, for example, are 
the cautious directions from one com- 
pany for preparing a wood floor: “All 
dirt, grease, wax, and other foreign mat- 
ter should be removed by sanding. All 
cracks, joints, and surface imperfections 
should be filled with epoxy (sealer) and 
taped with fiber glass. In some cases, it 
may be more advantageous to install 
new subflooring (e.g. plywood).” The 
National Paint, Varnish, and Lacquer 
Association—to which group most seam- 
makers 


less-flooring belong—goes a 


step further in its recommendations: 
“Use of an underlayment or subfloor 
over the existing wood flooring is gen- 
erally recommended. This is especially 
true in the case of strip flooring, be- 
cause warping caused by changes in 
temperature and humidity may crack 


the seamless coating.” 


Another problem currently bothering 
the industry is that applicators, as a 
rule, won’t take the time to produce a 
custom pattern on as small a job as one 
kitchen floor. The applicator isn’t lazy. 
He feels the time it would take to pro- 
duce “waves” of color, for example, on 
a 150-square-foot floor, could be spent 
far more profitably on another job. 
That includes, by the way, the time de- 
voted to teaching a mechanic how to do 
it. (Some of the best custom installations 
were done by homeowners, who had the 
time and patience to experiment.) 

This may leave the impression that 
standard designs aren’t colorful or in- 
teresting. Not so. An enormous range of 
bright to pastel colors are yours for 
the asking, and the size of chips—some 
available as large as silver dollars— 
alters the appearance of the floor. There 
are even systems topped with silica 
eranules or ground marble dust instead 
of chips. But if you want something 
quite different—shading or a border or 
insets—you may have to find the excep- 


tional applicator to get it done. 


Though there may not be too many 
exceptional applicators, there are by 
now a sizable number of competent 
firms in the seamless-flooring business. 
Finding one begins with a look in the

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“Victorian by date, not by character,” said Architect George 
Hartman. He and his wife Anne, an interior designer, rented 
two floors (bedroom and bath above) in an ordinary 1890 row 
house for a year before they bought the whole house (a bach- 
elor now rents from them the two floors below). Like thousands 
of other houses built for real-estate profit in that era, it had 
neither charm nor gingerbread. 

But it was available (housing in Washington is scarce), and 
it was cheap, so the Hartmans chose to live with its flaws and 
irregularities before buying. The living floor, shown here. was 
a long, dark corridor—four small rooms with little privacy 
or openness or light. Mr. Hartman ripped out most of the exist- 
ing walls, removed gaudy trim (“had it been gingerbread, | 
would have left it”), installed special lighting fixtures, but 
left the heating and plumbing intact. “We divided the 60’ 
by 20’ space by three 24”-high ledges that suggest—but 
do not confine—dining, center, and living areas. We use 
these on occasion for seating or as buffets, but they also 
conceal radiators, storage, our Hi Fi, records, and logs for the 
prefabricated fireplace. 

“Across the end walls,” Mr. Hartman went on, “we built 
valances that hide some of the architectural lighting, as well 
as the fixtures for hanging plants.” At one end of the room 
(above), a jagged wall with a bay and single window side 
by side was “uely and awkward.” Into the bay window Mr. 
Hartman built a seat that hides a radiator. Between the two 
windows. he built a ght partition “that creates a small study, 
invisible from the living room. for Anne, who does all of het 


telephoning and bookkeeping at home.” 
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Anne and George Hartman moved out and stayed with 


friends for the four-week, inexpensive remodeling 


In shifting the division of space, Mr. Hartman changed 
the entry. Stairs that originally opened into the dark parlor 
now open to the apartment’s midpoint under a new skylight 
that brings in natural light. (See floor plan, left.) In this cen- 
ter room the ceiling was raised three feet to accommodate a 
“pullman berth” for overnight guests. 

The Hartmans did most of the work—and all of the redec- 
orating—themselves. “We knew we wanted good things from all 
periods”—the Mies cocktail table from the thirties, the Vic- 
torian loveseat covered in brown velvet, the contemporary light- 
ing. “We bought some of the furniture in a little antique 
shop in Marblehead on the way to Maine for our honeymoon, 
but a lot ef it is from students or clients or friends. In the 
dining room, for instance, the abstract model of the Pazzi 
Chapel in Florence was given to us by a former student of 
mine.” (Mr. Hartman teaches Architectural Design at Cath- 
olic University.) 

“The Bokhara on the living-room floor is a discard, really 
—a client of Anne’s couldn’t use it. The sofa rug, a tr- 
umph of bargaining at $35, was sold to us by a second-hand 
dealer who seemed surprised that we liked it as much as we 
did. Because it was in pretty good condition, we just tucked 
it neatly around the sofa. But the Kelim fitted to the bolsters 
was so badly faded and damaged that we felt perfectly free 
to cut and sew it.” 

Why bright red? The Hartmans used it in the cutout spaces 
to emphasize the new space formed, to unify the three areas, 
and “because although it’s not a bland kind of neutral, red is 


a good backgound for everything.”

Four dinners, all planned for the holidays, all real galas 
whether you and the guests are dressed to the teeth or not. 
First a sophisticated little dinner for six. Refrigerate two 
bottles of the wine early in the day, then do all the major 
cooking—the toast, Coq au Vin, Vinaigrette. and Licor de 
Café Sauce; wash the salad greens, mince the parsley. An 
hour or so before dinner, bring the Boursin (a six-ounce 
round is perfect for six) out of the refrigerator and put the 
potatoes (we suggest the elegant little California “whites” ) 
on to boil. Half-hour before dinner, heat the Cog au Vin. 
Roll potatoes in butter, then parsley. Last: Heat the con- 
sommeé, toss the salad, open the wine. Dinner is served. 


Since the first course will be delicious smoked salmon. it 
seems excessive to serve anything with the cocktails. In any 
event, nothing more than olives and/or nuts. Both the Potato 
Croquettes and the soufflé can—in fact, should—be made the 
day before. A godsend, as any hostess with a party in the 
offing knows. The lamb, of course, can be stuffed hours before 
it must go into the oven. Once done, this leaves nothing more 
to do than braise the endives, which take a total of an hour 
and a half to cook after the short preparation. Heat the 
croquettes while the meat is “resting.” and at the same time 
garnish the soufflé with rosettes of whipped cream and choco- 
late. At the last minute: Open the wine. Dinner is served. 


For this splendid dinner the paté. mushrooms, toast. and 
cake can—indeed, should—be made a day ahead, which 
leaves little to do except roast the meat (child’s play), bake 
the mushrooms (while the meat “rests”), and cook the arti- 
chokes—a matter of minutes. If the cake is refrigerated it 
should be brought out a few hours in advance of serving so 
the glaze will become shiny again. Bank on approximately 
four hours to roast the meat. Remember to put the Cham- 
pagne (four bottles) into the refrigerator when you put the 
roast into the oven. As always, red wines must be opened 
somewhat before they are served so the wine can breathe. 
You'll need three or four bottles for ten. And dinner is served. 


For this lovely buffet almost everything can be prepared in 
advance—some even days ahead. The Guacamole is the ex- 
ception, since avocado is inclined to turn dark if it is exposed 
to air for any length of time. But the recipe is so simple it 
can be whipped up in jig time. The Friands au Fromage, 
curry sauce, rice (cooked ahead, frozen, then reheated in 
boiling water), and both desserts can be made at your leisure 
two or three days prior to the party. So there you are with a 
lovely party you can actually prepare on the installment plan. 
You will, of course, remember that both the beer and the 
wine should be refrigerated in plenty of time to chill perfect- 
ly. The party’s on. Starred recipes start on page 153. 








How to select 
and serve 


HE WINE 


Wine is a very subjective thing, so this must be something of a personal guide. I have reached certain 


conclusions after years of trying and tasting, but they may not turn out to be yours. If you know a good 


bit about wine, you may simply be curious as to what a fellow wine-lover thinks. If you don’t, perhaps the 


following may prove to be of some help. Specific suggestions for major wine types are given on page 266. 


What kind of party are you planning? 
Is it a small. intimate dinner? Or is it 
larger, more formal? Or a buffet? No 
matter—if it is at all important to you, 
then the food should be important and 
so should the wine. I don’t mean “im- 
portant” in the expensive sense, but the 
food should certainly show your indi- 
viduality, and the wine, or wines, 
should complement it. The small dinner 
is probably more of a challenge to your 
taste and selectivity than a large one. 
The more formal affair can better afford 
the traditional prime ribs and the usual 
Beaujolais than the small one. And the 
buffet, for many people. can be more 
prosaic still (not that it has to be). 
Usually, at the smaller dinner, where 
the host and hostess are seated with the 
guests, the food and wine come in for 
more attention, and more conversation, 
than at larger functions where the 
guests are on their own. 

That’s why, at the smaller affair, I 
want to select a wine of some reason- 
able distinction to set off my Poulet 
Chasseur or Boeuf a la Mode. (For the 
first, if | were serving it, a white wine 
such as a Chateau-bottled Graves or a 
white Burgundy: for the second, a good 


Rhone or one of the many splendid, 


lesser-chateaux red Bordeaux.)

other hand [| think it’s wrong to let your 
standards just disappear. Actually. it 
can be more fun to cook well for good 
friends—and serve good wines—than it 
is to cater to those less intimate, or the

time to break out those extra-special 
bottles you’ve been saving for just “the 
occasion.” You may have only one or 
two; hence you can only serve them for 
four or six. Too many of us hold on to 
the super-bottles until they go bad—or 
we do! I might just add this: Normally 
| plan my dinner and then select the 
complementary wines. However, should 
| have one or two of those “grands 
seigneurs” that I picked up somewhere 
or received as a gift, then I often plan 
the meal around the botiles. Who would 
want to serve creamed cod with Mon- 
trachet, or cube steak with Chateau 
Pétrus? The first deserves pompano; 
the second, Chateaubriand! 

A few other food thoughts. Salad, 
with its vinegar, is death to wine. Even 
if its un-American, skip the salad. In- 
stead, I like to continue my red wine 
after the roast (or whatever it is), on 
into a cheese course. Your guests then 
drink up the rest of the red wine before 
dessert. Besides. no marriage on earth 
or in heaven is as loving as red wine 
and cheese. 

Another thing: I don’t consider two 
wines an affectation any more than t do 
three or four courses. Dining is the 
pleasantest indoor sport I know, so, if 
youre having some oysters. or a piece 
of sole, or Coquilles St.-Jacques. or such, 
first. then by all means a nice “fish” 


wine—Muscadet or Sancerre or Cha- 


blis-Vaudésir or Graves; and a “meat” 
wine—Medoe. St. Emilion, Aloxe-Corton, 
California Pinot Noir, Italian Barolo or 
Valpolicella, or Spanish Rioja. 


Is it an occasion, a special season? 


Yes, it makes a difference. Who wants 
to drink a big, heavy red wine at a cook- 
out when it’s 99° in the shade? In sum- 
mertime I change my wine habits, just 
as my wife changes the curtains and 
slipcovers. (Summer is the season for 
chilled whites and rosés.) I simply bid 
my good reds a fond farewell and leave 
them to sulk (except for a few lighter 
ones like Beaujolais or Bardolino that 
can take a little cooling) until fall. And 
when that time comes, | turn to the reds 
again. So season makes a difference. 
And if it’s a great occasion—Thanks- 
giving, Christmas, Twelfth Night, or 
Aunt Maude’s birthday—that’s the time 
to splurge with those golden bottles— 
Mouton or Pétrus: Musigny or La 
Tache; Corton Charlemagne, Montra- 
chet, or Iquem. 


Red, white, or rosé? 


The rule of thumb accepted through the 
years, and for good reason—they taste 
better that way—is white wines for fish, 
poultry, shellfish, ete.; reds for meats 
of almost all kinds and game birds: 
rosés for ham. rich fish like salmon or 
snapper, and occasions when a red wine 
is just too much (the steak cook-out in 
summer). A rosé, to my way of think- 
ing, is not a good compromise in the 
red-or-white quandary. Rosé has _ its 
place. but it is really neither fish nor 
fowl, nor necessarily for either!

Roast Stuffed Hindquarter 
of Spring Lamb 


This unusual way to roast lamb is 
not only spectacular but delicious. 
What you are buying is the entire 
leg with the loin attached—in 
short, the hindquarter. Ask your 
butcher to “French” the end of 
the leg, to remove as much of the 
fat on the loin as he would if he 
were preparing the meat to be 
used as chops but—and this is 
important—to leave the skin on 
so that it will cover the chops, 
since you are going to stuff them. 
The chops should be cracked so 
they will be easy to serve. 


Hindquarter of spring lamb 

8 slices firm, fresh bread (about) 
Salt 

Freshly ground pepper 

Fresh mint or mint flakes

Crumble the bread fine (most 
easily done in the electric blend- 
er).

Now 
mix with just enough melted but- 
ter to hold the dressing firmly 
together. 

To stuff: Lay the leg upside 
down with the loin exposed.

the leg with the stuffing. Then 
pull the skin over the stuffing and 
fix securely with skewers. Turn 
the meat over and coat gener- 
ously with softened butter. Sprin- 
kle with salt and pepper. 

Wash and cut the carrot coarse- 
ly; peel and slice the onion: peel 
and split the garlic. Place all 
vegetables in the bottom of a 
very large roasting pan. Place the 
meat on a rack and roast in a 
preheated 450° oven for 20 min- 
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utes. Reduce heat to 350° and 
continue roasting for another 50 
minutes or until the meat ther- 
mometer registers 130° to 135° 
for pink (the most delicious way 
to enjoy lamb) or 160° to 165° 
for well-done. During the last 
half-hour of roasting, baste the 
meat two or three times with the 
pan juices. 

Lift the meat from the pan 
onto a large, heated platter or 
wooden carving board. Remove 
the skewers. Allow the meat to 
rest for 20 to 30 minutes. Garn- 
ish with a bouquet of fresh wa- 
tercress. 

To make the sauce: Drain off 
all but about two tablespoons of 
fat from the roasting pan. Add 
the beef broth, place over a high 
heat, and cook down until re- 
duced by about a third. Mash the 
vegetables with a spatula and) 
strain through a sieve into a 
warm gravy boat. Taste for sea- 
soning. 

Serve each person one of the 
stuffed chops, a slice or two of 
the leg meat, and a spoonful of 
the sauce.

Combine the egg yolks, orange 
and lemon rinds. the remaining 
orange juice, the lemon juice, 114 
cups of the sugar, and the salt 
in a heavy enameled saucepan. 
Stir constantly over a very low 
heat until the mixture thickens 
and coats a spoon. Take off the 
heat. Stir in the gelatin mixture 
until dissolved. Refrigerate for 30 
to 40 minutes or until the mix- 
ture mounds slightly when 
dropped from a spoon. Do not al- 
low it to set. 

Beat the egg whites until they 
hold a soft shape. Gradually beat 
in the remaining sugar. Continue 
beating until the meringue holds 
firm, shiny peaks when the beater 
is held straight up. 

Whip 2 cups of the cream un- 
til it holds a shape. Fold the 
whites, then the cream, into the 
orange mixture carefully but 
thoroughly. Pour into a 2-quart 
souffé dish and smooth the sur- 
face with a spatula. Seal with Sa- 
ran. Refrigerate overnight. It can 
be used sooner but the flavor is 
more vivid given this amount of 
time in the refrigerator. 

An hour or so before serving, 
garnish the mold with a garland 
of whipped-cream rosettes, and 
finish the cream with a light 
sprinkling of grated dark sweet 
chocolate. Refrigerate until sery- 
ing time.

Curried Shrimp with Condiments 


This recipe will serve 8 to 10. To 
make a sufficient quantity for 20, 
do not attempt to double the rec- 
ipe.

You do not cook the shrimp prior 
to adding them to the sauce.

Melt the butter in a large, heavy 
enameled saucepan. Add the on- 
ion and apple, 14% cups water, 
and cook over moderate heat un- 
til all the water has boiled away 
and both onion and apple are | 
soft. If necessary, add more wa- 
ter. 

Stir in the curry and cook for 
2 minutes. Next stir in the,flour 
until smooth. Cook 3 minutes 
longer. Next stir in the hot broth, 
bring to a boil, and then simmer 
for 10 to 15 minutes, giving the 
mixture an occasional stir. The 
sauce can be cooked to this point, 
sealed with Saran, and refriger- 
ated. 

Finally, stir in the cream, salt, 
pepper, and lemon juice to taste. 
Add the shrimp and bring up to 
a boil. Simmer for about 2 min- 
utes. No longer. 

To serve, spoon into a large 
heated bowl or handsome tureen.

1 can (1-pound 4-ounce size)

2 cups heavy cream, whipped 

Garnish: sliced pineapple and 
maraschino cherries 


Drain the pineapple juice into the 
top of a double boiler. Set the 
chunks aside. Sprinkle the gela- 
tin over the pineapple juice to 
soften it: then add the lemon 
juice, and stir over a low heat un- 
til the gelatin has dissolved. Take 
off the stove and set aside. 

Beat the egg yolks with a ro- 
tary or electric beater until they 
are very thick. then begin to add 
the sugar gradually, beating con- 
stantly. Combine with the gelatin 
mixture; place over simmering 
water and cook, stirring constant- 
ly, until the mixture has _thick- 
ened and coats a spoon. Cool. 

Beat the egg whites until they 
hold firm, shiny peaks when the 
beater is held straight up. Fold 
into the gelatin mixture. Beat the 
cream in a large bowl! until very 
thick. Pour the first mixture on 
top, add the drained pineapple 
chunks, then fold all together 
thoroughly. Pour into a 2-quart 
mold and refrigerate until firm 
—4 to 5 hours. 

To serve, unmold on a hand- 
some platter and garnish with 
sliced pineapple and maraschino 
cherries. Serves about 10.

Filling: 


2 pounds tenderized pitted prunes 
1% cup prune liquid 

1 cup sugar 

1 teaspoon ground cardamom 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

14 teaspoon salt 


Place the prunes in a_ heavy 
saucepan, cover with water, bring 
to a boil slowly, and cook for 20 
to 25 minutes. Drain, saving the 
liquid. When cool enough to han- 
dle, put through a food grinder, 
using the finest blade. 

Return the chopped prunes to 
the saucepan with 14 cup of the 
prune liquid, the sugar, and the 
cardamom. Cook over a very low 
heat until the mixture is as thick 
as jam. Give it an occasional stir 
so that it doesn’t “catch.” Cool, 
then stir in the vanilla and salt. 
Set aside. 


Cake 


1 cup butter 

1 cup sugar 

2 eggs 

1 teaspoon vanilla or rum 

4 cups sifted all-purpose flour 
2 teaspoons baking powder 
l4 teaspoon salt

4 cup milk 


Cream the butter with an electric 
beater or in the electric mixer. 
Gradually work in the sugar, 
beating constantly, until you have 
a very creamy mixture. Add the 
eggs, one at a time, beating hard 
after each addition. Stir in the 
vanilla or rum. 

Sift the flour, baking powder, 
and salt together. Stir flour and 
milk alternately into butter mix- 
ture, ending with flour. Dough 
will be fairly firm but not stiff. 
Shape into a tube, roll in wax 
paper, and refrigerate dough un- 
ul firm. 

To bake, divide the dough into 
seven equal portions. Take one 
piece at a time—keep the re- 
mainder refrigerated—and roll on 
a lightly floured board (we find 
a pastry cloth and knitted roll- 
ing-pin sleeve most satisfactory ) 
so that it fits a 9” round cake 
pan. Turn cake pan upside down. 
Roll the dough up on the rolling 
pin, center over the ungreased 
cake pan, then unroll. With a 
sharp knife, trim off any dough 
that hangs over the edge. Bake as 
many layers at a time as you have 
9” pans and oven space. 

Bake in a preheated 350° oven 
for 12 to 15 minutes or until the 
edges of the cakes turn a delicate 
brown. Take from the oven and 
with a long metal spatula lift off 
the pan to a cake rack. When 
cold, the layers will be brittle. 

To finish the cake, spread prune 
filling between the layers, divid- 
ing it as evenly as possible. When 
you place the last layer on top, 
press down as firmly as possible 
without breaking the cake. 

Place in a heavy kettle, seal 
with foil, cover securely, and mel- 
low the cake about 24 hours.

The wine expert may shift these 
basic principles, if it suits his 
purpose or taste. There is no law 
from on high. Poppy Cannon 
serves red and white with Thanks- 
giving turkey, saying that turkey 
is a game bird—hence red—but 
today’s birds are bred mostly for 
breast meat—hence white. Jim 
Beard likes almost all his chicken 
dishes served with red. They are 
well aware of what they are 
doing, but I would suggest string- 
ing along with tradition until ex- 
pertise tells you otherwise. Either 
that, or do as your fancy dic- 
tates. If the wine is good, that’s 
what counts. In the list at the 
right are suggestions to be used 
as guidelines only. 


What about vintage? 


Yes, it does matter. Of late. it 
has been the thing to downgrade 
vintage, saying, in effect, “in all 
years some good wine is made.” 
True, but in some years better 
wine is made, and the year is par- 
ticularly important in the more 
northerly vineyards of Cham- 
pagne, Alsace, Germany, Burgun- 
dy. and Bordeaux. It is not so 
crucial in Italy, Spain, or Cali- 
fornia. Of recent years, 1959 was 
great but going out—so drink up. 
*60 was so-so; “61 so great that 
prices are astronomical and the 
real buffs are putting the best

What about Champagne? 


There seems to be a prevalent 
notion that Champagne is the all- 
purpose wine that can be drunk 
before, after, and during the meal. 
Well, it can, but I have grave 
doubts as to whether it should. 
After all, why should there be an 
all-purpose wine any more than 
an all-purpose food? 

Before the meal, Champagne is 
lovely, especially a nice dry Brut. 
During the meal, satisfactory 
only to a degree. I think it is 
perfectly terrible with cheese, and 
I wouldn’t like it with red meat. 
After the meal, yes, if it’s a 
sweeter Demi-Sec. But eee 
you drink it, don’t swizzle all the 
bubbles out and don’t put sugar 
and bitters in for a cocktail. 


How much to buy? 


Well, how much steak do you 


need—or roast beef? It’s a mat- 
ter of experience and the caliber 
of your guests. The great wine 
man, André Simon, always said, 
“T drink wine; I don’t sip it.” If 
he were coming, I’d allow him a 
half-bottle. For lesser drinkers, a

If you’re having 
two wines, allow a bottle of white 
for four or even six because 
you're following with a red. Then 
two bottles of red for four to six, 
to reach the cheese course. Should 
you essay a sweet dessert wine, a 
small glass is sufficient. A half- 
bottle will handle four or even 
six. Incidentally, half bottles 
(and they're available for many 
wines) are a fine idea for dining 
a deux. 


The glasses 


Set them out, one for each person 
and each wine. Above all, make 
them copious. Nine ounces is a 
good all-purpose glass for red or 
white. If you splurge on sizes, an 
eight-ounce for white and nine- or 
ten-ounce for red. Dessert wines 
can take smaller affairs. The 
point is, you never fill a glass. 
Half full is plenty. The empty 
half is to capture the bouquet. 


chilling; don’t serve them ice- 
cold, though. 

Open your reds an hour or 
even more ahead of time and 
leave the corks out. This lets the 
wine “breathe’—improves it im- 
measurably. This is not necessary 


with whites and pinks. (Very old ~ 


bottles—seldom seen—should be 
opened at table and drunk at 
once.) 

A decent corkscrew belongs in 
every home—not those _ little 
screw-it-in-and-put-the-bottle-be- 
tween-your-legs-and-pull-ones. Bad 
for you; bad for the wine. The 
kind the wine-waiters use, with 
leverage, or the ones with spread 
ears are the best. 


Serving the table 


The tribal rites practiced in the 
name of wine service can be pre- 
cious in the extreme. But certain 
of the niceties should be observed 
because they make sense, and be- 
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cause a little ceremony is plea 
sant in these days of overdong 
laissez-faire. 

The host (and a good _hos| 
pours the wine unless the pa 
is very large and he would 
away from his place for too long) 
pours a small quantity in his o 1 
glass first. He tastes it to ap) 
prove the wine as adequate fo 
his guests. (Also, if a few par} 
ings from the cork should per) 
chance fall into the bottle, t ‘t 
host’s glass will collect them.) 
Then he goes around the tablé 
filling each glass in turn, half 
full. Sometimes in England, ot 
where délicatesse still obtains, it 
fills the ladies’ glasses first, ther 
the men’s.

ly “bubbles,” or simply lift the 
entire base coat from the concrete 
surface. Moreover, freeze-thaw 
any cold-weather 
zone put seamless to severe tests. 

What about putting seamless 
below grade on a basement floor? 
Not every manufacturer recom- 
mends it. When you buy, read the 
instructions carefully. 

Is it true that urethanes are 
flammable? In the liquid state, 
highly flammable.

It should be evident by now 
that seamless-flooring systems are 
not cure-alls.

Renaissance chairs with her own 
needlepoint. 

Périgueux turns out to be a mar- 
velously mixed-up town—Gallo- 
Roman ruins, Victorian French 

townhouses, faceless modern of- 
fice buildings, a cathedral that 
_ looks like whitewashed Byzantine. 
_ The commissioner who supervises 
the prehistoric caves of the area 
has his offices in a _ medieval 
stone house hidden in a cobbled 
court. Périqueux suggests itself 
as a good headquartering place 
if you d like to explore this region 
in depth. 

Eight kilometers from town, 
there is the Chateau de Rognac— 
a 16th-century moated castle, 
charmingly adapted as a restau- 
rant. The local cuisine is done 
well by—écrevisses, those finger- 
food crayfish to be dipped in but- 
tery brown sauce; confit de loie 
(goose richly compounded with 
cepes and tomatoes) ; lamb’s let- 
tuce sprinkled with walnuts and 
simply dressed in walnut oil. 

Logical next stop is Bergerac 
on the banks of the Dordogne— 
and whether or not Cyrano was 
an utter fraud, it doesn’t hurt to 
imagine that he walked the me- 
dieval streets. The city is the cen- 
ter of the French tobacco indus- 
try, which accounts for its Musée 


du Tabac. 


Judgment on vintage 


Its wine is something: else. Mon- 
_ bazillac, heady, sweet, made from 
late grapes, is grown on the 
slopes surrounding the Chateau 
de Monbazillac, which you may 
visit for yourself, six kilometers 
from Bergerac. Other wines are 
grown—Cotes de Bergerac and 
the red Pécharmant. The Wine 
Councillors of Bergerac meet in 
formal red-robed conclave to sit 
in judgment on the vintages. 
_ Their headquarters, on the banks 
of the Dordogne with a view to 
the green plains beyond, give you 
an inkling of the road to come. 
The Dordogne is a wayward 
river, given to unexpected loops 
in direction—cingles, meaning 
whiplashes—which create lovely, 
visual islands along its course. 
From Bergerac to Tremolat, 
where the river indulges in one of 
its more spectacular cingles, the 
road follows the stream. The 
landscape en route—a_ smooth 
palette of greens ribboned with 
shining water, striped with order- 
ly poplars, or ruffled with groves 
of beech and chestnut, a picture

heights, some of the most beauti- 
fully comforting scenery in the 
whole troubled world. 

Tremolat at sunset—and Le 
Vieux Logis, a river-edge inn in 
its own little rose park. crammed 
to the gunwales with fruitwood 
armoires and tester beds, toiles 
de Jouy and chintzes—an exhibi- 
tion of the best French Pro- 
vincial in action, and an active 
chef who can poach a trout to 
perfection and make a Grand 
Marnier soufflé that almost blows 
off the plate. Petit déjeuner came 
crisp and steaming, with apricot 
jam and a basket of strawberries 
crowned with a Madame Maja 
cabbage rose. 


People-watching 


On a bright Tuesday morning 
a drive from Tremolat to Le Bu- 
gue, where the market is in full 
swing, crowding the town square, 
which looks down on the meeting 
of the Dordogne and Vézére Riv- 
ers as over a balcony. The town 
is unspectacular; people watching 
is great, a taste of the nitty- 
gritty of real life that makes 
markets anywhere so entrancing 
to travelers. To note: The new 
Royal Vézére Hotel, very sophis- 
ticated, is a reminder that the 
provinces aren’t all that provin- 
cial these days. 

Les-Eyzies-de-Tayac, rightfully 
billed as the capital of prehistory, 
is nearby. Underground it is a 
complex of limestone caves and 
grottoes where Cro-Magnon man 
lived 2,000 years ago, depicting 
his life as a hunter in cave paint- 
ings and chiselings. It’s there for 
you to see—but so awesome, 
mind-blowing, that it’s almost too 
much to take in. The visit de- 
serves more psychological prep- 
aration than most travelers bring 
to it, even after a look at the Na- 
tional Museum of Prehistory, 
which is at the cave entrance. 

The little gem of prehistoric 
art is Lascaux, about 20 kilom- 
eters away near Montignac, but 
these caves have been closed to 
the public because the exhala- 
tions of visitors were working 
chemical changes on the paint- 
ings.

Everblooming oxalis 


For pots and baskets of winter 
flowers in a sunny window gar- 
den, there are several kinds of 
oxalis that are nearly everbloom- 
ing. O. regnelli, the species 
shown above, grows from a fleshy 
rhizome and opens white flowers 
every day over square-cut, dark- 
green leaves. O. crassipes has 
light-green leaves, rounded like 
clover, and clusters of pink flow- 
ers. O. siliqguosa has _ reddish 
leaves and bright yellow blooms 
that appear all year. It is espe- 


cially attractive as a basket 
plant. 

Oxalis ortgiesi has a bushy, 
upright form, quite different 


from other oxalis, and it grows 
from a fibrous root system. The 
bronzy-green leaves are maroon 
underneath, and the small yellow 
flowers appear frequently. An- 
other upright form is O. hedysa- 
roides rubra, the firefern, 
called because of the glowing 
red leaves; it also has tiny yel- 
low flowers. 

Oxalis Caprina represents still 


so- 


another group of oxalis, those 
that grow from a bulb. It has . 


double yellow flowers, with petal 
reverses pink-tinted, giving the 
effect of a miniature Talisman 
rose. O. variabilis, or Grand 
Duchess oxalis, has a _rust-col- 
ored zone in the bright-green 
leaf, like clover; the 1ose flowers 
measure an inch or more across.

Oxalis do well in almost any 
standard potting mix, and one

Misting timer 


Commercial plant propagators 
have long used automatic misting 
at timed intervals for speeding 
the rooting of cuttings, particu- 
larly woody kinds, or other types 
known to be difficult. 

Now the people at Tork Time 
Controls, Ine., Mount Vernon, 
New York, have a control unit for 
small greenhouses so that this 
method of propagation can be 
used by the amateur. It retails 
for about $70. The Tork misting 
program timer requires no elec- 
trical installation; simply plug it 
into an AC outlet like a lamp or 
other appliance. The unit con- 
trols solenoid valves in the wa- 
tering system which do the ac- 
tual misting. The unit has two 
dials, each with built-in tabs for 
setting up the desired program. 

One dial programs the times 
for misting. The second regulates 
the amount of misting at each 
period. The first dial can be set 
for misting just one time in 24 
hours, or up to 48 times. The pro- 
gram repeats itself automatically 
every day at the pre-set times. 
The second dial, the mist-control 
timer, permits misting periods 
that can range from a minimum 
of six seconds up to six minutes. 


Grow an avocado

Amid giant firs, a sunny and warm winter retreat 


This mountain hideaway is more than it seems. Handsome—with- 
out question. Seemingly a part of the rugged country surrounding 
it—yes. Comfortable and sunlit within—the owners attest to it. But 
also, this redwood-clad and cedar-shake-roofed house jn Tahoe 
City, Calif., has in it several ingenious solutions to design and 
climate problems. For example, Designer David Tucker. of Olympic 
Valley, Calif. angled the upper walls to the eave’s edge. Architec- 
turally pleasing, it was done primarily to bring house heat to the 
entire underside of the roof, to prevent ice dams from forming at 
the eave, a condition that typically starts a roof leak. Then the 
artist-owner wanted a studio within the living area, yet removed 
enough to hide the inevitable painter’s mess. Designer Tucker 
literally hung the studio above the living/dining space on the 
second level. Stairs up on the plan, below, right, lead to this 
studio /loft, not otherwise indicated on the plans. Glass in the large 
clerestory, photo below, and generous use of glass elsewhere open 
up what is a relatively small house (1.160 square feet). Footbridge 


in top photo leads from the liy ing/dining level to the parking spot.

Place the feta in a deep bowl and cover completely) 
with the brine. Seal with foil or Saran. Feta dries out ver 
quickly and loses both taste and texture if not protected in 
this way. Feta imported from Greece—which travels packed 
in a milk-and-water brine in sealed cans—is made of sheep’s 
milk, not the classic goat’s milk because, interestingly, there 
is a shortage of goat’s milk in Greece.

Are phyllo and strudel the same pastry? 


Essentially. Phyllo calls for somewhat more butter than stru- 
del in the basic dough and infinitely more in making the 
various delicacies (see pages 100 and 101). The technique for 
making the two pastries is exactly the same and they both 
must be made by hand. There is no shortcut. Hence we 
recommend buying it already made. Phyllo is Greek, and 
strudel is Austrian. The leaves (or sheets). frozen, can be 
bought in many stores specializing in fine foods. Approxi- 
mately 20 to 22 sheets to the pound, measuring 14” by 17”.

Where did the word booze come from? 


During the presidential campaign of 1840, bottles in the 
shape of log cabins were designed in Glassboro, N.J. to 
symbolize the home of William Henry Harrison, ninth Presi- 
dent of the U.S. A very alert distiller by the name of 
E. C. Booz filled the bottles with suitable spirits, and they 
came to be known as “booz bottles.” Over the years, liquor 
became known in the vernacular as booze. 


What are water chestnuts? 


In one of the best books on Chinese cooking ever written, 
The Pleasures of Chinese Cooking, Grace Zia Chu, the au- 
thor, says: “Water chestnuts, as the name implies, are grown 
in a flooded field. It is a type of vegetable and not to be 
confused with the chestnuts sold roasted on the street, or 
those used so extensively in French cooking. When the bulb- 
like roots of the water chestnuts are fully matured, the field 
is drained and the chestnuts continue to grow for a few more 
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days before they are harvested. Freshly gathered, they are 
especially tasty and juicy and can be eaten as fruits or 
sliced and added to dishes for flavor or texture. When dried 
and ground into powder, they are used as a binder or 
thickener.” 


Why does fresh lettuce turn brown in the refrigerator? 


In or out of the refrigerator, when lettuce is cut, a milky 
substance appears at the core end which turns brown the 
minute it hits the air. Actually, it’s nature’s way of sealing 
the “wound.” Obviously, this happens when lettuce is cut in 
the field and happens every time the cook cuts off the end 
at home. It is a natural seal and does not indicate old let- 
tuce, as some people think. 


How do you keep washed salad greens fresh? 


Wash the greens thoroughly, then dry as well as you can. 
Line the hydrator of your refrigerator with several layers of 
paper towels or use a fresh dish towel. Lay the greens, leaf 
by leaf, in the hydrator right on top of each other. That’s it. 
By actual test, washed greens, including even delicate ones, 
have kept fresh and beautiful up to a week. It’s the best 
method we’ve discovered so far. 


What is the best sherry to use in cooking? 


Sherry is called for in the preparation of certain dishes be- 
cause of its nutty flavor. The sherry with the most character- 
istic nuttiness is amontillado, a fairly dry sherry, which 
would be used in either an entrée or a sweet dish. Sefiora 
Eduardo de Erice, wife of the Spanish commercial attaché 
in Chicago, and an excellent cook, tells us that after the dish 
has been fully cooked, a little more sherry should be added 
because the wine loses some of its flavor and aroma during 
cooking. #

Another charming bit of French whim- 
sy—Meringue Swans stuffed with ice 
cream, floating in a pool of rich Choc- 
olate Sauce. The sauce and the me- 
ringue must, of course, be made in ad- 
vance and the entremet itself assem- 
bled shortly before serving. 

Spoon enough of the Chocolate 
Sauce into a shallow flat-bottomed 
dish or platter (crystal would be hand- 
some) to coat the bottom nicely. To 
make the swans, scoop up a ball of 
ice cream and press half a swan onto 
each side so they meet at the front. 
Take great care here because the me- 
ringue is very fragile. Pipe a little 
whipped cream between the wings in 
front and stick the swan’s neck into the 
cream. If not served immediately the 
swan can be stored in the freezer (not 
the refrigerator) for at most 30 min- 
utes. If longer, the meringue will soften. 

To serve, arrange each swan on top 
of the Chocolate Sauce in the platter. 
Serve more sauce separately. Any ex- 
tra sauce can be used over ice cream 
or puddings.

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A DICKENS FEAST 


“Because Bill teaches English litera- 
ture,” said Mrs. C, the hostess. “and we 
love old-fashioned Christmases anyway, 
it seemed natural to give a great feast. 
We wanted to be as authentic as possi- 
ble, with somewhat of a nod toward 
modern eating habits and expediency. 
So we had everyone dress up in formal 
clothes. That is elementary.” 

“Come to a Dickens dinner—black 
tie.” When these invitations went out in 
a Connecticut community last Decem- 
ber, there was disbelief, bewilderment. 
What did young Professor C and his 
wife have in mind? Mystified friends, 
used to tweed-jacket informality, called 
to ask if they must rent costumes? No, 
fortunately. Relief and delight. It was 
the year before party culottes came into 
fashion, but lovely Edwardian blouses 
and long velvet skirts were on hand. 

“I told them all we were going to do 
was eat. and since most of our friends 
love that,” said Mrs. C, 
was fine.” It was in this mood of mystery 
but eager expectation that 20 young 
suburbanites (the men_ still compiain-

ing about black tie, the women preening 
in beautiful long dresses) arrived for 
an enormous feast of meats and meat 
pies, bowls of steaming vegetables, pears, 
hot chestnuts, and juicy oranges. 

Mrs. C, a lively and pretty English 
major (who knows her literature nearly 
as well as her professor husband does)

is a charming mixture of Now and 
Then. She related the tale of the dinner 
in the very room where it took place—a 
large, two-story, beamed living room, 
handsomely decorated in English an- 
tiques and bright-yellow fabrics. A per- 
fect setting for any party. A_ perfect 
setting, certainly, for a traditional feast. 

“After we had sent out the invitations 
and reassured the disquieted guests. it 
was time to do some research.” Not 
such an arduous job, since both are so 
steeped in English literature anyway. “I 
used A Christmas Carol, not for the 
menu but primarily for mood, a chapter 
called “Manners, Meals, and Domestic 
Pastimes’ from Johnson's England, and 
the Spectator papers. Johnson lived be- 
fore 1800, but there was much in this 
book to set tradition for a hundred 
years. I got the actual recipes from the 
Gourmet Cookbook.” 

On an evening so cold and bleak and 
icy that Dickens would have found it 
familiar, the house was, in his words, 
“as snug and warm and dry and bright 
a ballroom as you would desire to see 
upon a winter’s night. . . .” But still, to 
come out on such a cold night! In those 
clothes! 

“Most of our friends were not keyed 
to it. particularly the men, and what we 
were doing was still a mystery. The flu 
Was going around, so we lost a lot of 
people at the last minute.” 

“The walls and ceiling were so hung 
with living green that it looked a perfect 
grove... and such a mighty blaze went 
roaring up the chimney.” So Dickens 
wrote about the miracle in Scrooge’s 
room, and when the guests arrived at the 


C’s home, it was true. “The room was so 


pretty. the Christmas tree was lit, and 
vou could almost feel the ghosts of 
Dickens and Johnson hovering about. 
We had put the dining table in the cen- 
ter of the room and pushed the furni- 
ture to one side. We served only mulled 
wine—not a single hors d’oeuvres, be- 
cause that would have been improper 
and impractical. We expected someone, 
a disgruntled husband in a dinner jack- 
et, to ask for Scotch, but the Dickensian 
atmosphere got to everyone and no one 
did. Mulled wine is actually very strong 
and we soon began to feel pleasantly 
glowing.” 

The guests, says A Christmas Carol, 
were “ten times merrier than before. . . 
happy. grateful, pleased with one an- 
other, and contented with the time.” 
And so they were, at 9:30 when dinner 
began. Each person received at his place 
a small package—a tiny wood ornament 
for his own Christmas tree. Although 
the C’s had a man in for the evening to 
serve the drinks, the food was on, the 
table and everyone helped themselves. 
Six chickens! Three lambs! Steak and 
kidney pies! Tubs of butter! Loaves and 
loaves of white bread. (“You always see 
pictures in Dickens of enormous loaves 
of bread coming out of the oven,” said 
Mrs. C.) Boiled

Clusters of houses in a modern version of attached 
urban dwellings are rising on the hills of Vermont. 
The “vacation community” concept is the basis for 
Locus Bolton, a new development for year-round 
vacationing in a recreation area near Burlington. 
The Bolton project was designed by Peter Gluck of 
New York, 30-year-old graduate of the Yale School 
of Architecture, for the development group known 
as ARDEC. Shown here are four houses in the first 
cluster of eight, with a look inside the blue-doored 
house above. The living room, at right and opposite, 
has a triangular end dominated by a freestanding 
fireplace on a tiled square. The door leads to a deck 


overlooking the 


valley. Opposite, the sculptural 


stairway connecting living room and bedrooms.

The Locus Bolton houses form a sharply angled sil- 
houette against the winter landscape. The cluster of 
four is built on posts against the hillside, with the 
valley below and a ski trail on the uphill side. Al- 
though attached, each house is a separate entity with 
its own entry bridge as well as two private decks, 
one of which is shown in photograph above. The wall 
between each pair of houses is solid masonry to estab- 
lish sound control. Textured plywood panels in oil 
finish form the exterior walls. Interior walls are plas- 
terboard painted white. 

The design of these buildings by Peter Gluck 
makes use of prefabricated wall panels, which include 
preformed windows and doors. By using these stan- 
dard building components in their own system, the 
developers provide unique design usually associated 
with custom-built houses, but at a price ($35,000) 
attractive to middle-income families. A pleasing sense 
of shelter is achieved by varying room shapes, with 
windows placed for enjoyment of views as well as light 
and shadow. The developers have equipped houses to 
simplify the procedure of taking possession. Fittings 
supplied with each unit include electric heating with 
individual room thermostats, Thermopane windows, 
recessed ceiling lights, and wall lighting fixtures. All 
floors are carpeted in a choice of gold, terra-cotta, or 
blue, with the exception of the kitchen floor, which is 
quarry tile (photograph facing page). Kitchens are 
completely equipped, as shown. Built-in seating in 
the living room is optional. Continued 
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THE DESIGN IDEA: 
Use standard building components 


in a non-standard way 


The cluster concept of Locus Bolton is based on groups of eight houses, 
one group shown at the left. Each house has a private entry bridge from 
the rising land on the high side. These bridges meet in a central area of 
the site. which has been set aside as a children’s communal playground. 
There are three basic designs in each section of four houses—the two center 
plans are the same; the end houses vary slightly. Each house has three 
bedrooms, but the open space below can become an additional bedroom 
and bath. Plan and illustrations on these pages show one of the center 
houses. Entry is through a mud room on the kitchen-dining level (see plan, 
above) with the living room a short flight down, the bedrooms half a flight 
up. The living and bedroom levels each have an open deck overlooking the 
valley. The center houses comprise 1,190 square feet. and the end ones, 
1.280 square feet. Estimated cost per house, $35,000. Shared maintenance 
and plans for rental management (when owners are not in residence) are 
distinct advantages of this and similar vacation-community projects.

Open as this mountain house seems in summer (as photographed here), 
it yet has the snug sense of enclosure needed in the snow-covered deep 
of winter. The central living space of the lower floor is focused around 
the hearth and chimney, rugged masonry made from the stones of the 
valley. Much of the seating space is built-in, designed by the architect, 
to whom the owners also entrusted the job of decorating. The master 
bedroom is at one side of the living room, almost a part of it, separated 
to some degree by a seven-foot-high partition.

History in a glass 





PORT AND MADEIRA 


Portugal is one of the important wine- 
producing countries of the world, al- 
though it is neither the largest nor the 
best known in terms of glamorous cha- 
teaux or household-word labels. Yet the 
Portuguese have, over the last 250 years, 
created two great and unique wines— 
Port and Madeira—brilliantly colored, 
fragrant, and rich. 

The story of Portuguese wine begins 
at least 500 years before the birth of 
Christ. The great ships of the Phoeni- 
cians sailed the length of the Mediter- 
ranean Sea, bringing grape vines from 
the East and planting them along the 
shores of lands which would later be- 
come France, Spain, and Portugal. Once 
the vines were established along the 
coasts, farmers took cuttings inland 
and experimented to find the places and 
the soils where they would grow best. In 
northern Portugal there is a great river 
called the Douro, flowing from east to 
west into the Atlantic and carving into 
the hills a beautiful, sun-baked valley. 
Here the grapes grew, if not quite per- 
fectly, at least fiercely and abundantly. 
When the Romans came, they found the 
vineyards already well established in a 
tradition that continued for centuries. 


The beginnings of Port 


The grapes were crushed by barefoot 
men, in stone troughs called lagares. 
The new wine was fermented on hun- 
dreds of quintas, the small estates of in- 
dividual growers, then poured into long 
casks called pipes. After a few months 
of aging, the pipes were carried down 
the precipitous slopes on the backs of 
mules to the river bank, and transported 
on flat-bottomed barges down the foam- 
ing rapids of the Douro to the waiting 
seagoing ships at its mouth. There the 
pipes were tipped into the water and 


pushed by strong swimmers to the dan- 
gling ropes of the ships, which would 
carry the wines to thirsty drinkers in 
towns up and down the coast. Inevita- 
bly, a thriving harbor city dey ‘loped at 
the mouth of the Douro, a city which 


gave its name to the wine: Oporto. 
By the middle of the 14th ntury. 
Portuguese ships were carrying the

wines northward to England and bring- 
ing back cargoes of salt cod and woolen 
cloth. Thus began the historic Anglo- 
Portuguese partnership that proved to 
be so important in the development of 
the wine. Early in the 15th Century, 
some of the more intrepid Portuguese 
sea captains dared to sail out into the 
Atlantic and discovered a group of is- 
lands about 500 miles offshore, unin- 
habited and completely covered by for- 
ests. The sailors called them “Ilhas da 
Madeira,” Isles of Wood. Rumors about 
these lovely and fertile islands spread 
across Europe and soon a small inter- 
national band of adventurers took a pre- 
carious foothold just inland from the 
snowy-white beaches, where the forests 
came down to the sea. Besides the Por- 
tuguese, there were Germans, Poles, 
Frenchmen, even a Scotsman. 


The fires of Madeira 


The settlers cleared the land by setting 
fire to the forests. The Isles of Madeira, 
it was said, burned continuously for 
seven years. No doubt the richness of 
the soil and the marvelous yield from 
the grapes are partly due to the wood 
ash mixed into the rich earth. The set- 
tlers brought sugar cane and grape 
vines, so the making of wine was soon 
flourishing on Madeira. The techniques 
were copied exactly from those of the 
Douro Valley, and the pipes were floated 
out to the waiting British and Portu- 
guese ships in the tiny port of Funchal. 

By the 17th Century, so many thirsty 
Englishmen had developed a taste for 
the wines of Portugal that British wine 
merchants began establishing their own 
trading offices in Funchal and Oporto. 
At first they just bought the pipes of 
wine at the docks. Then they began in- 
vesting in the producing firms and even 
entering into partnerships with the vine- 
yard owners. This is why, even today, 
many of the most famous names on the 
labels of Madeiras and Ports are British: 
Blandy Brothers, Cockburn-Smithes, 
Cossart-Gordon, Croft, Harvey, Hooper, 
Leacock, Robertson, Sandeman, Wil- 
liams & Humbert, etc. 

Until the 18th Century, the wines of 


Madeira and Oporto were fairly ordi- 
nary consumo or table wines. They were 
being shipped in large quantities across 
the Atlantic and were great favorites 
among Virginia planters and Boston 
businessmen. But now the much better 
French wines were beginning to compete 
strongly, and something had to be done 
about improving the Portuguese wines 
if they were to hold their own. It was 
one of the British merchants who con- 
ceived the idea that revolutionized Ma- 
deira and Port and made them world- 
famous. His English customers liked 
their wines strong, and Madeiras and 
Ports were not very strong. The simple 
trick that changed everything was docu- 
mented by the year 1720: the addition 
of three gallons of fine distilled brandy 
to each pipe of Portuguese wine. This 
was the beginning of what we know to- 
day as “fortified wines.” 

At first the fortified Madeiras were 
very harsh. It was said that the brandy 
lion and the grape lamb would not lie 
down together. The producers discov- 
ered two strange things. If the filled 
pipes were left for a few days out in the 
sun to get warm, the wine was softened. 
Also, it was found that the fortified wine 
improved greatly in the pipe during a 
long sea voyage. Apparently the combi- 
nation of the heat in the ship’s hold 
and the continuous swaying caused by 
the sea swell made the wine velvety. Af- 
ter that, for almost a century, all the 
most expensive Madeiras were labeled 
“East India,” which meant that they had 
been carried to Java and back, through 
tropic heat, before being sold. 


Cooking the wines 


Finally, in the early 1800's, the Ma- 
deira producers conceived the fantastic 
system of “cooking” their wines—the 
unique method of making modern Ma- 
deira. The system is called estufado. 
which means, literally, “‘stoving.” The 
casks are placed in heated stone build- 
ings and kept at a steady temperature 
between 100° and 140°. The better 
wines are heated very gently and kept 
hot, sometimes for as long as six months.

For little fingers: paper-torn Santas and trees 





Use coated paper, one side red. one white. 
11” by 51%”. Start with white side up. By 
making four simple folds and tearing with 
fingers (you may also tear along the edge 
of a ruler) you can make a Santa like this. 





Bring lower edge up to one inch short of 
top edge and crease fold, as shown. This 
exposes the red side of paper. Bring the 
same edge down to meet the fold and make 
another crease, hiding red side again. 





Now. fold top edge down so that it is two 
inches from bottom edge. again exposing 
red surface, and crease. Bring same edge 
up to form a new fold, as shown, leaving 
14” between it and the fold below it. 





Tear across top fold to make hat, as shown. 
On lower fold. start tearing across, swing- 
ing down for beard and up again. Dot 
eyes, draw mouth, fold sides back to brace. 





To make colored tree against white back- 
ground—and its variation: a colored tree 
edged in white against a colored back- 
ground—by enclosing the original card in 
a jacket, use color-coated paper 12” by 6”. 





With paper’s colored surface up, begin by 
bringing left edge toward the right. stop- 
ping when edges are 4” apart and making 
the fold. The white surface will now be 
exposed on the left, as diagram = ows. 





Lifting the same edge, bring it back and 
put it in line with the fold. creasing new 
fold. Only colored surface shows now. 
Make the same folds down the right, so the 
folded edges meet in the center, as above. 





Beginning at the top, tear paper on both 
sides of center opening in tree shape, with 
peak, body, and trunk, to create tree. If 
desired, enclose in a plain paper jacket. 


To make this version of Christmas tree. use 
a sheet of paper coated any color, 8” by 8”. 
Fold in half, as shown, with color inside. 
Open and lightly pencil a center line on 
the left side (to position the tree trunk). 





Tear sections of tree to the left of trunk, 
being careful not to cross the pencil line. 
If paper does not yield easily to pressure 
of fingers, use a sharp tool to start the tear- 
ing, but continue the remainder by hand. 





Lift each torn section and fold it back 
at the hole at the center line. Each 
section will be seen as a colored “branch” 
against the white background. Close card. 
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For a girl: Tenniel-style Alice in 
Wonderland of cardboard with mov- 
able joints. A toe-whirling ballerina’s 
tiara conceals a control button that 
guides her ballet steps.

Meringue, one of the most versa- 
tile “doughs,” can be used deco- 
ratively in innumerable ways by 
piping it inte attractive shapes 
and designs. All professionals use 
paper cones for decorating pur- 
poses (whatever mixture they are 
working with) because they are 
more flexible than canvas or plas- 
tic and can be discarded at will. 
With practice—it does take 
practice but it is also fun—any- 
one can construct a cone and be- 
come proficient in using it. Un- 
doubtedly the best paper to use 
is vegetable parchment, usually 
available in housewares depart- 
ments. Lacking that, the heaviest 
wax paper is satisfactory. 


To make a paper cone 


Step 1: Cut a 15” square of 
paper into two exact triangles or 
fold a 12” square of wax paper 
to make a triangle. 





Step 2: Lay the triangle flat on 
the table and grasp the two 
points of the long side with 
thumbs and forefingers. Working 
with the right hand, twist to make 
a cone so that the point, which 
should be needle-sharp, comes to 
the center of the longest side. 
Fasten with transparent tape 
(chefs don’t bother to do this, but 
you'd better).

Step 3: Fold top edges into the 
cone and snip off the pointed end 
to make the opening (the size de- 
pends on how the cone is to be 
used) or cut on the bias on each 
side, which will give a fluted ef- 
fect when used. If you wish to use 
a metal tube (they are readily 
available in all sizes and in- 
numerable shapes), cut off the tip 
about 14” from the end and drop 
the tube into the cone. It should 
fit tightly. 


To fill the cone 


Hold the cone in the left hand 
and scoop up the filling with a 
metal spatula, filling it no more 
than half full. Fold in the top so 
the filling won’t back out as pres- 
sure is applied. Keep folding the 
top down as you use up the filling. 


How to make rocks: Drop spoon- 
fuls of the meringue onto wax 
paper in any shape or any size to 
simulate rocks. The rougher look- 
ing the form, the more attractive. 


To make the little birds: Trace 
the above illustration—as many 
as you are going to need—on wax 
paper. Place the paper on a 
cookie sheet (a drop or two of 
water under the paper will keep 
it from slipping). Hold the cone 
at a 45° angle, and using your 
index finger as a guide, pipe 
around the outline of the bird; 
then fill in the center. When baked 
and cold, melt dark sweet choco- 
late to give the birds eyes and 
beaks and to outline the feathers— 
easily done with a toothpick. For 
baking instructions, see page 100. 
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How to make birds’ nests: Trace 
circles on wax paper of a size to 
accommodate the birds. With pip- 
ing cone, force meringue through 
the cone outlining the circle. Fill 
in the center. Then build up the 
sides of the nest to the depth you 
want, piping around and around 
the perimeter. For baking in- 
structions, page 100. 


How to make swans: Trace the de- 
sign below on wax paper to make 
the left side; reverse it to make 
the right. Make as many pairs as 
you will have swans. Force the 
meringue through the cone to out- 
line the design, then cover the en- 
tire design. Make the wings by 
piping thin lines on top of the 
base. To make the swans’ necks, 
trace design on wax paper, as 
many as you need. Follow the out- 
line, then fill it in by forcing the 
meringue through the cone. For 
baking instructions, see page 100.

How to make mushrooms (above): 
Make a puff of meringue using 
slightly larger opening, in vary- 
ing sizes up to about 1” in di- 
ameter, forcing the meringue 
through the cone. If there’s a lit- 
tle “tail,” touch it with a wet fin- 
ger to flatten it. To make mush- 
room stems, force the meringue 
through the cone into short stems 
right onto the wax paper. When 
baked (see instructions on page 
100) and cold, scrape a little hole 
in the bottom of each mushroom, 
add a dab of meringue, and stick 
stem and cap together. Dry in the 
same low (220°) oven for about 
14 hour. Garnish the mushrooms 
with a light shower of dark cocoa 
or dots of melted dark sweet choc- 
olate applied with a_ toothpick.

Meanwhile bring 214 cups of 
milk with 3 squares (l-ounce 
size) semisweet chocolate to a 
boil over low heat. Add the hot 
chocolate mixture to the egg mix- 
ture in a thin stream, almost drop 
by drop, beating constantly so the 
yolks warm up slowly and don’t 
get cooked. Then pour the mix- 


‘ture into a heavy saucepan and 


cook over moderate heat, whip- 
ping constantly with a wire whisk, 
until the cream has thickened and 
will coat a spoon, or the tempera- 
ture reaches about 175°. 

Strain through a fine sieve or 
several layers of cheesecloth. 
Place a piece of Saran flat on the 
surface to keep a skin from form- 
ing, and chill in the refrigerator. 
Makes about 4 cups. 


Meringues 


4 ege whites 
1 cup sugar 


This is a standard recipe for me- 
ringues. But when the meringue 
is to be used decoratively, as in 
this instance, the meringue is 
piped onto wax paper and placed 
on a baking sheet before baking. 

Place the whites in a medium- 
size bowl or the bowl of the elec- 
tric mixer and beat until they 
begin to hold a shape. About 3 
minutes. At this point sprinkle 
half the granulated sugar over 
the surface of the whites and 
continue beating hard (at high 
speed if you are using an electric 
beater or mixer) for about 1 
minute. Add remaining sugar 
gradually while beating constant- 
ly, allowing the sugar to fall onto 
the whites “like rain.” The fin- 
ished meringue should be very 
shiny and stiff enough to stand in 
peaks when you hold up the beat- 
er. “Wet.” as the saying goes, 
“but not dry.” 

To make rocks, birds, birds’ 
nests, mushrooms, swans, or sim- 
ply meringue shells the meringue 
is forced through a piping bag 
onto waxed paper, which is 
placed on a baking sheet. For 
instructions, turn to page 98. 

To bake these decorative me- 
ringues, place in a_ preheated 
200° oven and bake for 21% to 3 
hours. Correctly the meringue 
should be snow-white but if the 
oven isn’t constant they may turn 
pale yellow. Too bad, but no sin. 

It is impossible for us to be 
precise as to the amount of me- 
ringue you will need since we 
can’t, obviously, know which of 
our French fantasies you will 
make. But to give you a clue, this 
quantity of meringue will make 
about 24 small shells. 
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How to work with phyllo pastry i 


Here you see a leaf. Phyllo, 
meaning leaf. is also spelled 
phylo, fillo, and filo. Note how 
very sheer and fragile it is. Ex- 
posed to the open air, a leaf will 


dry out and crumble in less than 
60 seconds. Hence the need to 
work like a demon. Mrs. Lianides 
—wife of the distinguished restau- 
rateur Leon Lianides of New 
York’s three-star The Coach 
House—from whom we learned 
all we know about phyllo. pro- 
tects the leaves while she works 
with heavy-duty plastic she buys 
in the hardware store. A fold of 
the plastic large enough to, en- 
compass the phyllo completely 
keeps the air out and thus pre- 
vents it from drying out. This is 
far superior to the damp-cloth 
method traditionally used by | 
most cooks. Using the plastic is 
Mrs. Lianides’ original idea and 
an extremely ingenious one. 
Here comes the other tricky part. 





Each leaf must be buttered sepa- 
rately, using a feather brush—all 
edges first, then the center, which 
can be done with rather broad 
strokes. You must work fast. 
The two recipes that follow— 
Spanakopeta and Kavouri Bou- 
rekia—are both made about the 
same way. The only difference is 
in the filling, and it is worth not- 
ing here that Mrs. Lianides tells 
us almost any filling can be used 
providing it has sufficient body. 
Why don’t you experiment with 
this marvelous dough? Once the 
filling is prepared and the butter 
is clarified, this is how you work. 
With the phyllo in its plastic 
covering at your right hand and 
plenty of clear work space in 
front of you, place one leaf at a

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me, the long side facing you. 

Using a feather brush (and 
ou must—all other pastry 
Irushes are too stiff), quickly 
rush all the edges well, making 
road sweeps in the center, cov- 
‘ing the leaves fairly well with 
e butter. Don’t worry if there 
ce lumps, a few bare spaces, or 
en if—and this is almost inevi- 
ble—the phyllo is torn. 












|Spread the mixture along the 
sngth of the phyllo, almost but 
4 quite to the ends. 
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Roll up like a jelly roll, tuck- 
ang in the ends so the filling 
yon't ooze out. This quantity will 
aake 5 or 6 rolls. 

Place the rolls on large baking 
eets, side by side, and bake in 
preheated 350° oven for 30 to 
0 minutes or until the pastry is 
olden brown and crisp. If frozen, 
ake for 1 hour. Cut the rolls 
to 2” pieces; serve warm—not 
ot.

In the Ripperger household 
where cooking was an art, they 
did not ice their Zimmersterne 
unless they browned too much; 
then, as Mrs. Ripperger would 
say, “to cover our shame.” One 
of the most delicious pastries 
from the German cuisine. They 
are a bit tricky to make but worth 
the effort. 


5 bags (314-ounce size) shelled, 
unblanched almonds, about 

2 cups sugar, about 

144 teaspoons cinnamon 

6 egg whites 


Grind the almonds in the elec- 
tric blender until very fine; mix 
the nuts, sugar, and cinnamon 
together thoroughly. Set both 
aside. 

With an electric beater or in 
an electric mixer beat the whites 
until they hold firm, shiny peaks 
when the beater is held straight 
up. Combine the two mixtures, 
using a wooden spatula, until 
they are completely mixed. Cov- 
er securely with Saran and re- 
frigerate overnight. If the dough 
seems too soft, add more finely 
grated almonds to give it a fair- 
ly firm consistency. 

Butter cookie sheets, flour 
them, then coat well with sugar. 

Before starting to 
make the Zimmersterne reserve 
about 1 cup of the dough to top 
each star before baking.

“We served Bordeaux at dinner 
in heavy goblets (which they used 
then) rather than the delicate 
wine glasses you see nowadays. 
It may seem incongruous to invite 
formally dressed people to a 
boardinghouse-reach sort of din- 
ner, but being served is not Dick- 
ensian and would have been 
stilted. The point of it all was the 
food, the dressiness, the great 
conviviality, All the men carved 
and served, and there were con- 
tinual requests to pass things.” 

Dickens had music at his feast: 
“In came a fiddler with a music- 
book, and went up to the lofty 
desk.” So, said Mrs. C. “we had 
to have a fiddler. I called up one 
friend whose piano teacher knew 
a fiddler. He came and played 
Christmas carols from the bal- 
cony over the living room. 

“The cooking, like that for a 
Dickens party, was a community 
affair. | did some of it, though 
very little, a week ahead when I 
made the stew for the steak and 
kidney pies. The day of the party 
I cooked the carrots and the brus- 
sels sprouts and made the crusts

So when you see the 
name Madeira on a bottle, you 
can be sure that it comes from 
the one and only island. Port, 
however, has been imitated all 
over the world and, let us say 
frankly. with only moderate suc- 
cess. In true Port from Portugal, 
there is a certain subtle character 
in the wine, which comes from 
the earth and the climate of the 
Douro Valley, plus the damp, fog- 
laden, slightly salty air of Oporto, 
which simply cannot be repro- 
duced elsewhere. 

To try to prevent misunder- 
standings. the Portuguese wine 
makers have now adopted the 
name “Porto” for their wine, and 
since this new name has been 
copyrighted as a registered trade- 
mark, it cannot be used by any- 
outside Portugal. Thus, if 
you see a bottle on your dealer’s 
shelf marked “Porto,” it must 
have come from Portugal.

The Madeira types 


The best Madeiras (and the saf- 
est ones to buy) are those that 
show on their labels the Portu- 
guese names of the grapes from 
which they are made. There are 
four main types. The driest is 
“Sercial,” from grapes grown on 
the highest ground. This is one 
of the best for use as a before- 
dinner apéritif. It is a light am- 
ber in color, with a mellow, nutty 
flavor. Slightly sweeter. but still 
dry enough for apéritif use, is the 
“Verdelho” (now becoming rather 
hard to find), with a superb gold- 
en color and an aromatic, seduc- 
In Portugal, Verdelho

Of the sweet after-dinner Ma- 
deiras, the lighter one, the “Bual,” 
is delicately sweet and very fra- 
grant, ideal for serving with des- 
serts. Finally, there is the most 
luscious, the richest and sweetest 
of all Madeiras, the “Malmsey,’ 
(the word is a distortion of the 
name of the Malvoisie grape) 
with a deep brown color and an 
ever-so-faintly-bitter quality of 
caramelized sugar. 

Within these four types. there 
are dozens of different labels at 
various ranges of quality and 
price. As with other wines, the 
finest Madeiras are the “vintage.” 
made from grapes harvested with- 
in a single year, the year being 
marked on the label. Other Ma- 
deiras are commercially blended 
from the wines of several years. 
and each producer tries to main- 
tain the uniformity of his own 
blend from year to year. 


The range of Ports 


As to Port, there are three main 
types, each with its special char- 
acter and particular purpose. In 
years when the weather along the 
Douro River is very nearly per- 
fect—something which happens. 
on an average, about once every 
five years—the producers “de- 
clare” a vintage year. This is 


their guarantee that. during this 
year, they will make wines only 


from the grapes of the current 
harvest, with no blending from 
previous years. These vintage 
wines are kept in separate stor- 
age in the Oporto lodges. After 
two years of aging in wooden 
casks, the rich purple wine is 
bottled and left alone until it is 
completely matured, which may 
take anywhere from ten to 50 
years. Thus, vintage Port, when- 
ever it is available, is always of 
the finest quality. 

In years when the weather is 
less good. the producers have to 
blend the wines to achieve the 
best possible balance and char- 
acter. One wine, for example, 
may not be sweet enough, while 
another is too sweet. These blend- 
ed Ports are generally left in the 
casks considerably longer than 
the vintage types. This speeds up 
the aging process, but the wine 
then loses its color, gradually 
turning from the rich ruby to a 
reddish-brown. This second main 
Port type is known as “Tawny.” 
A good bottle of Tawny Port may 
represent the best possible value, 
since it usually sells at less than 
half the price of a vintage label.

After, perhaps, seven or 
eight years in the cask, it is bot- 
tled and sold at once as “Ruby 
Port.” It is generally less strong 
in character and is usually the 
least expensive type, but good for 
everyday drinking and cooking. 


Serving the Madeiras 


Madeiras should be served in the 
same fairly small, clear glass nor- 
mally used for Sherry. The Ser- 
cials, Verdelhos, and Rainwa- 
ters can, if you wish, be slightly 
chilled. Old and sweet Madeiras 
should be at room temperature. 

Madeiras have strong affinities 
for certain foods. A dry Sercial is 
almost perfect with a terrapin 
stew, is excellent with turtle soup, 
and fine with any of the light, 
clear meat consommés. Sercial is 
also excellent for cooking, since 
its strongly aromatic flavor does 
not evaporate and lends charac- 
ter to the dish in which it is used. 
It blends extremely well with 
game birds, mushrooms, and 
chestnuts. In classic French cook- 
ing, one of the most basic of all 
sauces is Sauce Madére. The 
lightly sweet, Boual Madeira goes 
well with rather sweet desserts 
and is outstanding in eggnogs. 
As to a very sweet old Malmsey, 
it usually has such a_ powerful 
personality that it should, be 
sipped slowly all by itself, after 
the coffee is finished, perhaps with 
freshly shelled walnuts. 


Port and foods 


A great vintage Port goes mar- 
velously with a great sharp cheese. 
For the maximum bouquet and 
flavor, the bottle should be un- 
corked and left open to the air 
for about an hour before serving. 
Then it should be poured into a 
reasonably large, tulip-shaped, 
clear glass, never filled more 
than half, to allow the bouquet to 
develop on the surface of the 
wine. Port is also extremely use- 
ful in the kitchen. It should 
moisten the stuffing for a guinea 
hen. A fine ham can be boiled in 
a Port-flavored bouillon. Various 
meats. including rare roast beef, 
tongue, veal, or venison are high- 
lighted by a Port wine sauce. A 
few drops of the wine can be 
sprinkled onto sliced peaches. 


Can one serve Madeira and 
Port at the same meal? By all 
means. Begin with a_ slightly 
chilled dry Madeira. A Portu- 


guese proverb calls this the wine 
to lighten the hearts and loosen 
the tongues. so that the guests be- 
come friends around the table. 
Then at the end of the meal. 
serve a great vintage Port, which, 
according to the proverb, is the 
wine for deep thoughts and seri- 
ous discussion of Life. @

This naturalist and lover of un- 
trodden ‘ways looks upon travel 
as adventure, learning, invyolve- 
ment, and offers his tours to those 
kindred souls who feel the same 
way. His beat is the off-beat— 
Africa, the Amazon, the Galapa- 
gos Islands, the ice-blue seventh 
continent of Antarctica, the al- 
most forgotten island edens of the 
Indian Ocean—and out of his own 
thrilling explorations he has de- 
signed a series of imaginative, lit- 
erate tours that go where tourists 
-have rarely if ever gone before. 
All are conducted in the aura of 
true expeditions, staffed by knowl- 
edgeable lecturers on ornithology, 
geology, botany, or whatever is 
pertinent to the understanding of 
the area, with Mr. Lindblad him- 
self usually the leader. The one 
difference is that all the creature 
comforts of the conventional 
cruise are at hand, from air con- 
ditioning to private bath, and if 
you don’t feel in the mood to play 
Amundsen or Magellan, you don’t 
have to. Cruising is done in a 
brand-new, specially designed 
100-passenger vessel, the M.S. 
Lindblad Explorer, which can 
crash through polar ice floes as 
smoothly as it cuts the sun-warm 
waters of the Indian Ocean. 

For starters, consider Mr. Lind- 
blad’s offerings for 1970, which 
include three expeditions to the 
Antarctic for a closeup of pen- 
guins, sea lions, sea elephants, 
and the extraordinary wildlife of 
the Falkland Islands, with a visit 
to the Palmer Station, the U.S.- 
operated observation laboratory 
in the Antarctic (did you know 
it existed?). A whele new. blue- 
green, icy world to open up—and, 
incidentally, to leave as you found 
it because on these cruises to the 
unspoiled, conservationist [Lind- 
blad insists that no evidence of 
tourism be left to mar the scene.
